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New anti-snob zoning 


regs. raise concerns

Although the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development 
(EOCD)/ has proposed new regula¬ 
tions concerning the implementation 
of the/Anti snob Zoning Act, local 
officia/ls are concerned those regula- 
tion»/nre geared towards new deve¬ 
lopment rather than use of existing 
housing stock. 

The Anti-snob Zoning Act — Mas¬ 
sachusetts General Law Chapter 
40B — was put in place to establish a 
local process for granting com¬ 
prehensive permits for the construc¬ 
tion of subsidized low- or moderate- 
income housing. 

Comprehensive permits allow 
potential developers to go through 
only one step, administered in part 
by the state, rather than going to six I 
or seven different town departments 
for permits. 


In a discussion with selectmen at 
their Monday night meeting, Hous¬ 
ing Authority Chairman Dennis 
O'Malley said he was concerned that 
the EOCD is “still talking 
development." 

“I think your point is a good one,” 
Selectmen Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt told O’Malley. “The regula¬ 
tions don't go far enough in address¬ 
ing non-development type issues." 

Selectman Steve Powers asked 
O'Malley if EOCD would allow the 
town to move forward on Chapter 
705 housing (affordable family hous¬ 
ing) by using existing stock, rather 
than building new developments. 

O'Malley said the problem is that 
many state agencies that deal with 
housing have no money for such 
projects. 

For future housing plans, said 
O'Malley, “We re really going to 
have to look at creative alternate 


solutions rather than relying on the 
slate." 

Schmitt asked O’Malley how he 
thought EOCD would react to a 
request from Winchester to purch¬ 
ase duplexes currently on the mark¬ 
et by using some state money and 
some from comprehensive permits 
at an independent elderly housing 
complex being constructed on Cam¬ 
bridge Street near Pond Street. 

“If you’re just looking at it in 
terms of need, (EOCD is) going to 
agree there is a need in Winches¬ 
ter," said O’Malley. However, he 
said the state’s budget situation is 
grim. 

Schmitt noted that while building 
housing on new ground is possible, 
there is currently a “glut of housing 
on the market." 

O’Malley said the “mindset and

Proposals for former 
train station due Dec. 1

Town officials hope to have prop¬ 
osals in their hands by Dec, 1 for use 
of the property on Waterfield Road, 
known as Winchester train station. 

The board moved a step closer 
toward a final Request For Propos¬ 
als (RFP) for the train station at 
their Monday night meeting and will 
distribute the requirements to brok¬ 
ers in the coming weeks. The pur¬ 
pose of leasing the building is to 
allow the town to earn additional 
revenue as well as provide a site to 
expand the business community. 

The Chamber of Commerce cur¬ 
rently leases space in that building. 
Maxwell Design Studio was a former 
tenant. 

While selectmen have agreed to 
lease rather than sell the building, 
members disagree on the issue of 
providing parking spaces at the 
facility. While some members of the 
board said they feel parking should 


be provided, others said it would be 
unfair to provide parking to one 
merchant when others have to pay to 
park. 

“It doesn’t make any sense to 
me," said Selectman Steve Powers. 
"We own this (building). I think the 
past practice has been (to allow) 
some spots for the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and some for Maxwell 
Design. It seems to me to defeat the 
some of the purpose of leasing the 
building. 

“Now we’re putting it out to RFP 
at the market rate and the parking 
disappears," added Powers. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said new tenants should be 
treated as any other business in 
town, and should have to pay for 
parking or pay a higher rent for 
designated parking spots. 

Selectman Judith Muggia said she 
agreed with Powers that past prac¬ 
tice has been to provide parking 
spaces. However, she added, "I 
think we’d be correcting a question¬ 


able decision made six years ago (or 
providing parking spots).” 

“My real objection is just closing 
off the proposal,” said Powers. “By 
closing off the idea that we will not 
accept any proposal, we might close 
off the best proposal for that build¬ 
ing," he added. 

Selectman Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt agreed with Powers. “While 
it might be our intent to not provide 
parking, wc won’t foreclose on 
that." 

Selectmen agreed that they have 
no preference of renting the entire 
space over renting sections to diffe¬ 
rent tenants. 

“I think you have to evaluate the 
proposals when they come in," said 
Selectman Robert Deering. 

Detailed proposals for use in that 
space must be submitted to the town 
manager’s office by Dec. 1. Maurer 
noted that if a lease proposal is for 
more than five years, the plan must

Dracula brings his reign 
of terror to Winchester 


“A vampire, my friend, is a man 
or a woman who is dead and yet not 
dead. A thing that lives after its 
death by drinking the blood of the 
living. It must have blood or it dies. 
Its power lasts only from sunset to 
sunrise. During the hours of the day 
it must rest in the earlh in which it 
was buried. But, during the night, it 
has the power to prey upon the 
living." 

We are thus introduced into a 
world of spiders, howling dogs, 
werewolves, bats, and vampires in 
the Winchester Players'current pro¬ 
duction of “Dracula " This spell¬ 
binding thriller describes the titanic 
struggle between Professor Abra¬ 
ham Van Helsing (Lee Barton), a 
man who speaks a dozen languages 
and knows more about mysterious 
diseases than anyone alive, and the 
mysterious Count Dracula (Dan 
Anthony Maurno), from the ancient 
land of Transylvania, who possess a 
strange power over those around 
him 


The struggle focuses on Lucy 
(Leslie Bauman), a beautiful girl of 
20, who wears a scarf around her 
throat to hide “two little wounds, 
while with red centers." Allied with 
Van Helsing are Lucy’s father, Dr. 
Seward (Craig Nickerson), and her 
fiance, John Harker (Patrick Gal¬ 
vin). Whereas Seward lives in a 
world of textbooks and is not a man 
of action or force of character, Hark¬ 
er is young, handsome and "a typi¬ 
cal Englishman of the public school 
class." 

Caught between the two sides is a 
patient in Dr Seward's sanatorium, 
Renfield (Mike Travucco), a repul¬ 
sive youth with a distorted face and 
shifty eyes, who is fond of eating 
spiders but loathes the smell of 
wolf’s-bane. Rounding out the cast 
are the attendant (Steven Fried¬ 
man), who spends most of his time 
looking for “the Guv'ner’s pet loo 
ney," and the maid (Elizabeth Clou¬ 
tier), who spends her time fending 
off the advances of the attendant 

Dracula is skillfully directed by 


Liz Bruce, who has effectivly com¬ 
bined thrills and horror with some 
delightful comedy and a bit of 
tongue-in-cheek. The technical crew 
works wonders with its rolling fog, 
scampering mice, flying bats, and 
howling dogs. So vivid, in fact, is the 
action that the play is not recom¬ 
mended for children under 10 years 
of age. 

Dramatized by Hamilton Deane 
and John Balderston from Bram 
Stoker's novel, Dracula will be pre¬ 
sented in Metcalf Hall, the Winches¬ 
ter Unitarian Church, 478 Main St. 
(corner of Main St. and Mystic Val¬ 
ley Parkway), Winchester on 
November 3, 4, 10 and 11 , All perfor¬ 
mances begin at 8:15 p.m. Tickets 
are $8 general admission and $6 for 
students and senior citizens. They 
can be obtained by calling 721-1795.

6 Tickets ’ could lend 


muscle to health codes

A system of ticketing, or charging 
fines, to health code violators in 
Winchester — in lieu of criminal 
proceedings against such offenders 
— would be a way to add muscle to 
health regulation enforcement, say 
Board of Health members. 

Reading Health Director Ruth 
Cogan broached the plan at the

The Board of Health has issued an 
order to condemn a two-family 
house at 1034-1036 Main Street, a 
property owned by Border Really 
Trust. 

William Daley, who holds legal 
title to the property, must complete 
needed repairs within a year to 
upgrade the building to living stan¬ 
dards, say Board of Health mem¬ 
bers, or have the building razed. 

The board unanimously voted the 
order ut their Oct. 30 session after 
hearing testimony from neighbors 
who abut the Main Street site and 
from Lawrence Murray, Daley's 
attorney. 

Based on state building codes. 
Health Director Joseph Tabbi told 
board members the building was 
“unfit for human habitation.” 

The condemnation order carries 
an immediate action to secure and 
vacute the premises. Building Com¬ 
missioner Dominic Serratore has 
certified that the building is secure 
and Murray attests the house has not 
been occupied since spring, 1987. 

A 3B-year neighbor of the proper¬ 
ty, Julia Bonasera said fallen shin¬ 
gles, rats and general disrepair have 
made the building an eyesore as well 
as a hazard to a largely elderly 
populace around the site. 

“(Daley) hasn’t done a thing to 
it," charged Bonasera, 

Murray added, however, the prop- 
crly is a pre-existing non 
conforming zoning use — a residen¬ 
tial property in a business district. 
Murray told board members he had 
previously petitioned the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, on a request by 
the owner, to convert the building 
into a business facility. The ZBA 
denied the request and the case is 


Board of Health's Oct. 30 meeting, 
citing the success Reading has 
experienced since the town adopted 
the system last January. 

“It got people's attention," says 
Cogan of the tickets. “We all have 
dwindling resources and budget con¬ 
straints. It’s important that we use 
our time most efficiently." 

The plan, adopted in 1977 by the 
state legislature, inserted a new sec¬ 
tion into (he General Laws Chapter 


now awaiting a hearing in land 
court, said Murray. 

He added a decision is expected to 
be handed down sometime in Janu¬ 
ary, 1990. 

Although some questions arose as 
to what business development on the 
property the neighbors would be in 
favor of, resident Peggy Schleicher 
noted, “The neighbors are standing 
ready to discuss uses (for the build¬ 
ing) that would be amenable to us 
both." 

Calling the Main Street case 
“slightly peculiar" in that the build¬ 
ing is vacant and secured, and that 
the owner hopes to renovate the 
properly for the zoned business use. 
Board of Health Chairman Stephen 
Black-Shaffer urged the board to

40, section 21D authorizing cities and 
towns to provide for the "non- 
criminal disposition” of violations of 
ordinances, by-laws, rules and 
regulations. 

The state and the local district 
court have already approved the 
enactment of such measures, but 
Winchester would have to get Town 
Meeting approval before proceeding 
with the system. 

If the plan is adopted, the Board of 
Health would immediately target 
such offenders as: truck drivers who 
spill trash on the streets; contrac¬ 
tors who plow improperly; dump¬ 
ster violations; residents who rake 
leaves into the streets and regular 
health code offenses of local restaur¬ 
ants and food service companies. 

Non-criminal disposition would 
come in the form of tickets with 
attached fines. These fines, howev¬ 
er, must follow a set range estab¬ 
lished by the state. A general outline 
of the charges includes $25 fines for 
non-critical violations and $5U for 
critical health code offenses. 

The plan was originally brought 
before town boards by Selectman 
Judith Muggia, who noted that the 
Board of Selectmen plans to back 
the initiative at spring Town Meet¬ 
ing. Selectmen are now seeking sup¬ 
port for the measure from the Board 
of Health and other interested town 
departments such as the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works and Conserva¬ 
tion Commission. 

If a Town Meeting vote is success¬ 
ful, the town need only formally

Library struggling to 
maintain accreditation 


-All decked out

More than a decade of steady 
cutbacks at Winchester's Public 
Library — disguised over the years 
through careful planning — have 
now become painfully evident to the 
town’s book-borrowing patrons as 
services evaporate and relied-upon 
conveniences disappear. 

And library officials warn, if fund¬ 
ing continues to dry-up, and more 
employees and library hours are 
consequently eliminated, Winches¬ 
ter is in real jeopardy of losing state 
accreditation. 

Library Director Matthew Sper- 
ber notes that state accreditation, 
and therefore state aid, would be lost 
if the library reduces the number of 
hours it is open to fewer than 50. The

library is open now, “just barely 50 
hours a week,” says Sperber. 

Sperber adds too, these state 
requirements are “minimum stan¬ 
dards” and are not in any way the 
level of service the library hopes to 
provide. 

One recent cutback that has 
drawn concern from patrons is the 
merging of the children’s and adult’s 
circulation desk. This consolidation 
was unfortunately a necessary evil, 
according to Library Trustee Chair¬ 
man Anne Nevins. 

“It’s been difficult for people. 
They wish it weren't this way, but 
we have to live with the cuts,” she 
added. 

Said former chairman Ellen 
Browning, “It took people a while to 
get used to, but it’s belter to walk up 
a floor (to the adult circulation desk) 
than to not have a library.” 

Sperber noted that in 1979, the 
library was operating with perma¬ 
nent and temporary employees equi¬ 
valent to a full-time staff of 29. Now, 
10 years later, the library must func¬ 
tion with a staff of only 19 — one- 
third less staff — and more than 
three percent of whom were elimi¬ 
nated over the last two years alone, 
according to Sperber. 

Closing the library all day on Sun- t 
day and Friday, and Wednesday 
nights, was not enough to make the 
dwindling budget numbers work, 
said Sperber. Additional cutbacks in 
services have included: limiting 
telephone reserves; eliminating 
telephone renewals and reducing 
children’s programs. 


“We realize how inconvenient this 
is for people,” said Sperber, “if we 
sustain any more budget cuts ... or 
any more staff reductions we are 
probably going to have to look to 
further cuts in the hours open." 

If the prospect of cutting library 
hours to fewer than the required 50 
per week comes to pass, in addition 
to losing slate aid, Winchester resi¬ 
dents may also relinquish their pri¬ 
vilege of borrowing books at neigh¬ 
boring library facilities. 

Sperber explains that the state has 
regulations that require towns to 
reciprocate use of their libraries — 
but only if the other communities 
are state accredited. 

Nevins added that the Lexington 
library for example, regularly used 
now by Winchester residents, “is 
swamped by out-of-towners.” If 
Winchester were to lose state aid, 
the decision to allow Winchester 
residents to use the Lexington facili¬ 
ty would be left up to the Lexington 
Library Trustees and Nevins said 
she would not be optimistic. 

Currently, the library is dipping 
into trust funds in order to meet the 
requirements of the state for book 
purchasing. Last year, the town only 
subsidized a portion of this expense. 
The remaining monies were drawn 
from-the trust funds, which are 
designed to “supplement” the 
library’s budget, not “substitute” 
for it, said Sperber. 

How close is Winchester to losing 
accreditation? Former Chairman of 
the Library Trustees Ellen Brown¬ 
ing noted, “Not this year. But we are 
right on the line.”

estimate of traffic impact. 

The town acquired the Waterfield 
Road building in 1982 along with an 
additional parcel of land with funds 
through a grant from the slate, The 
property was owned privately for 22 
years before the town bought it. 
Along with the property, the town 
also assumed responsibility for 
maintanence of the train ramps and 
platforms, waiting room and public 
restrooms in the building for MBTA 
commuters. 

According to Maurer, the property 
was initially acquired to expand off- 
street parking, control use of proper¬ 
ty and ensure future use of the 
building fit in with downtown revita¬ 
lization efforts, ensure adequate 
maintenance of the train ramps and 
platforms and control use and 
access to property surrounding the 
train station site.

regulalions" of EOCD dale back to 
the mid-1980s, when there was p 
housing crisis. Throughout that 
time, EOCD required new housing 
be developed, and said cxisling 
stock could not be used — "The 
theory being if you were taking 
existing housing, you were just 
exacerbating ... the housing crisis." 
he added. 

O’Malley noted that with the 
approaching "graying 90s," there 
will be increasing demands for 
elderly housing. "People live longer, 
we lowered the age bracket (for 
eligibility for elderly housing) from 
G5 (years of age) down to G2," he 
said. In addition, to qualify for elder¬ 
ly housing, a person’s net worth can 
not be more than $49,000, rather than 
$15,000 as it was in the past. 

"Our first objective is to get more 
elderly housing in town," said 
O’Malley. "People have been wail¬ 
ing 2 K*i years and more (for 
placement). 

"We need to look at what our 
needs are in town and how we are 
going to address them," said 
O’Malley. 

"It would seem to me the regula¬ 
tions are asking for local flexibility 
with some creativity," said Select 
man William O’Leary. "The new 
regulations may allow us to come up 
with our own ideas." 

Members of the Housing Authority 
will discuss EOCD's proposed reg¬ 
ulations at their next meeting at a 
lime to be announced.

adopt the plan to set the system into 
motion. "It’s a simple process, the 
hard work has already been done,” 
added Cogan. 

She noted loo that Wilmington and 
Reading — towns that have adopted 
the system — have laid the ground¬ 
work for the process in Woburn 
District Court, which is "already 
familiar" with the ticketing process. 

Renewal of licenses for restaur¬ 
ants, for example, was always a 
cumbersome and draw-out process 
in Reading — one of tracking down 
late-filers and sending out countless 
reminder memos, according to 
Cogan. “It cost us time and money to 
chase people down,” said Cogan. 

With imposition of the fine and 
ticketing process, Cogan said, 
"within a week all Ihe paperwork 
was in.” 

Health Director Joseph Tabbi was 
enthusiastic about the plan as a way 
to deter health code violators, but 
noted the process is not designed as 
a tool to generate revenue. 

"Repeated violations would not 
happen if (violators) were fined 
$50," said Tabbi, “It is a useful tool, 
not designed for revenue, but to 
enforce the health codes and not 
waste court time." 

The ticket fines would be paid to 
the district court, but the funds 
would revert back to Winchester 
after a processing period, added 
Cogan.

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Protecting our 
public buildings

The warm colors of another 
season begin to tinge the ivy 
gracing the library walls as one 
glances up from the Mill Pond 
path. 

Fifty-eight years of experience 
with this building has created a 
familiarity with it that some¬ 
times eclipses the excitement 
which heralded its opening on 
Dec. 5, 1931. 

After an existence of nearly 
seventy years in inadequate 
quarters, the library moved into 
its own building — described by 
the Boston Evening Transcript as 
“more a pleasant country house 
rather than a public building.” 

Later the Transcript observes 
that, “Winchester residents try 
not to appear too puffed up with 
pride over their new public 
library, which has such an unusu¬ 
al amount of dash and 
distinction.” 

Beyond the Townsend Granite, 
modern book storage, the art gal¬ 
lery and auditorium, and the Tyl¬ 
er Memorial Windows was the 
unique built-in lighting. 

This lighting system alone was 
described and praised in the vari¬ 
ous architect and trade publica¬ 
tions of the day. 

The building has served us well 
— and if it is not revered with the 
strong enthusiasm as it was in 
1931, it still replaces the tradition¬ 
al New England Lyceum as the 
cultural-educational center of 
Winchester with admirable 
sensitivity. 

Our library fabric begins, how¬ 
ever, to show its age. It is 
imperilled further by the capital 
projects freeze — and the strange 


local apathy which colors any 
proposal to repair or improve the 
building and its services. 

Beneath the ivy, which fools us 
with its autumnal brilliance, is 
structural deterioration which 
appears to be following the same 
pattern Town Hail did over 
decades. 

The roof leaks, moisture per¬ 
meates areas of the basement, 
the heating and electrical sys¬ 
tems are 1931 hybrids, and venti¬ 
lation should be improved. 

Cosmetically, the beauty of the 
building is marred by air- 
conditioners hanging out of open 
casement windows, (thus allow¬ 
ing the metal casements to deter¬ 
iorate), battered gutters, clear 
glass mixed with wired glass in 
the windows, and band-aid mor¬ 
tar patching, 

Sound familiar? 

Mr. Peter VanAken, valued 
chairman of our Capital Planning 
Committee, explained one way in 
which we have “gotten by” in our 
annua) balancing act with the 
town budget — and it has been to 
let our capital plant deteriorate 
as we play ostrich and follow a 
deferred maintenance “plan”. 

Town Hall deterioration over a 
fifty year period was a prime 
example of this — and our 
remaining school buildings and 
the library portend the future. 

Whether Winchester proposes a 
capital plant override — or 
chooses to rob Peter to pay Paul 
— the fabric of these public build¬ 
ings is in serious trouble. 

It would seem to be more pru¬ 
dent to formulate and fund plans 
now to allow for the necessary 
work in order to avoid more mas¬ 
sive rebuilding projects on the 
scale of Town Hall.

husband’s brother took a wife. It was 
worth the wait, not only for the sass 
of the blue-eyed lady he chose, but 
for the 20 attendants, the trumpet 
fanfares, and the bearers of rings, 
and flowers, and pillows trimmed in 
lace. 

Our daughters were junior brides¬ 
maids, our kindergartner a sober¬ 
faced ring-man who in a small black 
morning suit looked faintly like Oliv¬ 
er Twist in his brief stint as Mr. 
Sowerberrys’ assistant. He sat like a 
little priest, alone in the front pew, 
while his three-year-old flower-girl 
cousins, done up in volumes of floor- 
length organdy, rustled prettily in 
the opposing pew, clicked their par¬ 
ty shoes and sucked on their fingers; 
grew restless at last with the sedate 
pace of the ceremony; became 
upended somehow, and began turn¬ 
ing and blowing about the aisles like 
two little pink-and-white parasols. 

I was a bridesmaid. My husband, 
in his silver hair, the best man. The 
groom’s college friends all flew in 
from Seattle and D.C. and Minneso¬ 
ta; his big brother, from San Fran¬ 
cisco; my sister, from Florida. 


“This is the oldest wedding party in 
the world,” she said, with her usual 
candor. “Your husband looks like 
Don Corleone” 

This is how we will marry our kids 
off, I thought, as the party roared on 
later, and Oliver dragged the squeal¬ 
ing parasols across the dance floor 
on their tummies. 

Then four weeks later, other 
friends married and held their 
reception at our house, and I got sold 
on home weddings. 

Home weddings are great 'cause 
they’re relaxed. This one was relax¬ 
ed for me especially, since the bride 
and groom made all the arrange¬ 
ments. The hardest question I had to 
answer all day was “Which way to 
the bathroom?” We had tents in the 
back yard; instead of sit-down for¬ 
malities, plenty of barbecue; 
instead of a cake, an ice cream 
truck; instead of a band, the hot 
Dee-Jay talents of a man named 
Flame. Neighborhood kids on bikes 
hugged the periphery. The bride’s 
12-year-old kid took a pogo stick onto 
the dance floor. A kid of ours, seek¬ 
ing solitude, went out on the roof of 
the house by crawling through her 


bedroom window. Soon we saw other 
kids up there. Then the groom and 
his boyhood pal. Then their boxer 
shorts. In the spirit of revelry, all 
five hamsters were liberated. The 
cats tried some champagne, The 
guests danced up the street. And 
during the limbo, the long-legged 
bride pressed the limbo bar lower, 
then lower still; then hitched up her 
filmy white skirts, and vaulted over 
it. 

It was a swell wedding, just like 
the first. And since that time, we’ve 
been to three more. At the third, the 
young bride herself wept tenderly 
during all the emotional parts. At 
the fourth, the minister laid out a 
picture of long years together by 
speaking of “deep pools of shared 
recollection”. At the fifth, when the 
key “Do you take...?” moment 
arrived, in the hushed solemnity of a 
Jewish ceremony, the bride sang out 
“I certainly do!”

The House “Beacon Hill Roll Call” 
records local representatives’ votes 
on 3 roll calls from the week of 
October 23-27. 

Gay Rights (II 5427) — House 79-73, 
gave final approval and sent to the 
Senate the Senate version of the 
“gay rights” bill prohibiting discri¬ 
mination based on sexual preference 
in housing, employment, credit or 
public accomodations. The measure 
includes Senate-approved amend¬ 
ments stating that nothing in the bill 
validates gay marriages or provides 
health insurance for gay partners. 

It also provides that nothing in the 
bill be construed as approval of 
gays. Supporters said this simple 
civil rights issue is long overdue and 
will allow gays to take cases to the 
Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination. Opponents said this 


is an anti-family, immoral bill which 
gives gays special status and is 
unnecessary. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vole is against it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

Late Sessiondl 6164) —House 100-50, 
refused to discharge the Rules Com¬ 
mittee from further consideration of 
a bill requiring a two-thirds vote for 
the House to continue in session 
beyond 12 midnight. 

Bill Supporters said this will 
decrease the number of late night 
sessions and will prevent the House 
from raising taxes and approving 
pay raises in the dead of night, 
Opponents said the current rule 
requiring a majority vote to remain 
in session beyond 10 p.m. is 
sufficient. 

A Yea vote is for bringing the bill 
onto the floor for consideration. A 
Nay vote is for leaving it in the Rules 
Committee, 

Casey voted no. 


Taxpayers group 
supports Sullivan 

TO THE EDITOR: 

One of the most important and 
significant pieces of legislation 
introduced into the Massachusetts 
Legislature is House Bill 6273. 

House Bill 6273 is the “brain child” 
of John Sullivan, moderator for the 
Town of Winchester. Sullivan’s bill 
is the first attempt by a citizen to 
limit state spending by imposing a 2 
percent spending cap on the legisla¬ 
ture. If we are ever to get the 
Commonwealth out of the financial 
nightmare it is mired in, then we 
must move forward and regain the 
trust of our citizens. A spending cap 
will assure the electorate that never 
again will their trust in government 
be abused. 

What concerns me is the total lack 
of coverage The Boston Globe has 
accorded John Sullivan’s legislation. 
It is inexcusable that a paper that 
prides itself in its coverage of 
“news” has nevertheless refused to 
inform the public about the most 
“newsworthy” legislation since 
Proposition 2»£. 

I urge the readers of The Globe to 
contact their respective state legi¬ 
slators and get Sullivan’s spending 
cap bill out of the hands of the Joint 
Committee on Taxation and onto the 
House floor for debate. To do any¬ 
thing less is to deprive the electorate 
of what may very well be their last 
chance to get some fiscal order 
restored in Massachusetts. 

I urge The Globe and its readers to 
support House Bill 6273 and support 
John Sullivan’s spending cap for no 
other reason than it is, quite simply, 
the right thing to do.

Cura writes 
open letter to 
finance board 

I was angered and disappointed to 
learn of the Finance Committee’s 
recent suggestion to the Board of 
Selectmen to eliminate the Winches¬ 
ter Conservation Department. At the 
Oct. 19, 1989 Finance Committee 


meeting I did not get the chance to 
speak. Therefore, with this letter, I 
ask the Finance Committee how 
they arrived at this ill-advised, 
short-sighted, and cavalier recom¬ 
mendation to sacrifice the environ¬ 
mental quality of Winchester’s riv¬ 
ers, ponds, open space, and citizens. 
I would like to think that this recom¬ 
mendation is an arbitrary proposal 
made through ignorance. Perhaps 
this letter will enlighten the Finance 
Committee. 

The Winchester Conservation 
Department consists of a 20 hour per 
week Administrator. This is the only 
department in town whose sole con¬ 
cern is the conservation of open 
space and environmental quality in 
Winchester. In the recent past, the 
Conservation Department has 
demonstrated its immediate and 
direct value to Winchester’s people 
and to other town boards. For 
example: 

• In December, 1988, the residents 
living near Little Winter Pond com¬ 
plained to the Conservation Depart¬ 
ment that there was a sanitary sew¬ 
er overflow to Little Winter Pond 
from the town’s sewer system. One 
of the abultors indicated that his 
family had been complaining about 
this problem to various town boards 
and departments since 1950 (38 
years). 

By March 1989 (3 months) the 
Winchester Conservation Depart¬ 
ment had investigated the problem, 
accepted comments from the abut- 
tors in an open meeting, informed all 
other concerned departments in 
town, and exercised its authority 
under the town bylaw and elimi¬ 
nated the sewer overflow. If there 
were no Conservation Department, 
raw sewage would still flow into 
Little Winter Pond. 

• This summer the Winchester 
Housing Authority held a public 
meeting to discuss various proposals 
to develop open space in town for 
elderly and low income housing. 
Despite its having only a half-time 
employee, the Conservation Depart¬ 
ment was the only town department 
to arrive at the meeting with a 
written analysis of the proposals. 

This analysis demonstrated to the 
Housing Authority and to the 
hundred plus citizens attending the 
meeting that some of the parcels 
under consideration had deed restr¬ 
iction which cause Ihe open space 


parcels in question to revert back to 
the state if the town builds anything 
on them. The well researched pre¬ 
sentation by the Conservation 
Department saved the town from 
dedicating further resources and 
time to a proposal which could not 
practically ever be implemented. 

If the Conservation Commission 
does not have a Conservation Admi¬ 
nistrator, we will not be able to 
implement the Winchester Wetlands 
Bylaw passed by Town Meeting last 
spring, the Winchester Open Space 
and Recreation Plan, or the state 
Wetlands Protection Act. The imme¬ 
diate effects of destroying the Con¬ 
servation Department include: 

1. Winchester’s violating the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Wetland Protection Act 
which requires implementation and 
enforcement at the local level either 
by the Conservation Commission or 
the Board of Selectment. The Select¬ 
men’s staff could not carry the cur¬ 
rent load. They have neither the 
time nor the specialized expertise. 

2 . Construction delays and delays 
in transfer of property caused by the 
towns's inability to implement the 
wetlands law. Such delays will 
adversely affect the real estate and 
construction businesses. Note that 
nearly all the ongoing or planned 
major developments in town require 
wetland permits (e.g. The Ledges; 
Bradshaw Realty Trust on Forest 
Street; High Street Extension). Indi¬ 
vidual homeowners who live near 
wetlands will be inconvenienced in 
any efforts to improve or remodel 
their houses: 

3. Winchester would lack rep¬ 
resentation at state level adjudicat¬ 
ory hearings and appeals on wetland 
permits, Currently, the Conserva¬ 
tion Administrator, Elaine Vreeland 
represents the town in two major 
hearings before state agencies. In 
Elaine’s absence, the town would 
have no input to these hearings and 
we would have a decision forced 
upon us from the stale which we 
may find in conflict with the general 
interests of the people of 
Winchester; 

4. There would be no one in town 
government to implement the con¬ 
servation goals of the Winchester 
Open Space and Recreation Plan. 
Elaine has been the key town profes¬ 
sional in the implementation of this 
plan to preserve dwindling open 
space for all citizens. 


The conservation Department pro¬ 
vides considerable value for little 
cost. This year, the department 
budget was $15,275 for the half-time 
employee’s salary and $1,725 in 
annual operating budget. As of 
August, 1989 the Department had 
collected approximately $8,000 in 
fees associated with implementation 
of the wetlands bylaw and state 
wetlands act. For all the long term 
environmental protection and short 
term citizen services provided by 
the Conservation Department, the 
net cost to date this year is about 
$9,000. Perhaps if the Finance Com¬ 
mittee had done some financial 
analysis before suggesting to elimi¬ 
nate the Conservation Department, 
they would have arrived at a more 
rational proposal. 

I would hope that once the Finance 
Committee has considered the vari¬ 
ous necessary and unique functions 
performed by the Conservation 
Department they will publicly with¬ 
draw their proposal to destroy it. 

The members of the Winchester 
Conservation Commission who work 
most closely with the Conservation 
Department will fight the Finance 
Committee and any other town 
board who suggests eliminating the 
department.

Sweet Adelines 
make sweet music

Last Sunday, on one of the last few 
Indian summer days before the New 
England cold comes to stay, the 
Liberty Belle Chorus of the Sweet 
Adelines made it very pleasant to 
spend a half hour indoors at the 
library. 

The Liberty Belle Chorus is a 
women’s group that sings four-part 
acappella ha rmony and has the mot¬ 
to "to harmonize the world.” Sing¬ 
ing with excellent balance and an 
engaging and spirited presence, the 
group performed a program of old 
and new favorites. The 30 members 
who came to the library sang sweet 
and gladsome music, delightfully 
harmonizing for and with the audi¬ 
ence at this first of the Music in the 
Library concerts for this year. 

The Music in the Library series 
has two upcoming concerts, the high 
school chorus on Dec. 10 and Xylo- 
phonia on April 8. Judging from past 
concerts, these concerts will 
assuredly be well worth attending. 

Music at the Library, however, 
may not be a series worth preserv¬ 
ing. Presented free of charge, the 
concerts are a fine and enjoyable 
public service, But they are a ser¬ 
vice the library itself cannot support 
and the Friends of the Library may 
find advisable not to continue. 

It was impossible to sit in the 
reference room at the library with¬ 
out being aware of the physical and 
financial difficulties the library is 
experiencing. Above one is a roof 
with a persistent, often-mended yet 
never corrected leak, well evidenced 
by an unsightly contrivance that 
channels the rain water along the 
ceiling. 

Underfoot is the consequently bad¬ 
ly stained carpet. Down below, it is 
said, are heating and electrical sys¬ 
tems so old that they may not con¬ 
tinue to function properly—or at all. 
All around is space so crowded, we 
are told, that for every volume 
acquired one must be discarded. 
Library hours and services are 
being cut, to the inconvenience of 
patrons. 

A year ago, conditions at the 
library were considered dire enough 
by library staff and trustees that 
residents were asked to vote in extra 
taxes to support library repair and 
renovation. The vote failed. The 
library says, quite credibly too, that 
if their budget is further cut it could 
face closure. 

It is, indeed, rather puzzling 
though very pleasant that the 
library auxiliary should, in the face 
of all this, open the building special¬ 
ly and offer a free concert series as a 
public benefit. The Liberty Belle 
Chorus presented a lovely message, 


but the Friends of the Library are 
sending a mixed one. 

While no public concert hall 
existed in town, it was a commend¬ 
able effort on the part of the library 
to continue a public music series. In 
the past few years, it managed to do 
so without using the resources of the 
Friends of the Library, receiving 
primary funding from outside 
sources. 

Now the library auxiliary, which 
last year was endeavoring to raise 
money through a lecture series — 
presumably to help keep the library 
operating — is spending its money 
on free concerts. The funds for the 
series, of course, if reapplied, would 
hardly begin to address the repair, 
renovation, and staff needs at the 
library. But the effort to maintain 
music at the library is no longer 
necessary and now may even be 
discarded. 

At Town Hall the community now 
has a room and a hall eminently and 
expensively suited, among other 
things, for concerts. Just two weeks 
ago the Trio Classique gave us an 
excellent performance in the 
Winchester Room which again 
proved itself an admirable setting 
for chamber music. Though the view 
from the balcony may be faulted, the 
acoustics and general aesthetics of 
the room are wonderful. The sound 
is alive, resonant and yet distinct. 

Since that concert has not been 
reviewed previously, it is important 
to digress slightly to applaud the 
program and performers of that con¬ 
cert as well. The musicians, of 
course, more than the hall, provided 
the joy of that evening. The program 
was well constructed, including a 
Mozart trio, the gorgeous and vib¬ 
rant “Three Nocturnes" by Bloch, 
and the last Schubert trio, which 
quite delightfully reveals Schubert's 
sense of humor as well as his unen¬ 
ding inventiveness. 

The Trio Classique performed 
expertly, with visible and audible 
sympathy among its members. 
Their interpretations were so sensi¬ 
tive that even the cello pedal points 
in the middle movement of the 
Mozart were expressive and 
remarkable. 

In a different vein, the Liberty 
Belle Chorus also provided a 
memorable and rewarding musical 
experience, yet in the wrong setting. 
The reference room at the library is 
not a concert hall. And it has no need 
to be. A growing number of musical 
eyes and ears are turning to Town 
Hall. There is now a movement 
underway to organize a concert 
series for the Town Hall. The library 
should feel no responsibility for 
keeping music in the community 
alive.

injustice that has been dealt the 

residents of the Hock Avenue site, 

then the actions of certain Town 

officials today arc even more 

disturbing. 

Take, for example, the Board of 
Selectmen. At their most recent 
meeting, certain members saw fit to 
misrepresent the fact of the Hock 
Avenue case 

Fact 1: The Hock Avenue site is a 
confirmed 21E (hazardous waste) 
site according to official DEP 
records. That is in direct conflict 
with the statements made by Select¬ 
man Deering that the site is a Solid 
Waste site. 

Fact 2: The Rock Avenue site has 
very high vapor readings. (Tests 
done this past summer by EA Engi¬ 
neering, Science, and Technology 
recorded odorous organic vapors at 
levels of concern...greater than 1000 
parts per million.) 

Fact 3: The Rock Avenue site 
might pose a health risk to the 
neighborhood. However, that assess¬ 
ment is premature at this time 
because the proper instrumentation 
to determine the identity of the vap¬ 
ors causing the high readings was 
not available at the lime the recent 
testing was done. (Dr. Fam has 
repeatedly stated that until the vap¬ 
or identification is made, it is pre¬ 
mature to make a definitive state¬ 
ment on the health risk to the 
neighborhood.) 

Then, there is the Board of Health. 
While recognizing that the vapor 
identification is a critical piece to 
the final assessment of the health 
threat of the migrating vapors at 
Rock Avenue, they slate that to do 
the additional testing at Rock 
Avenue would mean that dollars 
allocated to some other deserving 
health programs might have to be 
sacrificed. 

My purpose in writing this letter is 
to set the record straight. The North 
End Task Force is not asking the 
Board of Health or any other Town 
agency to "sacrifice ’ another neigh¬ 
borhood or program to finance test¬ 
ing at Rock Avenue To set up such 
unnecessary conflict between neigh¬ 
borhoods in this Town is not the way 
to do business. 

What the North End Task Force 
does want is for justice to be done. 
Stop punishing the victims, and go 
after the polluters. Stop covering up 
the incompetence of those who failed 
to act in 1982, and deal with the real 
probelms the Rock Avenue neigh¬ 
borhood faces NOW. Own up to your 
responsibilities to do what is right, 
not what is convenient (or less legal- 
, ly threatening). 


Or is there more being covered up 
at Rock Avenue than meets the eye?

Kerry authors drug bill 


Legislalion authored by Senator 
John Kerry to help states fight the 
drug war with increased computer 
systems to gather intelligence on the 
movements of drug traffickers in 
their cities and towns passed the 
Senate Oct. 5. 

The Kerry drug bill will allow the 
states to use portions of justice 
grants passed last week by the 
Senate to develop better narcotics 
intelligence networks and systems, 
and to organize and train special 
drug intelligence units to combat 
narcotics trafficking and money 
laundering criminal enterprises. 

“It is clear to me that today we 
have a serious gap in drug law 
enforcement. Specifically, law 
enforcement at (he street level can¬ 
not compete with the drug dealers 
themselves in getting adequate 
intelligence as to what is going on 
the street,” Kerry said. 

“Today, the crime problem in the 
United Stales is the drug problem,” 
Kerry said. “In those cities where 
cocaine usage has gone up the most, 
violent crime has gone up the most. 
The result is that local law enforce¬ 
ment is swamped. They are making 
more arrests — putting more people 
in prison — but the price of cocaine 
continues to go down as supplies 
increase,” Kerry added. 

The Kerry amendment which 
passed last night provides states 
with the opportunity to develop the 
drug intelligence networks by using 
the Justice Dept, assistance funds 
which the Senate passed last week 
as pari of its upgrading of the Presi¬ 
dent's original drug plan. The cur¬ 
rent pool available for these pur¬ 
poses, along with theo (her purposes 
authorized by the justice assistance 
funds, will be about $450 million. 

The measure that passed last 
night is an interim step in achieving 
what Kerry originally sought for 
cities and towns and states when he 
filed legislation — the Drug Intelli¬ 


gence Assistance Act of 1989 — to 
provide direct grants to develop the 
computer networks. 

“The best way to provide the extra 
funds for local police departments is 
by providing cities with over 100,000 
people with direct grants, and by 
providing I he states with additional 
funds to create drug intelligence and 
information networks for smaller, 
urban, suburban and rural areas,” 
Kerry said. “I will continue fighting 
for the full package of local police 
assistance funds to fight the drug 
war,” Kerry added. 

The amendment passed last night 
directs the states to give priority to 
the “most complex and serious drug 
intelligence problems confronting 
units of local government, with par¬ 
ticular emphasis on urban popula¬ 
tions." That means that the cities, 
which have been having the hardest 
time keeping up with the new bur¬ 
dens imposed on them by drug 
related crimes, should receive the 
most assistance for drug intelli¬ 
gence under these provisions. 

“This amendment is the first step 
in what I intend to be a series of 
steps designed to leverage an 
amount of federal support into sig¬ 
nificant improvements in the ability 
of stales and communities to locate, 
track, arrest and prosecute major 
narcotics enterprises. Too oflen 
today localities do not possess the 
technical means to combat the 
enormous enterprises that now con¬ 
trol the drug trade,” Kerry said. 

Several weeks ago, Kerry chaired 
a series of field hearings in Massa¬ 
chusetts as head of the Subcommit¬ 
tee of Narcotics and Terrorism to 
ask local law enforcement officials 
what they needed to fight the drug 
war. 

“The answer was clear: they don’t 
have adequate resources in place for 
drug intelligencee, and to get it, they 
need federal assistance,” Kerry 
said. 

When the amendment passed last 


nighl, Kerry told Senate about testi¬ 
mony he had received from Massa¬ 
chusetts officials during the field 
hearing. Kerry quoted the following 
testimony: 

“From Mayor Mary Hurley of 
Springfield: 

“I don't need cute phrases. I need 
money. I need resources. If you give 
the resources, 1 will get the job 
done,” 

“From Jim Jajuga of the Essex 
County Drug Task Force: 

‘“The people in Lawrence and 
Lynn do not see the international 
drug trafficker. They do not see 
Fa bio Ochoa in downtown 
Lawrence. Bui they cannot live in 
Lawrence and Lynn in some of these 
streets. They cannot go outside their 
houses. They are fearful of their 
lives.”’ 

“From Bristol County District 
Attorney Ron Pina: 

“Most or the information dealing 
with crimes and drugs comes from 
the local offices... And the informa¬ 
tion gets into an office, and then does 
not get out appropriately to the DEA 
or to the slate police... there is no 
central location.” 

“District Attorney Pina said that 
if there were a central drug intelli¬ 
gence data base for the sharing of 
information, it would have a signific¬ 
ant impact jn his ability to demons¬ 
trate the size and location of major 
narcotics organizations and thereby 
increase the likelihood of an effec¬ 
tive prosecution to shut them down. 

Kerry said that in the months to 
come, he intends to fight for direct 
aid to cities for law enforcement 
assistance, as would have been pro¬ 
vided under the original version of 
this legislation. 

“I believe that it is in the interest 
of the nation that the federal govern¬ 
ment do its share to help states and 
cities fight drugs, and that it can 
best do so by providing not just 
grants to the slates, but to cities 
directly,” Kerry said.

Residents of High Street hope the 
Board of Selectmen’s decision to 
install a “Do Not Enter” sign at the 
junction of Manomet Road and High 
Street will prevent potential 
hazards. 

Selectmen voted 5-0 Monday night 
to install a “One Way, Do Not 
Enter” sign at the junction of Man¬ 
omet Road and High Street following 
a public hearing during which resi¬ 
dents of High Street brought their 
concerns to selectmen. 

According to Lani Bushnell, a

concerned drivers would not obey a

Muggia said she contacted the 
police with the license plate number, 
and that the driver was ultimately 
tried and had his license revoked for 
three months. 

“By bringing it to (the police 
department’s) attention, something 
can be done,” she said. 

Selectman William O’Leary 
agreed. “If you do see somebody 
(violating the law), give a call, 
because you shouldn’t have to put up 
with that.” 

“I think people will pay attention 
to it. I think it will make a differ¬ 
ence,” said Guinane. “I appreciate 
you putting the sign in for them (the 
children) and myself.”

Rotary members got a glimpse 
of the differences between 
American and Taiwanese cul¬ 
tures at their weekly meeting 
Oct. 26, 

Daphne Wong, 23, a native of 
Taiwan, is currently a student at 
Harvard University earning her 
master’s degree in Eastern Asian 
studies. Her visit to the United 
States was made possible 
through a Rotary International 
Scholarship, 

Wong outlined a number of 
similarities and differences in the 
cultures of the two countries. In 
Taiwan, the educational system 
“is very similar to A merican edu¬ 
cation," said Wong. 

However, entrance to different 
schools is based on testing, and in 
order to proceed to a high school, 
a student must take exams. 
Scores on these exams determine 
what kind of high school a student 
may attend: college preparatory, 
vocational or junior college. 

A similar testing process is 
used to place students at the 
college level. According to Wong, 
a student spends much time 
studying throughout his or her 
high school years in preparation 
for a college entrance exam. 

Working during high school is 
not a common activity in Taiwan, 
unless a student is attending a 
vocational school. In such a situa¬ 
tion, many students work at jobs 
related to their field. 

However, for Wong as a college 
preparatory student, “I gave up 
piano lessons and had to give up 
everything I liked and I kind of 
regretted it (at the time),” said 
Wong. However, now she says 
she is happy with her education. 

As a result of this intense study¬ 
ing, Wong said many students do 
not date. Wong said when she was 
an adolescent, dating was not 
considered proper since it took 
away from a student's studies. 
However, she noted that her 
younger brother’s generation 
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does date at a younger age. 

Another difference, said Wong, 
is that students are not allowed to 
drive until they are 18. In addi¬ 
tion, people live with many gen¬ 
erations of relatives in extended 
families. 

Wong said she believes the Tai¬ 
wanese people have a positive 
view of Americans. She discussed 
former President Jimmy Car¬ 
ter’s efforts at “normalizing” the 
relationship with mainland Chi¬ 
na. People have confidence in 
Taiwanese government, said 
Wong. While mainland Chinese 
say there is only one China, 
“most Taiwan people think there 
are two,” she added. 

Wong first came to America 
last January to begin her studies. 
During her summer break, she 
decided to return to Taiwan. She 
said it was difficult to return to 
what she called a more “closed” 
society. However, she added, “I 
got used to it after a little while.” 

Wong said there is little equali¬ 
ty in jobs in Taiwan. While 
women are given an equal oppor¬ 
tunity to education and the same 
tests for job posts, many men still 
believe women are not as capable 
of performing a job. 

“Men tend to suppress women 
(in Taiwan),” said Wong. “Here, 
it seems American women are 
more equal to American men.” 

In the university environment, 
Wong said she enjoys American 
classrooms, which are more open 
with regard to discussions. In 
Taiwan, Wong said she believes 
students have more respect for 
teachers, and are taught to bow 
when they see their professors. 

Wong said drugs are not as 
“prevalent” in Taiwan as in 
America. 

Wong said in Taiwan, people 
are taught not to be expressive. 
"We know that we love each 
other, but we don’t show it,” she 
said, 

“Children are supposed to be 
pious to their parents and support 
them,” she added.

Amsterdam, my native city, with 
Boston, my home.

This program has 
reached into the heart of Boslon and 
touched thousands throughout the 
Commonwealth. I believe when life 
is most difficult, people find the 
greatest hope and sustenance 
through the arts.” 

Walter Suskind was born on Octob¬ 
er 29, 1906, in Ludenscheid, Westfa¬ 
len. He lived much of his early life 
with his parents in Berlin, but when 
the persecution of Jews heightened 
in Germany, he fled to Holland. 
During the German occupation of 


Amsterdam, Suskind and his co¬ 
workers risked their lives daily to 
save the lives of 1,200 children. 

The Dutch Theatre (De Hollandse 
Schouwberg), a beautiful theater 
built in 1B90 in downtown Amster¬ 
dam, presented a variety of perfor¬ 
mances for people of all economic 
levels until it was taken over by the 
German SS in 1942. The scats were 
ripped out to create more space for 
Jews awaiting deportation to con¬ 
centration camps. Now the Dutch 
Theatre is a stark facade with a 
simple plaque paying tribute to Wal¬ 
ter Suskind, and a memorial to 
everyone who was taken from there 
and destroyed by the war. 

Robert Merrill has been 


acclaimed as one of the greatest 
natural baritones of the century. J 
From the stages of the great opera 
houses to Broadway, and through 
records and television, he hai set a 
standard for musical excellence. He 
has been honored throughout the 
United Slates as one of this country's 
greatest artists. He has performed 
many times for visiting heads of 
state at the invitation of Presidents ; 
Truman, Eisenhower, Kennedy, 
Johnson, and, most recently, Ronald 
Reagan. He is the recipient of the 
Handel Medallion as well as an Hon¬ 
orary Doctorate of Music Degree 
from Gustavus Adolphus C-ollege in 
St. Peter, Minnesota, and he holds a 
place of honor in Philadelphia's 
Academy of Vocal Arts Hall of Fame 
for Great American Opera Singers.

His wife, the former 
Marion Machno, is a concert pianist 
and a graduate of Juilliard, The 
couple haye two children, David and 
Lizanne.

Make a mistake, move ahead

Since you are bound to be 
bruised by your own mistake at 
some point in your career, you 
might as well get used to the idea. 

“If we don’t make mistakes, it 
means we aren't taking enough 
risks," says Ann Morrison, an 
executive development consul¬ 
tant with the Center for Creative 
Leadership in San Diego. 

Maybe a small deal you’ve 
orchestrated fa"s flat, perhaps a 
major project will have to be 
scrapped, or maybe in your rush 
to succeed you've committed a 
tactical blunder on the corporate 
ladder. Morrison believes that 
mistakes such as these can be 
signs of corporate progress. 

Since all workers and execu¬ 
tives make them, she says, it is 
important that individuals not let 
themselves get bogged down by 
business mistakes or career mis- 
plays they may make. 

“We need to encourage people 
to pursue projects that may end 
up as mistakes,” says Morrison. 
“And when they make those mis¬ 
takes, we have to not hold it 
against them.” 


Morrison, along with the Cen¬ 
ter for Creative Leadership’s 
Michael Lombardo and Universi¬ 
ty of Southern California buisness 
professor Morgan McCall, has 
authored a book titled “The Les¬ 
sons of' Mistakes.” The book 
promotes the philosophy that our 
best managers will be those indi- 
viudals whose companies have 
allowed them to make corporate 
blunders — and then move ahead. 

"We know that for every good 
idea there are 10 out there that 
don’t work,” Morrison says. “If 
we dQn’t accept the fact that we 
won’t always be right, we’ll never 
find that one good idea.” 

Unless companies accept the 
notion that mistakes will occur 
from time to time and are part of 
creating a dynamic business, 
they will be sabotaging their 
futures. Executives and workers 
will retreat to the secuity of tradi¬ 
tion. Creativity and innovation 
will suffer a swift death, 

“People know that if some¬ 
thing’s been done one way for 20 
years, they won't be blamed if 
they do it that way and it fails,” 
Morrison says. 

The notion that mistakes will 
be made is an important one for 


everyone to accept. Morrison 
says the individuals who find 
themselves derailed in their 
careers are often those who are 
arrogant or insensitive to the 
mistakes of others. 

She encourages companies to 
develop an attitude that will tol¬ 
erate mistakes. Reword systems 
often need to be restructured to 
encourage development of indivi¬ 
duals as well as to give bonuses 
for producing a gross of widgets 
on time. 

One way to shape the reward 
system is to give individuals a 
wide range of goals for the year 
so if one projects falls through, 
the worker is not devastated by 
its lack of success. 

And while companies certinly 
don’t want to reward failure, it is 
important that workers know 
Ihey have the latilude to work on 
projects that may not succeed. It 
becomes the role of management 
to guide those workers through 
their projects and stop them for 
falling over a cliff once warning 
signs appear. 

“If you’re looking to improve 
your company, you don’t want to 
tell your workers how something 
was done last year,” Morrison 


sayB. “If you do, you can expect 
the same results.” 

Most individuals need to know 
there is a corporate net waiting to 
catch them If a project fails. If 
there isn’t, the company probab¬ 
ly has passed Us prime and is on 
the downward slope of its 
lifespan. 

As an example of enlightened 
management, Morrison recalls 
the story of an individual whose 
mistake coat the company 
$100,000. Racked by guilt, the 
worker suggested to his boas that 
maybe he should be fired. 

"His boss said: 'Why should I - . 
fire you when I’ve just invested ■ 
$100,000 in your development?’” 
Morrison says? “We need more > 
attitudes like that.” 

And, since there is no replace¬ 
ment for the lessons of experi¬ 
ence, Morrison thinks it is impor¬ 
tant for individuals to review 
their own careers, looking at the 
errors they have made along the 
way. 

“It helps you understand what 
your workers are going through 
now," Morrison says. “In fact, 
failing early is a good way to set 
out to become a good, top-flight 
executive.”

Orangutans 
to appear at 
the Stone Zoo 

Representative Haul Casey has 
announced that the Boston Zoologi¬ 
cal Society (BZS) wil undertake 
planning and initiation of a fundrais¬ 
ing program for two new animal 
exhibits at the MetroParks Zoos 
including a new orangutan exhibit at 
the Stone Zoo. 

At the annual meeting conducted 
October 24, 1989 at the MetroParks 
Zoos new African Tropical Forest, 
BZS President Bill Byrne staled that 
the Society will commit $750,000 to 
the projects of a total estimated cost 
of $1.75 million with the balance 
derived from a broad-based private 
fundraising effort. No pubilic appro¬ 
priations are expected to be 
required. 

The BZS will commit $500,000 tow¬ 
ard an orangutan exhibit at the 
Stone Zoo in Stoneham. The new 
indoor/outdoor orangutan exhibit 
will be centered in the old Giraffe 
House at Stone Zoo, enabling the 
Asian primates to climb to heights of 
more than 30 feet. 

The announcement comes on the 
heels of the Grand Opening of the 
African Tropical Forest at the 
Franklin Park Zoo, which attracted 
nearly 50,000 people in two days of 
festivities and brought public atten¬ 
tion back to the Commonwealth’s 
zoos. More than 100,000 people have 
visited the MetroParks Zoos since 
the African Tropical Forest opened 
on Sep. 9. 

“BZS's strong commitment and 
generous support of our zoos in this 
lime of dwindling state resources 
will hopefully serve as a n inspiration 
to private businesses to match those 
funds,” said Representative Paul 
Casey at the meeting. 

“With the African Tropical Forest 
open, the private sector knows now 
what we can accomplish at our zoos, 
and what a good zoo exhibit should 
look like. We are inviting corpora¬ 
tions and businesses of all sizes to 
get behind us and put their stamp on 
a new exhibit that will delight and 
educate thousands,” Byrne said. 


“We don't intend to rest on our 
laurels after the African Tropical 
Forest Grand Opening. With the help 
of the private sector, we can move 
forward with exciting, ambitious 
and realistic projects such as the 
orangutan exhibit,” said Dr. Mark 
Goldstein, executive director of the 
Metropolitan District Commission’s 
MertroParks Zoos.

The Winchester High football 
team received its first strong chal¬ 
lenge of the season last Saturday 
against Lexington. But after being 
held scoreless in the first half, the 
Sachems took command in the sec¬ 
ond half on their way to a 29-0 
triumph at Knowlton Stadium. 

The Minutemen benefitted from 
the debut of three starters who had 
been injured prior to the start of the 
season. Their excellent coverage in 
the secondary during the first half 
indicated their coaches had done 
their homework and were well- 
prepared.

Sachem sophomore Todd 
Rotondi was injured on the play and 
was carried off on a stretcher. After 
picking up one first down at the 13, it 
appeared Winchester was on the 
verge of trailing for the first time 
this fall. 

But quad-captain John Szczepans- 
ki had other ideas. First, he made an 
excellent broken-field tackle on Lex- 
ingtorf quarterback Uashad Wilson 
at the 5 which saved a sure touch¬ 
down. Then on fourth-and-7 from the 
10, Szczepanski combined with 
senior Jim McGeehan to stop 
Minuteman end Gary Wood at the 5. 

The Sachems were unable to move 
the ball on their first series and 
Chris Buttacavoli came on to punt. 
The senior got off a high booming 
kick to midfield but Lexington 
returned the ball to the Winchester

hems took over at their own 30. 

Senior Robbie Meehan ran 19 
yards for one first down and senior 
Joel Curtin rushed for another at the 
Lexington 37 before the drive 
stalled.

The snap on the 
point after was not handled cleanly 
leaving the score, 6-0. 

Inspired by the offense, the Sac¬ 
hem defense was rock-solid in the 
second half; not even allowing a first 
down.

The Winchester boys soccer 
team’s scoring drought continued 
into the final week of the regular 
season, as the Sachems scored In 
only two of their last six games. 

Their last week featured a 1-0 less 
to Middlesex League Champion 
Wakefield, an emotional 2-0 victory 
over Belmont, and a loss to Woburn, 
who upset them 1-0. 

The Sachems closed their season 
with a second place finish and a 
11-5-2 record. This was dissapointing 
considering that at one point they 
were 9-1-2. All of their losses were 
shutouts. 

Frustration is mounting more and 
more on Winchester, who seem to 
work almost exclusively on scoring 
during practice yet cannot produce 
during games.

Hertel 
and Haskell’s intensity and fero¬ 
cious play in the middle of the field 
earned them the “Co-Sachems of the 
Week,” since no choice could be 
made between the two players. 

The Sachems never quit. After 
Wakefield finally scored early in the 
second half, the Sachems played 
even harder. They matched up even¬ 
ly against one of the top teams in the 
state and although they were dissa- 
pointed that Wakefield upheld the 
score, they were definitely proud of 
their effort. Some knowledgeable 
fans from both towns said it was the 
greatest high school game they have 
ever seen played. 

Nevertheless the fact glared that 
Winchester had once again been 
shut out.

Parent group 
sponsors talk 

More than 60 parents allended a 
panel discussion on Oct. 30 entitled 
“Kids, peers and parenthood.” spon¬ 
sored by Parent-to-Parenl and the 
Winchester High School Parent 
Faculty Association. The panelists 
were three professionals who work 
with Winchester High School stu¬ 
dents: Principal John Ritchie; 
Michele Diamond, clinical counse¬ 
lor; and Kay Tiffany, guidance 
counselor. 

The panel discussed typical social 
patterns, offered insights to help 
parents understand these patterns, 
and provided suggestions about 
maintaining a positive relationship 
with adolescents while addressing 
issues related to peers and peer 
pressure. 

A major theme of the panelists' 
remarks was that parents need to 
try to listen nonjudgementally to 
their adolescents. Ritchie said that 
what adolescents “long for and 
thrive with is respect... somebody 
to listen and take them seriously." 

Tiffany said, "The biggest influ¬ 
ence a parent can have is in having a 
good relationship (with their adoles¬ 
cent) ... and keeping the lines of 
communication open.” 

Many parents in attendance 
expressed appreciation for the posi¬ 
tive outlook provided by the panel¬ 
ists. Ritchie described Winchester 
High School students as very recep¬ 
tive to suggestions and input. Dia¬ 
mond stressed that peer relation¬ 
ships can often provide positive 
influence. She noted there are many 
students who approach her for 
advice because they are concerned 
about another student and want to 
know what they can do to help a 
friend. 

Small group discussions followed 
the panel presentations. These dis¬ 
cussions were facilitated by the 
three panelists and Dr. Hillary Turk- 
ewitz, who is a clinical psychologist 
and coordinator of Parent-to- 
Parent. The feedback questionaires 
indicated parents found it very help¬ 
ful to have the opportunity to discuss 
the issues in greater depth and share 
ideas with other parents. 

The next “Kids, peers and parent¬ 
hood” panel discussion is Nov. 6 at 
7:30 p.m. in the McCall Junior High 
School cafeteria. Panelists are 
Evander French, principal of 
McCall; William Maher, assistant 
principal; Dr. Richard 
D’Entremont, chief of pediatrics at 
Winchester Hospital; and David 
Margolis, a therapist with Sherman 
and Margolis Associates. 

The Nov. 6 panel is focused on the 
junior high school aged student but 
may also be of interest to parents of 
fifth and sixth graders who want a

Most of us 
have nights when we lie awake for 
long periods, making the hours tick 
by in an interminably slow manner. 
The harder we try to fall into the 
arms of Morpheus, the less success¬ 
ful we are. The brain remains active 
and amid the tossing and turning, we 
seem to be borrowing all kinds of 
things to worry about. It is then that 
we remember the old advice of 
counting sheep, saying poetry or 
composing letters that need to be 
written, — all keeping the brain 
working in high gear. Thus, sleepi¬ 
ness evades us completely. 

Sleeping pills are not a good sub¬ 
stitute for relaxation and are habit 
forming, even those that are sold 
over the counter without prescrip¬ 
tions. Sleep centers, a relatively new 
phenomenon, are being organized in 
many areas to help insomniacs who 
suffer a condition that is as old as the 
hills. The reason that most of us are 
not getting enough sleep seems to

stem Irom our modern, stress-tilled 
lives. We move, change jobs if we 
work, and perhaps get married or 
divorced, — all tension producing 
conditions. We race here and there, 
get jet lag, perhaps eat at places like 
a chili-pepper franchise, and the 
ailimentary canal lectures all night 
making sleep impossible. So much Is 
happening in family life that we 
worry constantly and often unneces¬ 
sarily. We overwork which prevents 
allowing the sleep patterns to oper¬ 
ate smoothly and calmly. About one 
third of our lives should be spent in 
sleep but this is a strong individua¬ 
listic condition. When we finally slip 
into bed with weary bodies, we tend 
to rehash the day, worry about 
tomorrow and whine to ourselves 
that it is impossible to go to sleep 
“Insomnia is a symptom, not a 
disease," say the researchers. 
There are some self-inducing steps 
that can be followed if the condition 
is temporary. (1) Don’t oversleep 
because of a previous poor night of 
sleep. (2) Get up at the same lime 
every morning, no matter how little 
sleep you’ve had the night before. 


This rests your body’s inner clock 
which should help. (3) If you can’t 
sleep, stop trying because the hard¬ 
er you try, the more frustrated you 
become. Getting up in the night to 
have a light snack often helps since 
an empty stomach will keep you 
awake. A full one with the wrong 
food is just as troublesome. A snack 
of carbohydrates like crackers or 
cereal are recommended rather 
than sweets. (4) Drinking fills the 
bladder and the consumption of tea, 
coffee, colas, and chocolate all con¬ 
tain caffeine unless labeled 
“caffeine-free", acting as stimul¬ 
ants. Nicotine has the same effect. 
“Relaxation does not come in a 
bottle," says Dr. Stevenson, a sleep 
researcher. 

Practice relaxation techniques, 
breathe deeply and regularly. Think 
of places that you enjoy visiting, — 
the beach, swaying palm trees in the 
wind, life aboard- a cruise ship, or 
some other enjoyable experience 
that you have had. After awhile you 
will learn to relax. Read a book that 
has a calming effect, — not one filled 
with violence and suspense.

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Middlesex Fells spared 
from MDC park closings

Six of the MDC public reservations 
North and West of Boston have been 
closed under the agency’s recent 
five percent budget cutback, now 
leaving only the Middlesex Fells 
Reservation and Break heart Reser¬ 
vation to be fully staffed and 
maintained. 

Word of the closings came late last 
week, as the MDC announced it was 
eliminating operational funds for the 
Beaver Brook Reservation in 
Belmonl/Wallham; the Lynn/ 
Nahant Beach Reservation; the 
Belle Isle Marsh Reservation in 
East Boston; the newly-opened Elm 
Bank Reservation in Dover; the 
Caslle Island Reservation in South 
Boston, including Fort Indepen¬ 
dence; and the Georges Island 
Reservation in Boston Harbor, 
including Fort Warren. 

In addition, the MDC's only formal 
campground. Camp Nihan in Sau¬ 
gus, has also been closed, which will' 
impact on scout I roups and non¬ 
profit organizations throughout the 
Greater Boston area. 

According to John Marchetti of the 
MDC’s Public Information Office, 
the worst could be yet to come, 
however, as the House of Represen¬ 
tatives was scheduled to begin delib¬ 
erations Wednesday on an additional 
15 percent cut of the MDC budget. If 
that happens, Marchetti warns, the 


MDC’s 22 public skating rinks will 
also be closed. 

The rinks have been scheduled for 
a Sunday opening, and even if that 
happens, they may close shortly 
afterward. Marchetti said the life 
span of the rinks could be as long as 
it takes to finish the budget talks, 
only a matter of a few days at best. 

What this means for the public 
reservations such as Belmont’s 
Beaver Brook Reservation will be 
the complete elimination of public 
programs and on-site staff. 

What it means for the two remain¬ 
ing reservations, the Middlesex 
Fells Reservation in Winchester/ 
Stoneham and Breakheart Reserva¬ 
tion in Saugus/Wakefield, will be 
that all MDC MelroParks Staff will 
now be based out of those two sites, 
relocating as much of the staff as 
arc not laid off from the closed 
reservations. 

Marchetti said the action was 
taken "because the MDC was forced 
to reduce its operational budget by 
$2.9 million.” 

Ironically, according to MDC 
Commissioner Ilyas Bhatti, the total 
amount to be saved in operational 
funds is $33,000. 

While the agency hopes to avoid 
severe layoffs of staff from the six 
closed reservations, Marchetti said 
some staff cuts were probable. 

For Belmont's Beaver Brook 
Reservation, there is little staff to 


cut, since Reservation Supervisor 
Chris McGinly is currently working 
with only one assistant. In the sum¬ 
mer season his staff has traditional¬ 
ly increased to seven. 

The Beaver Brook Reservation, 
which has been undergoing a revita¬ 
lization program since McGinty was 
assigned there four years ago, is a 60 
acre reservalion located partly in 
Belmont and partly in Waltham, Its 
jurisdiction also includes the 17-acre 
Forest Grove Park in Newton, which 
is considered part of the Charles 
River Reservalion. 

Beaver Brook is used for both 
passive and active recreation, and 
includes a popular wading pool, ten¬ 
nis courts and various playing fields. 
It is 75 percent wooded area or open 
fields. 

McGinty confirmed Tuesday he 
has received word that Beaver 
Brook will officially close as of Dec. 
I, and that he will be localed to 
Winchester’s Middlesex Fells 
Reservation. 

After the Dec. 1 closing, McGinty 
said the only attention the reserva¬ 
tion will receive is "minimal 
maintenance.” 

By minimal maintenance, he 
means that “I’ll come back to the 
reservation maybe once or twice a 
week and check for vandalism,

Danish au pairs find 
leaving the hardest job

"The hard part is saying good¬ 
bye,” says Helle Harrig, a 
26-year-old Danish au pair stay¬ 
ing with the Denney family of 
Winchester. 

After a full year with her 
Winchester "family,” providing 
live-in childcare through the 
AuPair/Homestay USA prog¬ 
ram, Helle has found leaving the 
most difficult part. 

“It’s been absolutely great,” 
says Helle of her American 
experience. 

Homestay is an offshoot of the 
Experiment in International Liv¬ 
ing and selects and places young 
adults from overseas who wish to 
come to the United States to live 
with American families. The 
program works as a cultural 
exchange, providing families 
with childcare assistance, and 
the au pair with a valuable educa¬ 
tional and work experience. 

In the Town of Winchester 
alone, there are currently nine 
families with legal au pairs 
through the Homestay program. 

During her stay, Helle has fit a 
great deal of sightseeing and

learning into her schedule of 45 
hours of childcare per week. And 
Maureen and John Denney have 
in turn received dependable 
childcare for their three children. 

An average day for Helle con¬ 
sists of walks to the playground, 
story hours at the library, doing 
errands and generally spending 
time with the Denney children. 
Helle is also taking a American 
History course at Havard Exten¬ 
sion and has made friends with 
Americans her own age, as well. 

While at home, Helle and Mau¬ 
reen are often found in the kitch¬ 


en cooking up some dinner 
together for the family. 

“The au pajr becomes a part of 
the family,” says Maureen, "an 
equal member. Without Helle, l 
couldn’t be working (outside the 
home).” 

Maureen adds that she feels 
secure in leaving her 3*year-old 
Michael in Helle's care. 

“I know Helle could take care 
of anything that (comes) up. 1 
don't Worry,” says Maureen. Her 
older children are 12 and 14, and 
although they don’t n%ed the 
same level of childcare as 
Michael, Maureen likes the fact 
that they don’t come home to an 
empty house after school. 

In addition to a fine-tuned 
working and family relationship, 
llelle and the Denneys have 
found a wealth of cultural inter¬ 
change between their two coun¬ 
tries. Helle has taught the family 
Danish Christmas carols and the 
delicious techniques of Danish 
baking. 

And the Denney family has 
brought Helle on whirlwind sight¬ 
seeing tours, Tamlly vacations 
and introduced her to American 
cuisine. Helle admits the

Rev. Bishop ends 23 
years of local service

From the turbulent sixties to 
the fast-paced eighties, the Rev. 
Jack Bishop has seen it all from 
his post as rector of the Parish of 
the Epiphany — periods of 
change and growth within the 
Episcopal Church and within 
Winchester itself. 

But Bishop has not just 
watched the metamorphosis of 
the last two decades — he has 
been a part of it. And when he 
retires next month after 23 years 
of service and moves to Cape 
Cod, the town will have one less 
caring activist. 

"No two days have been the 
same. To be with people in all 
their conditions of life, in sadness 
and joy. To be invited into the 
lives of parishoners — that is the 
highest privilege that one can 
know,” says Bishop. 

Looking back on his years at 
the helm of the Epiphany, Bishop 
sees two decades of significant 
change — change in the function 
of lay people in the church and 
change in the newly-emerging 
role of women in the Episcopal 
ministry. 

One of Bishop’s foremost 
accomplishments has been his 
part in facilitating the ordination 
of the first woman in the Episcop¬ 
al Church. The Rev. Jeanne Spr¬ 
out was ordained in January, 1977

Board not convinced 
coffee and music mix

Selectmen haven’t agreed 
whether or not Winchester residents 
are ready for coffee house-style 
entertainment, but they are con¬ 
cerned about safely issues. 

Nelson's Bakery owner Ernest 
Baltinelli appeared before select¬ 
men Monday night to request an 
entertainment license for "Nelson’s 
After Dark” at his 3 Mount Vernon 
Street site. The proposal would pro¬ 
vide for light musical entertainment 
from local musicians on Friday 
evenings until 11 p.m. with a small 
cover charge. 

While a majority of selectmen 
were in favor of the concept, all were 
concerned about entertainment 
attracting attention from cars driv¬ 
ing around the rotary. With a report 
from police in opposition to the 
license, selectmen were hesitant to 


move forward. 

However, at (he requcsl of Select- 
man William O’Leary, the motion 
has been continued until Battinelli 
and enlertainment manager David 
Sammarco have a chance (o respond 
lo some concerns raised. O’Leary 
said it was "premature” lo make a 
decision without allowing the pair (o 
address those issues. 

However, if some of the issues 
raised, which include parking and 
installing blinds in (he windows, are 
addressed, selectmen may consider 
granting the license. 

If approved, Sammarco. former 
owner of Nelson’s, will manage the 
entertainment aspecl of "Nelson’s 
After Dark.” 

Sammarco presently produces 
and directs a cable television show 
in Arlington and Cambridge called 
"Cable Spot Light." According to 
Sammarco, his show was developed 
to let "local musicians express 


themselves,” he said. 

Sammarco told selectmen he 
approached BaHinelli with (he idea 
of doing something similar at Nel¬ 
son's Bakery on Friday evenings. 
Most musicians would perform solo, 
said Sammarco, and the sound 
would be kept low. 

Every third Friday, Sammarco 
said he would like to host an "open 
mike” night to allow other perfor¬ 
mers lo "show their stuff.” 

"It's a nice feeling to play and 
people like lo listen," said 
Sammarco. 

However, selectmen continued to 
voice concern uboul safety issues, 
particularly due lo the location of 
Nelson's Bakery on the rotary. 

"I think it would take off. I really 
do,” said Selectman Judith Muggia. 
However, she added, "Nelson’s is a 
tough location.

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Contracting of some services considered

Selectmen may consider contract¬ 
ing certain municipal services to 
help balance next year’s budget. 

In a presentation to the Board of 
Selectmen Monday night, Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer out¬ 
lined various options the town can 
address. 

Chairman Thomas Schmitt said 
with a potential $1.8 million budget 
shortfall in the upcoming year, town 
officials will have to look carefully 
at all aspects of Ihe budget. 

“Our intention is, between now 
and Jan. 8. to come to a conclusion 
as to how to best make this budget 
balance,” said Schmitt. “We do not 
want to suggest there are any con¬ 
clusions to draw at this point,” 

Maurer noted that at the request 
of selectmen, he asked department 
heads to determine where various 
services could be provided by con¬ 
tractors. The results ranged from a 
suggestion for a “Lock Box” hank¬ 
ing service and service contracts for 
administrators of various depart¬ 
ments for maintenance and snow 
and ice removal contracts. 

A lock box banking service, in 
which a bank is contracted for the 
collection of taxes, could save the 
town money in its second year, said 
Maurer. However, Maurer said a 
bunk is not geared up for dealing 
with late bills, and would only collect 
bills up until the clue date. In towns 
that have switched to the lock box 
system, approximately 90 percent of 
lax bills are paid on time, compared 
with the current figure of 50 percent. 

“The concern is that people like to 
pay their taxes in person. If they’re 
going to do that, it doesn't make* 
sense (to institute the lock box sys¬ 


tem). We will still need people to 
collect (in the treasurer's office),” 
said Maurer. 

Maurer said another option would 
be direct deposit of paychecks. How¬ 
ever, he noted that for this to be 
effective, a large number of employ¬ 
ees would have to take advantage of 
the program. This action would have 
to be approved by Town Meeting 
vote. 

“There are times when I think it's 
very prudent to go to contracted 
services,” said Maurer. As an exam¬ 
ple, Maurer noted that the town 
contracts out when painting lines oil 
streets. For the amount of work in 
Winchesler.be said it “doesn’t make 
sense to buy a piece of equipment." 

However, selectmen were hoping 
Maurer's plan would include more 
substantial areas in which to cut, or 


ways the town could “change how 
we do business." said Schmitt. 

Selectman Robert Decring told 
Maurer he thought the report “kind 
of missed the mark." Decring sug¬ 
gested the town look into the savings 
realized if a modem were installed 
at Winchester Hospital connected to 
the Town Clerk’s office, for exam¬ 
ple. This, he said, would save the 
clerk’s office time in processing 
birth certificates. 

“1 think maybe the approach here 
got a little off center," said Decring. 
"This is going to take a cooperative 
effort of everybody.” 

Selectman Judith Muggia sug¬ 
gested the town look into contracting 
services with other cities and towns. 
Muggia cited data processing as an 
example. ’ ’The problem is, you don’t 


get everything done when you want 
itshe said 

Other suggestions pul forth by 
Maurer include contracting for the 
following: director of assessments, 
certain functions in Ihe engineering 
department, data processing and 
conservation administrator func¬ 
tions, social worker services for ihe 
Council on Aging, vehicle, radio 
apparatus and fire alarm mainte¬ 
nance for the police and fire depart¬ 
ments, custodial services for police, 
building and zoning inspections, 
snow and ice removal and field 
maintenance. 

Maurer is scheduled to discuss 
potential consolidation and cost sav¬ 
ing methods as well as possible fee 
increases at the selectmen’s next 
meeting Nov. 13 in the Selectmen’s 
Room at Town Hall

“I think it would be enormously 
popular to more people than you 
even realize," she said. 

“I share the idea as being very 
good, but l have the same concerns 
as Selectman Muggia," agreed 
Selectman Steve Powers. 

Powers referred to a report from 
Police Lieutenant James Pierce in 
which Pierce said he did not think an 
entertainment license at that site 
would be "appropriate.” 

“One of our primary concerns 
would be parking,” said the memo 
from the Police Department.

However, Battinelli pointed out, 
"The parking problem is in the 
downtown area. It’s on Main Street. 
You can park on Shore Road any¬ 
time after 5 o’clock." 

"I think that could be true, but it 
also could be a problem that could 
bother police,” said Powers. 

Battinelli asked selectmen what 
the difference would be "if the store 
attracls 40 or 50 people on Friday 
night and if I slay open until 9 p.m. 


and draw in 100 people every 
night?” Battinelli pointed out that 
the latter is within the limits of his 
present license. “What is really the 
difference?” he asked. 

Selectman Robert Decring said he 
was also concerned about the size of 
Nelson’s Bakery and whether or not 
it could accomodate such a function. 
“I don’t think Winchester is ready 
for this,” he said. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said if 
the location is a problem, perhaps 
Sammarco could look into develop¬ 
ing a similar program through the 
recreation department or other 
organizations. 

"I think the message is clear we 
like the idea,” said Schmitt, "hut I 
think you need to work it out."

When Winchester residents recy¬ 
cle waste products they become part 
of a "loop” or cycle, says Waste 
Study Committee Chairman Sharon 
Mastenbrook, and down the line, 
that effort will save the town money 
and help save the environment as 
well. 

The Waste Study Committee will 
sponsor an educational forum 
entitled: “Recycling Paper: Prob¬ 
lems and Opportunities" on Wednes¬ 
day, Nov. 15 from 7 to 9 p.m. in the 
Winchester Room at Town Hall. 

The forum is designed to address 
the various aspects of recycling, and 
specifically paper recycling, which 
has garnered a large amount of, 
media attention in the last few 
months. 


Mastenbrook notes that the charge 
of the Wasle Study Committee, 
which was created by a n act of Town 
Meeting, is to "find ways to minim¬ 
ize the waste stream from 
Winchester." 

Recycling, as opposed to trans¬ 
porting and incinerating trash at 
area facilities, saves the town 
money in the long run. 

The forum will focus on the sale 
and reuse of recycled products and 
development of markets for 
recycled products. 

The forum will feature the follow¬ 
ing speakers: Anthony J. Celli, head 
of the Winchester Department of 
Public Works; Milton Shaffer. Pap 
er Fibres Corp,, Roxbury; Bill Goo¬ 
din, vice president, Haverhill Paper- 
board Co.; Joe Fulmer of Scott 
Paper, Co., Winslow, Maine; stale 
Rep. Paul Casey; and Ralph Earle, 


director of markets, Solid Waste 
Division, Mass. Dept, of Environ¬ 
mental Protection. 

Celli, who is in charge of the 
operations of the transfer station, 
will give a rundown on the possible 
expansion and streamlining of the 
recycling area at the transfer 
station. 

Shafrer will discuss his company’s 
part in the recycling effort, Shaffer 
currently removes waste paper 
from the Winchester Ira nsfer station 
to reuse as recycled materials. 
Although Shaffer does not pay to 
remove the paper, the town saves 
money in that the paper he removes 
does not have to be incinerated. 

Goodin is the owner of a mill which 
creates recycled paper out of waste 
paper. Fulmer loo, recycles waste 
paper, but specifically, used compu¬ 
ter and office paper, which he recy¬ 


cles into towels and tissues. These 
speakers will explain where they 
obtain the waste paper and how they 
manufacture their products. 

Casey will talk about the govern¬ 
ment's role in regulating recycling 
procedures and possible legislation 
to encourage manufacturers to use 
recycled products. 

Earle will discuss his involvement 
in the development of markets for 
recycled paper products. 

Town Moderator John Sullivan is 
scheduled to moderate (he event. 

At the conclusion of the presenla 
tion period, time will be allotted for 
questions from the audience.

informed Mr. Tseckares that I am 
not against making areas of town 
more aseslhetically pleasing, but 
rather am concerned about public 
safety and traffic hazards.” 

Mawn requested that if selectmen 
took favorable action, part of the 
acceptance would be an agreement 
in writing that the plantings be 
monitored for several years. 

"My feeling is the Safely Officer 
(Kevin Mawn) is not particularly 
comfortable with putting any shrub¬ 
bery on traffic island," said Select¬ 
man Steve Powers. 

However, Selectman Judith Mug- 
gia disagreed. "It seems what the 
Safety Officer wants in writing is 
that the shrubbery be monitored," 
she said. "I’d be happy to see it 
attempted.” 

Tseckares said he was surprised 
by Power’s reaction. He noted that 
in speaking with Mawn, the Safety 
Officer was supportive and wanted 
the plantings monitored for safety. 
In addition, the BDRC agreed with

Mawn to plant juniper bushes, which 
only grow to a height of two feel, in 
view of safety issues. 

“We recognize safety is a very 
important criteria,” sa id Tseckares 
“I would rather every island in town 
be planted with ground cover than 
concrete.” 

But Powers insisted Mawn's letter 
implied he did not want the planting 
to take place. Selectman Robert 
Deering agreed. 

“(Mawn seems) kind of apprehen 
sive about granting it,” said Deering 
in reference to the letter. 

“I’m really surprised to hear 
this,” said Tseckares. He asked (hat 
selectmen wait on their decision 
until Mawn could be present to 
explain his letter. 

However, Powers disagreed. "1 
think if something is implied in a 
letter ... it’s not something (Mawn) 
has to come out and paint a picture 
(of) for me,” said Powers. 

Meister noted that other towns, 
such as Arlington and Lexington, 
have planted juniper as groundcov 
er. “They're really beautiful,” she 
said. She added that in Arlington, 
the shrubs have been planted on 
traffic islands along Massachusetts 
Avenue, a street where safety would 
have to have been an issue. 

Selectmen voted 3-2 to allow the 
plantings to be done. Powers and 
Deering voted against.

(From page I A) 
alter completing training at 
Winchester’s Parish of the 
Epiphany. 

Bishop describes the ordination 
as "ushering in a new day” in the 
church. 

Bishop also co-chaired the 
nominating committee that chose 
the Rev. Barbara C. Harris as the 
first female Suffragan Bishop, or 
assistant bishop, in the Boston 
Diocese. 

Lay people too, have played an 
ever-expanding role in the 
church, said Bishop. Appointed 
members of the church may now 
take an active part in the reading 
of the lessons and prayers, as 
well as adminstering wine during 
communion ceremonies, 

Bishop has also been a leader in 
the civil rights movement and 
has helped to make Winchester 
residents more aware of 
oppressed individuals outside 
their own community. 

"I'm concerned with activities 
that affect our common humani¬ 
ty," says Bishop. "There have 
been wonderful changes in the 
spirit of life — but we have a long 
way to go.” 

One particular incident, in the 
late ‘60s, was what Bishop feels 
was a lesson Winchester needed 
to learn, When METCO (Metro¬ 
politan Educational Training 
Council), a program which 
allows city children to attend 
school in suburban communities, 
was implemented in Winchester, 
Bishop said the reception from 
residents was not good. 

"It was an opportunity for a 


richer education than could be 
found in the (town's) public 
schools," recalls Bishop. But he 
also remembers a community 
divided by racism, and the ulti¬ 
mate word from (he METCO 
leaders that the program was not 
working out in Winchester. 

"METCO decided in the end, 
the climate was not favorable 
(for METCO students,)" said 
Bishop, 

As unfortunate an incident as it 
was, Bishop hopes the communi¬ 
ty has learned from it, and has 
advanced beyond the mode of 
thinking prevalent in the sixties. 

But he adds, "It is important 
for us (o acknowledge the growth 
that has occurred in human 
understanding (during the last 
two decades).” 

Bishop has also been a member 
of the Standing Committee, a 
council of advisors for the bishop, 
a co-chair of a committee that 
oversees the funds for the mis¬ 
sion of the Divinity School, and a 
member of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Episcopal City 
Mission. 

He has also been a constant 
force on the Interfaith Council, 
which was originally founded as 
the Winchester Ecumenical 
Association. 

One of the greatest honors he 
has received, says Bishop, was 
his nomination as bishop of Mas¬ 
sachusetts in 1985, Although he 
did not receive the post, he 
remembers the event as a “single 
honor, for me and the parish." 
Bishop attributes the personal 
growth that qualified him for the 


nomination to the influence of his 
parish. 

In the last five years. Bishop 
has seen a "resurgence and 
growth" in the congregation of 
the Epiphany. Many of the par- 
ishoners who come to services 
live outside of Winchester. 

Bishop notes that many young 
families in the parish have grown 
up in town but were unable to 
afford to move back. 

Bishop was first called to the 
service of the church when he 
was young, growing up in the 
midwest, His own parish at the 
time was guided by leaders who 
were "models of priesthood," 
says Bishop. 

After earning his bachelor's 
and master’s degrees, Bishop 
decided to go to seminary school. 
He says he felt a sense of calling 
to give "care and love to people in 
a given place." He adds that the 
"prophetic element" of his call¬ 
ing urged him "to set forth a 
gospel," 

A self-proclaimed "convert to 
New England," Bishop and his 
wife Elizabeth settled in 
Winchester and saw his four 
children through Winchester 
Schools, He says he feels a spe¬ 
cial bond with the town and the 
community. 

His retirement, at first, will be 
a time of “rest and recovery,” 
smiles Bishop. But Bishop won’t 
wander far from his ministry of 
helping and caring. "I’ll continue 
my ministry in the context of 
community service. Tying in with 
agency to offer spiritual gui¬ 
dance," says Bishop.

make sure plowing is done to keep 
the roads accessable, and little 
else." 

Vandalism is the largest fear 
many MDC officials now cite for the 
reservations, since they will still be 
accessable to the public. The 
‘closed’ status mearly means there 
will be no staff on duty, not lhal the 
public can't get in. 

McGinty said the hark work of the 
past few years at all the MDC reser¬ 
vations is now in danger of being 
undone with the budget cuts. 

"I was put in here to start some 
new programs and to put a presence 
here so people would be aware there 
was a staff maintaining the reserva¬ 
tion and making sure it is safe." 

That staff presence is a vital link 
in the health of a reservation, other 
supervisors confirm. 

Joshua Kline, public services 
supervisor at Breakheart Reserva¬ 
tion, said the Saugus and Winchester 
reservations were in a state of 
severe decay, plagued by vandalism 


and crime, until (he MDC began its 
revitalization program four years 
ago. The MetroParks staff has 
Iurned the reservation around, and 
Breakheart in particuliar is enjoy¬ 
ing the widest popularity in its 
history, 

Breakheart, located off the Lynn 
Fells Parkway a short distance from 
Route 1. will now be the larger of the 
two staffed reservations in terms of 
programs and natural resources. 

The Middlesex Fells Reservation 
has also been increasing its public 
programs and seeing an increase in 
popularity. A recent weekend prog 
ram featured a lour of the llayward- 
villc section of the reservation, 
which was at one time a seperale 
town between Stoneham. Melrose 
and Winchester. 

Asked if there is any danger of 
additional cuts at the Middlesex 
Fells and Breakheart Reservations. 
Marchctli said he hoped not hut it is 
possible. 

He concluded "we have, to wail 
and see what happens this week."

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The day the 
Great War ended

When Winchester got up from 
the dinner table in Nov. of 1918. it 
was to throw more coa) in the 
furnace, if it could be had — 
perhaps wind the Victrola for an 
encore of “Over There" sung by 
Nora Bayes or Enrico Caruso — 
and scan the latest press releases 
from the front. 

An epidemic of influenza was 
bringing the region to it knees 
and all schools in Winchester had 
been closed for three weeks in 
October by the Board of Health. 

Business at the Woburn Theat¬ 
re was off — but broa dsides in the 
■'Star" suggested hopping a 
street car to Woburn and thrilling 
to William S. Hart in "Shark 
Monroe", or Sessue Hayakawa in 
“The White Man's Law". 

On Sunday, Nov. 10 a massive 
United War Work rally was held 
at Town Hall and following the 
event, 2,000 citizens filled Mount 
Vernon Street to dedicate the new 
Winchester Roll of Honor. 

The vile "Great War" had 
recently claimed the lives of two 
more townies — Gus Leonard and 
Billy Noonan — elevating the toll 
of war dead in Winchester to 
eight. It would ultimately climb 
to a maximum tally of 15 by Jan, 
1919. 

It was to be a restless sleep as 
Winchester banked its fires and 
went to bed on that chilly Sunday 
evening. 

At approximately 3 a.m. on 
Monday, Nov. 11, a growing 
tumult, punctuated by the uneven 
staccato of explosions, rolled out 
from the city over the sleeping 
country side toward the outlying 
towns. 

The "War to end all war” was 
over! 


The Nov. 15. 1918 Winchester 
Star observed that “The noise 
from Boston could be heard here 
fully one half hour before our own 
noisemakers got into action." 

Winchester folk went crazy 
with clanging pots and pans, fish- 
horns and pistols while the engi¬ 
neers at Bacon's Mill and the 
other factories in town, tied open 
the steam whistles atop their 
establishments. 

While sleepy-eyed citizens 
gathered at the station awaiting 
the early papers from Boston, 
“an inbound cattle train slipped 
through town with its whistle 
wide open and its cargo bleating 
in full accompaniment", noted 
the Star. 

The bells, whistles and cheer¬ 
ing lasted until long after the sun 
was up — and then Winchester 
look the day off. 

That night — the rollicking eve 
of the official town parade — an 
effigy of "Kaiser Bill" was 
burned in the square and Box 21 
was sounded to afford our fire¬ 
fighters the pleasure of joining in 
the fun. too. 

There were more festive times 
to follow as the boys came home 
— but nothing could alter the 
desolation of the vacant chairs in 
15 Winchester households. 

As Winchester's veterans 
gather this Saturday morning for 
the annual Veteran's Day proces¬ 
sion to the War Memorial and the 
Roll of Honor, it would do us 
credit to swing into line behind 
them in a shared commitment 
that — at least in Our Town — 
love of country is as strong — nay 
stronger — than on that early 
morning 71 years ago when 
Winchester jumped out of a 
warm bed at 3 a.m, to reaffirm a 
long-standing love affair with 
freedom.

Of course you’ve already seen 
Dmcuta. It's been on stage, in the 
movies, and on television over and 
over, you can’t have missed it. So 
why see the Winchester Player’s 
Draeula? Because all Draculas are 
not the same, and you’re not likely to 
see another Draeula like this one. 

Director Liz Bruce's concept for 
this production is a camp Draeula. It 
is a style rather invited by the 
script's melodramatic situations 
and dated lines which might uninten¬ 
tionally be humorous if played quite 
straight. 

This Draeula is not straight, 
Rather it is a comic Draeula. a spoof 
of itself. It m ust be admitted that the 
concept is not completely carried 
off, but when it works it is a lot of 
fun. 

The stylistic nature of the play is 
announced by the set. "This is a 
queer neighborhood," says Butter- 
worth in Act II, and so it is. The 


stage is dominated by its color 
scheme - white and black with red 
accents - which is carried over to the 
costumes. The preponderance of 
white distracts somewhat from the 
actors, but otherwise the concept is 
workable and, of course, symbolic. 
The set decor has some delightful 
aspects - the bookcase painted by 
Millie Cook is wonderful, and the 
hands holding the bedroom bunting 
are a subtle, charming touch. 

As the play progresses, more 
interesting effects, created by David 
Goldstein, Hugh Thompson, Dick 
and Caryl Boyden. are introduced, 
including cunning creatures made 
by Eleanor Matson. 

Onto this set come a real cast of 
characters. The title character is a 
vampire. Played by Dan Anthony 
Maurno, he is more urbane than 
ghoulish. Not quite magnetic and 
somewhat too mild, Maurno never¬ 
theless has just the right look and is 
an effective deceiver, his best 
scenes being his abrupt changes 
from monster to the supercilious and 
suave count.

Kenfield. played by Michael Trabuc- 
co/’an interesting maniac” who 
eats flies and spiders and crawls 
along the floor and wall. Trabucco’s 
Kenfield. sometimes more gamin 
like than “repulsive” and "maniac¬ 
al” as described by the script, is 
nevertheless a good performance; it 
has the required oddity and his 
appearance on stage is never 
uninteresting. 

The real star of the show, howev¬ 
er, is Van Helsing, Dracula’s Neme¬ 
sis, played by Lee Barton. On open¬ 
ing night the show got off to a rather 
slow start, but with Barton's appear¬ 
ance the style was set. the fun was 
on. For his accent alone, he scored a 
great hit with the audience, certain 
words becoming as endearing as 
Clousseau’s, His vivid performance 
often carried the show (he was glar¬ 
ingly misplaced in the curtain calls) 
and should not be missed. 

Allied with Van Helsing against 
the “vaampire” are Dr. Seward, 
played by Craig Nickerson and John 
Barker, portrayed by Patrick Gal 
vin, Nickerson played well the help¬ 
less father, providing a good foil to 
Barton’s Van Helsing. Galvin, as the 
victim’s fiance, could have been bol¬ 
der (and older) and endowed more 
with the British public school spirit, 
but for his firsl appearance in an 
adult role, he gave a creditable 
performance. 

K. Leslie Bauman playing Lucy 
was a bit puzzling, her characteriza¬ 
tion in ActI not quite clear, With the 
gestures and expressions of a post¬ 
uring starlet, she suggested a flap¬ 
per Bride of Draeula, a rather intri¬ 
guing idea. Yet there was also in her 
character the sweet, kind English 
rosebud. The Act II transformations 
between the rosebud and the sensual 
bride were well effected, yet the 
character overall was not quite well 
enough defined. Lucy’s rapport with 
Draeula, however certainly pre¬ 
sented no doubts. The conclusion to 
Act II, which has drawn mixed reac¬ 
tions. in a reversal of style, errs in 
being Loo graphic, though certainly 
capturing audience attention. 

Elizabeth Galvin as the maid and 
Steven J. Friedman playing Butter- 


worth, the attendant, in a straight 
production would have been comic 
characters. Here, they are only two 
among many and should not fear to 
be stronger (and, in the case of the 
Cockney from the Bronx, more 
distinct). 

Aside from Barton, I h e cast gener¬ 
ally could all have been stronger in 
Ihc style. In his fight against Dracu- 
ia, Van Helsing declares, "I need 
allies not neutrals.” So loo in the 
acting, Barton needs allies. Some¬ 
times he got them, but several of his 
fellow actors could have thrown 
themselves more into the style, 
which depends on exaggerated char¬ 
acterizations and vigilenl attention 
to them. Often Barton seemed to be 
in different production from the 
others, who would lapse into more 
naturalistic performances. But at 
other points, the last act and final 
scene especially, it all came 
together well, and there are enough 
of these moments to carry the show. 

More also could have been done 
with the effects, though the crew 
must be congratulated for managing 
the effects they had very well. The 
light bulb gag is good but rather 
abrupt and isolated. The rat is a 
terribly amusing but unfortunately 
distracts from the dialogue and per¬ 
haps appeared once too often. If it 
were to be a running gag, however, 
it should have appeared once again, 
with a twist, perhaps going up the 
wall. Renfield's acrobatic props are 
a bit obvious, spoiling the suprise of 
his antics. The directorial decision 
to have Kenfield and Draeula 
always appear from behind the 
same curtains is too repetitious; 
here loo there could be more sur¬ 
prise. Dracula’s disappearance in 
Act 111 via a long blackout did not 
work, especially disappointing in 
view of the great build up. 

In the balance, however, the show 
is ably produced and fun to watch, 
with many more laughs than you 
would ever expect, It is recom¬ 
mended. Two performances remain 
on Friday and Saturday, at 8; 15 
p.m., in Metcalf Hall at the Unita¬ 
rian Church. Tickets are available 
at the door.

Anniversary 

Celebrated 

The second anniversary of the 
Eating Together program at the 
Jenks Center was recently cele¬ 
brated with a special luncheon hon¬ 
oring the volunteers and the 
cooperative relationship between 
the Council on Aging and Minute- 
man Home Care. There was a spe¬ 
cial pre-lunch buffet with music, 
short speeches, and awards to 
volunteers. 

Regina Kamilla, Chairman of the 
Eating Together Advisory Commit¬ 
tee and a member of the Council on 
Aging, welcomed attendees by stat¬ 
ing: "Even though we are celebrat¬ 
ing two years of Eating Together, I 
must tell you that these programs do 
not just happen. They are many 
months in the planning. A group of 
seniors form the Council on Aging 
and the Winchester Seniors Associa¬ 
tion visited four nutrition sites in 
surrounding communities. 

"We tasted the food and saw how 
the program operated through the 
services of the Minuteman Home 
Care Corporation Nutrition Depart¬ 
ment. Proposals had to be written, 
transportation provided, and money 
allocated, to start a two day a week 
program in October 1987. The Eating 
Together Advisory Committee sup¬ 
ported and encouraged the start up 
of the program many months before 
the first meal was served," she said. 

She gave thanks to members of the 
Eating Together Advisory Commit¬ 
tee who helped to get the program 
off the ground. The Committee is 
comprised of Regina Karnilla, 
Chairman; John Corcoran, Louise

Ex-President Ronald Reagan once 
said, "The spirit of volunteerism 
flows like a deep and mighty river 
through the history of our nation." 
From whence, then, does this river 
get its depth and might? A volunteer 
as described in Webster's Seventh 
New Collegiate Dictionary "is one 
who enters into or offers himself for 
any service of his own free will." It 
means giving lavishly of time, 
effort, and expertise without remun¬ 
eration as an unselfish devotion to 
the welfare of others. A large per¬ 
centage of Americans are engaged 
in doing their utmost to be helpful to 
their fellowmen. Participants range 
in ages from their teens to their 
eighties and they include doctors, 
nurses, lawyers, physicists, stu¬ 
dents, people in the trades, secreta¬ 
ries, teachers, administrators, and a 
host of other classified groups. 

A recent Galluop survey reported 
that approximately 89 million 
Americans volunteer to assist with 
endless numbers of projects. In 
Winchester some 350 people volun¬ 
teer their efforts in the many prog¬ 
rams in progress at the Jenks Senior 
Center. Approximately 700 volun¬ 
teers from several communities 
give time and service at the 
Winchester Hospital. Many others 
assist in the nursing centers in lawn 
and at the New England Rehabilita¬ 
tion Hospital in Woburn. During all 
kinds of inclement and pleasant 
weather, a large group of men and 
women deliver Meals on Wheels to 
those who are housebound. Teach¬ 
ers' aides, volunteer firefighters, 
town meeting members and the legi¬ 
slative committees, the churches, 
schools, and the library all have 
skillful assistance by volunteer 
workers. These are only a few of the 
many opportunities that arise for 
individuals who are willing to serve 
without a salary, What would we do 
without individuals who feel a sense 
of responsibility to humanity? 

This unselfish devotion to those 
who need help is the altruism that 
prompts people to volunteer without 
thought of personal rewards. It is 
good medicine at any age to be 
willing to accede to the wishes of 
another. II develops a feeling of 
being needed and is a very positive 
kind of motivation in giving service. 
Volunteers receive their rewards 
through the development of pre¬ 
stige, esteem and social approval as 
a result of their usefulness. The 
dollar value of their services can 
never be tabulated with any degree 
of accuracy, but a nonprofit group in 
Washington. D.C., estimated that 
volunteer efforts contributed in 19H5 
by all Americans 14 years of age and 
older, were estimated to be worth 
about $no billion if salaries were to 
be paid. 

The more active, involved, and 
committed people arc. the wider 
their goals become. A person’s spir¬ 
its soar by helping others and the 


state of their mental health is excel¬ 
lent. It is a satisfying feeling to know 
that volunteer efforts make a great 
difference in the quality of life for 
those being served. 

In Winchester there are many spe¬ 
cial people with special talents who 
give generously of both time and 
effort. The busier the person, the 
more he/she can be relied Dn to 
serve the community in various 
ways. We are wealthy in terms of 
unique services that are rendered 
daily by a multitude of persons who 
always manage to fit giving assis¬ 
tance generously into their busy life 
schedules. It is to them that we doff 
our hats and sing their praises. 

Volunteerism is the capacity to 
share with those who need your 
unselfish efforls. It is healthy for 
society to have people around who 
are concerned about the welfare of 
others in the community.

In a game that will go down as one 
of the greatest in Winchester High 
soccer history, the Sachem girls laid 
to rest the demons who have bede¬ 
viled them the last two years when 
they knocked off Andover, 3-2, in a 
thriller Tuesday afternoon at Skill¬ 
ings Road Field. 

“The curse is over!” declared 
proud coach Chris Scanlon, 
moments a fter his team qualified for 
the North Sectional final, which will 
be played later this week at a neut¬ 
ral site. Tuesday’s game was played 
before a large and boisterous crowd 
which got triple their money’s worth 
on their $4 investment. 

The roots of this game trace back 
to 1987, when Winchester, in the 
midst of rebuilding after graduating 
most of their 1986 State Champion¬ 
ship team, fell in heart-breaking 
fashion to the Warriors under the* 
lights in Andover.

yards and no resistance; after 15, he 
practically had to wait for the Mar¬ 
auder defense to catch up with him 
before pitching it wide to Szczepans- 
ki who literally could have ran the 
final 13 yards backwards if the 
coaches weren’t watching.

ond half, the play was fairly even 
with both teams moving the ball up 
and down the field.

Parent group 
discusses kids 

The second program in Parent to 
Parent’s series of panel discussions 
on “kids, peers and parenthood" 
was held at McCall Junior High 
School Nov. 6. Panelists included 
William Maher, assistant principal; 
Dr, Richard D’Enlremonl, chief of 
pediatrics at Winchester Hospital; 
and David Margolis, a therapist wtih 
Sherman and Margolis Associates, 

The panel presented information 
on a wide range of topics, including 
the social needs and learning styles 
of early adolescents, specific sour¬ 
ces of stress for this age group, and 


parenting strategies to help adoles¬ 
cents develop friendships. 

Both Maher and D'Entremont 
spoke of peer pressure to conform, 
D'Entremont explained that a tre¬ 
mendous source of stress for youn¬ 
ger adolescents is that while they 
are experiencing a “drive to con¬ 
form (hat can be tyrannical,” the 
varying ages and rales at which 
puberty occurs creates differences 
between them they cannot control, 
Maher noted the negative effects 
of peer loyalties can be suffered by 
teens who are not accepted by a 
particular peer gropu. However, 
echoing a sentiment expressed at 
the high school program Ocl. 30, 
Maher noted that peer pressure is

not always a negative phenomenon. 
As an example of positive peer pres¬ 
sure, lie said he feels it is more 
accepted by peers and hence easier 
for a male to do well in school in 
Winchester than in many other 
communities. 

Margolis provided the parents 
with a number of strategies to help 
adolescents develop friendships, He 
emphasized (he value of giving an 
adolescent, particularly one who is 
having difficulty socially, the oppor¬ 
tunity for social interactions outside 
of his or her community, such as in 
summer camps or youth activities in 
other towns.

But often 1 wonder what 
he’s doing. I’ll be sitting by the 
T.V, and see a car similar to his 
advertized. I'll instantly think of 
him and wonder if he's out there 


somewhere, having a great time, 
and drinking. I hear sirens out¬ 
side the window and wonder if Hie 
fire truck is going to peel him off 
I he street. 

I know he’s smart, hut with 
the company he keeps, it can be 
easy to slip. When they’ve all had 
more than their share of drinks 
for the night, they think of what 
their parents will say if they 
catch them on the way in the 
house. Maybe they’re thinking of 
what they wat to do the next day, 
or something else like that. They 
might forget about drinking and 
driving. 

“I guess from now on I’ll just 
turn the TV up load, skip the 
commercials, and close all the 
windows. Maybe it will pass over 
and 1 won't think about it. I just 
hope lie’ll be there when I call in 
the morning”. 

It’s good news when we hear 
that someone cares besides 
adults. Teenagers have banded 
together as S.A.D.D., Students 
Against Drunk Driving, and the 
Winchester chapter is hard at 
work spreading their word.

Winchester police and school offi¬ 
cials arc joining hands to step up 
enforcement or laws that prohibit 
teen drinking, a move both groups 
hope is a positive step in addressing 
underage drinking in town. 

“The bottom line for all this is, it’s 
an effort to show we care about kids, 
Not that we want lo punish them,” 
said High School Principal John 
Ritchie.

Cable rates to 
increase Jan. 1

Beginning in January, the conve¬ 
nience of flipping on the tube and 
scanning a bevy of channels from a 
comfortable spot on the couch will 
cost cable TV viewers more in dol¬ 
lars and cents, according to Leonard 
Tammaro, area general manager of 
Continental Cablevision. 

The expanded basic service will 
increase from $14.95 to $16.50 and the 
additional outlet rate from $4.95 to 
$5.95. All other monthly rates will 
remain unchanged, said Tammaro. 

Some one-time charges will also 
be increased however, including:

from $9.95 to $15, reconnection fee 
from $9.95 lo $15, transfer within a 
town from $9.95 to $15 and returned 
check fee from $10 to $15. 

Tammaro says the rise in rales is

Tammaro notes the 
last rate increase occurred 19 
months ago.

Also, with a subscription fee, only 
cable subscribers who want the 
guide will pay for its publication.

However, he added, "(School 
Committee members) have fears 
and concerns that we are about to go 
past the point where we can put it all 
back together.” 

Jervey noted that at a previous 
meeting of the ad hoc budget com¬ 
mittee, members discussed the fore¬ 
casted $1.8 million deficit looming in 
Winchester’s fiscal year 1991 future. 
Even with a potential capital project 
override for $800,000 and possible fee 
increases totaling $400,000 to 
$500,000, the deficit would remain a 
staggering $600,000 to be split 
between the school and the munici¬ 
pal budgets, he said. 

This projection, said Jervey, “is 
the best case scenario.” 

In the upcoming weeks, the School 
Committee plans to get its paper¬ 
work together, according to 
O’Connell, and “talk turkey” with

New Anti-Snob 
Housing steps 
still falling short 


In honor-

Housing Authority members say 
new Anti-Snob Zoning Act regula¬ 
tions lake a step in the right direc¬ 
tion toward recognizing Winches¬ 
ter’s efforts in creating affordable 
housing. But, without including 
Chapter 707 and Section 8 rental 
vouchers in the “count,” that step is 
just not big enough. 

The Anti-Snob Zoning Act — Mas¬ 
sachusetts General Law Chapter 
40B — was put in place to establish a 
local process for granting com¬ 
prehensive permits for the construc¬ 
tion of subsidized low- or moderate- 
income housing. 

Comprehensive permits allow 
potential developers to go through 
only one step, administered in part 
by the state, rather than applying to 
six or seven different town depart¬ 
ments for permits. 

A special legislative commission, 
formed in 1988, evaluated the effec¬ 
tiveness of Chapter 40B and prop¬ 
osed new rules for its improvement, 
The Local Initiative Support Prog¬ 
ram (LISP), which was developed in 
this probe, allows housing developed 
through local and private subsidies 
— without financial assistance from 
the state — to be considered within 
the comprehensive permit process. 

Therefore, the town is allowed to 
“count" such local housing initia¬ 
tives toward the state-set goal, 
which requires 10 percent of all 
housing stock in the town to be low- 
or moderate-income. Winchester 
would need 700 units of affordable 
housing to meet this goal, according 
to Housing Authority members. 


Cities and towns will also be 
encouraged to develop and imple¬ 
ment an affordable housing plan 
through proposed regulations that 
include: establishing guidelines for 
city and town participation in stale 
decisions regarding subsidized hous¬ 
ing; establishing criteria for state 
approval of local housing plans and 
favoring local decisions on com¬ 
prehensive permits that are made 
according to an approved housing 
plan if the community has previous¬ 
ly demonstrated substantial perfor¬ 
mance in providing low- and 
moderate-income housing. 

Housing Authority Chairman Den¬ 
nis O’Malley noted the increased 
rules were “a good step in the right 
direction but (the rules) could go 
further in counting all subsidized 
housing.” O’Malley referred to 
Winchester’s substantia] stock of 
Chapter 707 and Section 8 rental 
vouchers. O’Malley noted that 77 
families are currently housed in 
Winchester in affordable units, yet 
the town is only credited by the slate 
with seven units. 

The Housing Authority plans to 
send off a letter to Executive Office 
of Communities and Development 
iEOCD) outlining their thoughts on 
the rules and questioning exclusion 
of Chapter 707 and Section 8 in the 
count. 

O’Malley added the increased loc¬ 
al control in the regulations, “gives 
us more of an opportunity to search 
on our own for a solution (to housing 
dilemmas). 1 ’ 

The board will ask for a clarifica¬ 
tion of the regulations regarding 
“adaptive use” of pre-existing build¬ 
ings for affordable housing to deter¬ 
mine if this would be covered under

Consolidation of certain depart¬ 
ments could save the town as much 
as $76,000, while fee increases could 
bring in an additional $70,000 in 
revenue, according to Town Mana¬ 
ger W. Chadwick Maurer. 

Maurer presented his second topic 
in a series on the fiscal year 1991 
budget. Maurer’s report included 
the feasibility of consolidating 
departments as well as increasing 
fees for a variety of services in town. 

Faced with an estimated $1.8 mil¬ 
lion shortfall, town officials are 
planning ahead for what promises to 
be a lively budget discussion at next 
spring’s town meeting. In light of 
this shortfall, Maurer has been 
asked by selectmen to outline the 
impact of actions such as consolidat¬ 
ing departments, priorities in public 
safety and general government, and 
contracting services as well as con¬ 
solidating departments and increas¬ 
ing fees. 
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Maurer said one of the possible 
consolidating actions which could be 
taken is to put more of the Depart¬ 
ment of Recreation and Community 
Services budget on a revolving 
account. According to Maurer’s 
report, “This would eliminate many 
of the personal service costs that are 
currently funded on the tax rate and 
place them on the revolving fund.” 

The result of this action, said 
Maurer, could be a savings of $65,000 
in personal service costs for FY90 
and FY91. However, Maurer noted 
that of the fees collected, approxi¬ 
mately $30,000 would not be col¬ 
lected through general revenue. As a 
result, the net savings is estimated 
to be approximately $35,000. 

Maurer suggested the town could 
save an additional $41,000 through a 
“Town Hall coordination,” in which 
consolidation of department func¬ 
tions is achieved through attrition. 
For example, Maurer noted the 
Board of Assessors has agreed to 
work with the town on such a plan in

relation to a recent vacancy in that 
department. 

Clerical staff at Town Hall would 
work on a Town Hall-wide basis, 
instead of for a particular depart¬ 
ment as is the current practice. 

“1 think in this time of fiscal 
constraint, the luxury of having par¬ 
ticular people assigned to each 
department cannot continue,” said 
Maurer. 

Maurer said such a system may 
also eliminate some part-time per¬ 
sonnel, in that through overlapping 
services, clerical staff from one 
department could assist in other 
departments. 

The town could save an estimated 
$41,000, including fringe benefits, 
said Maurer. This action may result 
in the Town Hall closing early one 
day per week or closing through the 
noon hours, he said.

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Public skating hours 
suspended at MDC rinks

Privately owned skating rinks 
may suddenly find themselves very 
popular among the general public 
this week, as the MDC has tempor¬ 
arily eliminated public skating 
hours at its 22 rinks. 

According to John Marchetti of the 
MDC’s Public Information Office, 
public skating time at the MDC rinks 
has been eliminated until new skate 
guards can be trained for the 
facilities. 

Marchetti said that as part of 
additional budget cuts to the MDC 
late last week, the MDC was forced 
to eliminate the current funds for 
skate guards for the rinks. The rinks 
opened for the season this past Sun¬ 
day, but for leagues and paid groups 
only. 

The MDC was also forced to close 
six of its public reservations the 
week before due to budget cuts (tak¬ 
ing effect Dec. 1), and staff from 
those sites will now replace the regu¬ 
lar skate guards. 

“Because of the budget cuts we 
won’t be able to hire skate guards,” 
Marchetti said, so staff from the 
MetroParks Reservations division 
already on payroll will be used in 
their place. 

Marchetti had noted previously 
that some layoffs of the reservations 


staff has been expected, and this 
move may save some of those posi¬ 
tions. However, he said further cuts 
of reservations staff is still likely. 

Staff from the six closed reserva¬ 
tions are being relocated to the Mid¬ 
dlesex Fells Reservation and to 
Breakheart Reservation, where they 
will assume new duties and provide 
only minimal maintenance to the 
other sites. In the meantime, reser¬ 
vations staff that are now doubling 
as skate guards are getting that 
training this week. 

That training may be extensive in 
some cases, Marchetti admitted, 
since “some of these people don’t 
even know how to skate, let alone 
operate heavy equipment such as a 
Zamboni.” 

Despite the setback for the agen¬ 
cy’s rinks, however, a worse scenar¬ 
io had been expected by most MDC 
officials last week. Three reserva¬ 
tions supervisors and agency 
spokesmen had all indicated the 
rinks would probably not open at all, 
or for the first weekend at best. 

Marchetti said that fear appears 
to be unjustified for the time being. 

“If things stay the way they are 
now (the agency is dealt no further 
budget setbacks), we’ll probably be 
able to keep them open.” Marchetti 
did add a large “however ...” to the 
above statement. 

Further budget cutbacks could 


still come if the spiraling state defi¬ 
cit continues to spiral, or if the 
governor sees fit to slash deeper 
when the agency’s budget package 
reaches his desk in two weeks. 

“Everything is still unofficial until 
then,” Marchetti noted. 

He concluded that the agency 
hopes to have the reservations staff 
in place as skate guards by this 
weekend, but no later than the fol¬ 
lowing weekend. 

As long as funding remains to keep 
the rinks officially open, Marchetti 
said the agency plans no cutbacks in 
league use. 

“Those are the revenue producing 
operations, and of priority right 
now,” he said. 

MDC rinks serving local commun¬ 
ities include: 

Residents in the Winchester, 
Stoneham and Medford areas pri¬ 
marily use the Flynn and LaConte 
Rinks in Medford. 

Residents in the Melrose, Malden, 
Revere and Everett areas primarily 
use the Allied Veterans Rink in 
Everett or the Flynn and LaConte 
Rinks in Medford. 

Residents in the Arlington, Some¬ 
rville and Cambridge areas primari¬ 
ly use the Simons Rink on Gore 
Street in Cambridge. 

Residents in the Watertown, Bel¬ 
mont and Waltham areas primarily 
use the Veterans Memorial Rink on 
Tottenpond Road in Waltham.

Train station gets support 
as affordable housing site

The Housing Authority has gone 
on record supporting a request to 
study the property on Waterfield 
Road — the Winchester train station 
— for affordable housing 
development. 

“We owe il to the community, to 
ourselves and the EOCD to take a 
look at this (property),” said Chair¬ 
man Dennis O'Malley. 

O’Malley noted the Housing Part¬ 
nership Board has already 
requested a review of the site for use 
as affordable or elderly units. 

Member It. Bradford Bailey said 
the Housing Authority would 
endorse the Housing Partnership 


Board’s intiliative and provide sup¬ 
port in reviewing the property for 
housing purposes. 

However, in previous meetings the 
Board of Selectmen has said the 
purpose of leasing the building 
would be to allow the town to 
enhance revenue as well as provide 
a site to expand the business 
community. 

Although Housing Authority mem¬ 
bers admitted affordable housing 
would not increase revenue for the 
town, they pointed out that the 
town's housing needs are a priority 
as wcll. 

The Board of Selectmen is cur¬ 
rently seeking proposals for the sale 
of the property, which contains a 


building ofl.y7Usq.fi. The building is 
presently occupied in part by the 
Chamber of Commerce, while the 
rest remains vacant. 

O’Malley added too, that in addi¬ 
tion to the actual building, there is 
“quite a bit” of land behind train 
station. 

Selectmen will be accepting lease 
proposals from brokers with a dead¬ 
line date of Dec. 15. 

Housing Authority members also 
announced that there will be a public 
hearing planned for next month to 
evaluate the seven town-owned sites 
proposed for development of afford¬ 
able housing earlier in the year by 
the Housing Authority. The date of 
this meeting will be announced at 
the authority’s next session.

The Winchester Fire Department 
scuba team was among those con¬ 
ducting the search for the body of a 
21-year-old Arlington man who 
drowned Nov. 7 after an early morn¬ 
ing boating accident on Spy Pond in 
Arlington. 

The body of John E. Hand, 21, was 
recovered Thursday afternoon, Nov. 
9, after rescue units from Arlington 
and surrounding towns including 
Winchester searched the pond 
waters during the drizzly daylight 
hours. 

The accident occurred just before 
6 a.m. on Tuesday, Nov. 7 when the 
canoe Hand was floating in took on 
water and then capsized about 100 
yards off of Addison Street in the 
direction of Elizabeth Island 

Hand’s companions, Karen 
Dempsey, 25, of Orient Avenue, and 
Edward Sheehan, 27, of Linwood 
Street, managed to cling to the side 
of the canoe and were helped ashore 
after area-residents and police 
responded to their shouts for help, 
Sheehan’s dog, also travelling in the 
craft at the time of the accident, 
swam to shore on its own. 

According to Arlington’s Director 
of Fire Service Robert Casey, the 
first rescue efforts included a search 


of Elizabeth Island where police 
believed the three had been during 
the night. 

The Arlington Fire Department 
also called for scuba divers from the 
MDC, state police and surrounding 
towns with the service. Arlington 
does not have any scuba divers. 

The Stoneham Fire Department, 
which has eight divers, sent all of its 
crew over the three days, with all 
eight divers involved in the search 
on the last day, according to Casey. 

Winchester Fire Department also 
sent all three of its divers to help in 
the rescue. 

The Arlington Fire Department 
needed more than its one boat for the 
rescue, and also received help from 
surrounding towns and safety ser¬ 
vices. the Woburn Fire Department 
sent its boat, the MDC police 
brought a boat, and the State Envi¬ 
ronment Police also loaned Arling¬ 
ton a boat for the rescue, said Casey. 

Jim Estebrook from United 
Divers in Somerville coordinated the 
four diving units (MDC, slate police, 
and Stoneham and Winchester Fire 
Departments). 

“It was a good effort between the 
police and fire units that arrived 


there,” Casey said. 

Hand’s body was found Thursday 
afternoon at 2:30, not far from where 
he was last seen, and not long after 
divers found Sheehan’s jacket in the 
water. 

Cold weather, the pond's weed 
infestation, and dark, murky water 
made the search for Hand’s body 
particularly difficult. 

Police reported finding no signs of 
flotation devices on the people pulled 
from the water or in or around the 
15-fool overturned canoe. 

Hand’s body was taken out of the 
water on Addison Street, police said. 

Hand was born in Waltham but 
lived most of his life in Arlington, He 
attended Arlington schools, and late¬ 
ly had been employed as a 
carpenter. 

He leaves his parents, Charles and 
Dorothy (Gillis) Hand; his daught¬ 
er, Kristi Hand; a brother, Kenneth 
W. Hand; two sisters, Debbie L. and 
Joanna Hand; and his grandmother, 
Anastasia Gillis of Belmont. 

A funeral Mass was said for Hand 
Nov. 13 at St. James Church. 

Burial was in Mount Plesant 
Cemetery, and the D.W. Grannan 
and Son Funeral Home made the 
arrangements,

Beyond War award meeting

The catch phrases of the ’60s and 
’70s were “reduce blood pressure,” 
“decrease hypertension” and "kick 
the habit.” 

But the question posed among 
health buffs of the '80s is, “what’s 
your number?” — cholesterol num¬ 
ber, that is. 

“If you cut down your cholesterol, 
you will cut down some risk factors 
and lead healthier, longer lives,” 
said Sue Powers, registered nurse at 
Winchester Hospital. Powers 
brought her “cut down on cholester¬ 
ol” message to members of the Rot¬ 
ary Club at their weekly meeting 
Nov. 9. 

According to Powers, cholesterol 
causes problems in arteries and 
veins where It builds up, inhibiting 
the flow of blood. “Your heart has to 
pump harder,” said Powers. 

Powers noted that cholesterol is 
manufactured within the body, and 
is produced from fats and lards that 
people eat. 

“We have to be wary when we go 
into the grocery store,” said Pow¬ 
ers. “Labels that are cholesterol- 
free are a marketing tool.” Powers 
pointed out that many “cholesterol- 


free” products contain a substantial 
amount of fats, which also contri¬ 
bute to clogging arteries. 

Powers discussed cholesterol 
levels, and said that according to 
latest standards, a cholesterol level 
below 200 is ideal. Between 200 and 
240, the level should be watched. 
With a level over 240, a person is in 
the high risk category. 

To address the cholesterol issue, 
Powers recommended watching 
one’s diet and exercise. 

“Walking away fat is one of the 
best forms of exercise there is," said 
Powers. 

Powers cited a number of diet tips 
for not only those watching their 
cholesterol, but for healthier eating. 

As far as dairy products are con¬ 
cerned, Powers recommended peo¬ 
ple drink and eat 1 percent fat pro¬ 
ducts, such as 1 percent milk. Also, 
Powers said soft cheeses are better 
than hard cheeses. 

When buying crackers, Powers 
said to read labels. “We don’t want 
hydrogenated fat,” she said. 
Instead, Powers said to look for 
unhydrogenated or partially hydro¬ 
genated fats. 

“Everything in moderation,” 
warned Powers. “It means to take it 
into consideration and be careful.”

The people of the village of Neve 
Shalom/Wahat al-Salam, located 
midway between Tel Aviv and Jeru¬ 
salem, were recognized “for demon¬ 
strating a model of cooperation in 
the midst of one of the world’s most 
threatening conflicts.” The name of 
the village means “oasis of peace” 
in both Hebrew and Arabic. 

Koinonia Southern Africa was hon¬ 
ored “for laying a foundation for 
reconciliation between blacks and 
whites.” Working from a philosophy 
of “Tell me and I remember, show 
me and I believe, let me experience 
and I will understand,” Koinonia is 
headquartered in Pretoria and oper¬ 
ates in 14 South African cities. 

The Carter Center, founded in 1982 


by Jimmy and Rosalynn Carter, was 
recognized “for its continuing dedi¬ 
cation to the peaceful resolution of 
conflict and the synergism of indivi¬ 
dual actions to solve world crises.” 
In addition to conflict resolution, the 
Center is involved in human rights, 
health, arms control and the 
environment. 

Recipients were chosen by an 
international selection committee, 
including Belisario Betancur, for¬ 
mer President of Colombia, Jessica 
Tuchman Mathews, Director of the 
World Resources Institute, Richard 
Leakey, Director of Wildlife in 
Kenya, and John Sculley, Chairman 
of Apple Computer, Inc. More than 
200 individuals and groups were 
nominated, according to Kay Hays, 
Director of the Award for the spon¬ 
soring Beyond War Foundation. 

The three awards will be pre¬ 
sented December 3rd in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Each recipient will receive 
$5,000 to help further its work. 

The Wakefield Program, begin¬ 
ning at 5:15 will allow for a short 
ceremony honoring local individuals 
and groups dedicated to improving 
racial and cultural relations and 
resolving conflicts non-violently. 
The reception will follow immediate¬ 
ly after the National Ceremony.

With the words ‘‘The Town 
Clerk of Winchester may be a 
woman." the Great and Genera! 
Court passed a hill, in 1920, which 
allowed Mabel Stinson of Myrtle 
Street to become the first female 
town clerk in the Commonwealth. 

Seven decades later. 75 percent 
of all Massachusetts town clerks 
are women, and our own genial 
Town Clerk. Carolyn Ward lives 
in the old Stinson House on 
Myrtle Street while bringing 
further honor to the town as she 
begins her second term as Presi¬ 
dent of the Massachusetts Town 
Clerks Association. 

Carolyn is truly ' Winchester’s 
Ambassador" as she and her 
staff cheerfully minister to the 
needs and problems of Our Town. 

"1 really love the job. People 
can come here with concerns 
without necessarily having to go 
to the top — and the cast of 
characters changes on a daily 
basis," she said recently. 

Hers is the office of record for 
the town, and there are seasonal 
duties as well — the census and 
town election, dog licensing, the 
primaries and state elections, 
voter registration and certifica¬ 
tion. and more, 

Winchester has an especially 
Heavy load of births to record 
(Second only to Stoughton) due to 
increased activity at Winchester 
Hospital and this alone has a 
significant impact on staffing. 

Neither that nor the 19,000 or 
more persons who visit the office 
yearly can dampen the friendli¬ 


ness. warmth and all around 
helpfuness of the staff. 

A special pride of Carolyn is the 
312 member Massachusetts Town 
Clerks Association. In her words, 
"We believe the future depends 
on informed town officials. There 
are no schools where one can 
learn the specifics of becoming a 
town clerk. Our formal program 
of seminars and workshops 
focuses on the demands of the 
office as mandated by state and 
federal law." 

A further aim is to initiate 
legislation seen as in the best 
interest of the public, when 
appropriate. 

As Winchester moves inexorab¬ 
ly toward the 21st century, the 
new office at Town Hall is ready 
for the great changes which will 
have to take place. 

“We are one step past a quill 
pen." is a favorite phrase as 
Carolyn emphasizes that her 
office is buried with pieces of 
paper and records — of necessity. 

"We have to get a plan to 
manage records better - then get 
the money to do it,” she says. 

She feels, rightly, that more 
computerization is the answer as 
staffing is cut and those that are 
left must work harder to main¬ 
tain customary services. 

Work she does — and hard! 

Winchester is recognized by 
many symbols — Mill Pond, The 
Common, Town Hall; but 
"Winchester Personified" 
always brings to mind that gra¬ 
cious lady, our Town Clerk, Caro¬ 
lyn Ward doing what she does 
best — putting the welfare of all 
of us first!

A more recent controversy swirls 
now about the laureled brow of 
Joseph Campbell, who just before 
his death taped a series of inter¬ 
views with Bill Moyers called "The 
Power of Myth," and thus came to 
be seen by millions as a paragon of 
cultural tolerance, a saintly sage of 
a lovely old man. 

In an article that ran in the New 
York Review of Books lately, writer 
Brendan Gill has now denounced 
what he sees as the heart of Camp¬ 
bell’s philosophy, the prescription to 
"follow your bliss", which he says 
"sanctions selfishness on a colossal 
scale.” His attack grows more seri¬ 
ous when he speaks of his personal 
knowledge of Campbell, with whom 
he was friendly. The man was a 
bigot and a racist, he says, an anti- 
Semite who deplored the admission 
of black students to Sara Lawreneb 
College, where he taught most of his 
life. 

The Power of Myth as a book is 
beautiful and life-changing. The 
series with Bill Boyers is even better 
than that. In it we hear this scholarly

I 
asked him. "Sure," he said, “it’s a 
necklace," and took them from my 
first-grade hands and put them over 
my head. I remember that 1 
expected to feel smug when he didn’t 
know what they were; instead I felt 
only smitten by the tender and chi¬ 
valrous nature of his gesture, We 
were kids, of course. We were inno¬ 
cent of so much. The significance of 
my rosary was as lost on him as the 
meaning of his menorah was on me. 

Now I am no longer innocent. I 
have sat through my share of racist

VFW opens drive

Operating in the dark, the 
officers encountered difficulty 
reloading their .3B calibre Smith and 
Wesson revolvers. 

Pcrritano said he believes the 
time has come to convert to more 
modern weaponry. He recommends 
the procurement of semi-automatic 
nine-millimeter pistols that can be 
easily reloaded with a 16-cartridge 
clip. Pcrritano underscores that the 
fundamental difference is not in the 
firepower but rather in the ease of 
being able to respond under fire.

Markey invites 
seniors to apply 
to service schools 

Students who are currently in 
their senior year of high school are 
invited to apply for admission to 
West Point, the Air Force Academy, 
the Naval Academy and the U.S. 
Merchant Marine Academy by call¬ 
ing or writing to the Boston office of 
U.S. Representative Edward Mark¬ 
ey to request a Congressional nomi¬ 
nation to these schools. 

Said Markey, “Through the years 
our U.S. Service Academies have 
educated, trained and inspired 
many of our nation’s most outstand¬ 
ing students to become leaders; not 
only in our armed forces, but also in 
other professions, The academies 
challenge young people to develop 
maturity and moral character.

Massachusetts House and Senate 
November 6-10, 1989 

The House “Beacon Hill Roll Call" 
records local representatives’ votes 
on 13 roll calls from the week of 
November 6-10. Late roll calls from 
late sessions dealing with the budget 
balancing package of spending cuts 
and revenues initiatives will be 
included in next week's report. 

Assault Weapons (H 5704) — House 
84-74, refused to concur with the 
Senate version of the bill banning the 
sale and restricting the use of so- 
called assault weapons in Boston. 
The Senate version includes an 
amendment requiring legislative 
approval of any addition to the list of 
banned firearms. Supporters of the 
Senate version said it is a more 
reasonable one which gives the 
legislature, rather than the Police 
Commissioner and an oversight 
board, additional power, Opponents 
said home rule petitions like this one 
cannot be amended and argued 
accepting the Senate version will 
lead to court delays and defeat of the 
bill. 

A Yea vote is for the Senate ver¬ 
sion. A Nay vote is against it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 


Meetings (H 6164) —House 111-43, 
refused to discharge onto the House 
floor for debate a proposed new 
House rule requiring a two-thirds 
vote of the House in order to con¬ 
tinue sessions beyond 12 midnight. 
Supporters said this will insure that 
debate on budget cuts and new taxes 
are heard in the light of day, Oppo¬ 
nents said current, rules requiring a 
majority vote to go beyond 10 p.m. 
are sufficient. 

A Yea vote is for discharge onto 
the floor. A Nay vote is against 
discharge. 

Casey voted no. 

Firefighters (H 6453) - House 150-0, 
gave Initial approval to a bill estab¬ 
lishing a presumption of job related¬ 
ness for firefighters suffering from 
seven specific types of fatal or disab¬ 
ling cancerous conditions. Suppor¬ 
ters said the bill helps firefighters by 
recognizing the overwhelming medi¬ 
cal research that acknowledges the 


heightened risks of cancer faced by 
firefighters and noted the effect of 
the presumption would be to entitle 
firefighters to higher related retire¬ 
ment benefits. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Casey did not vote. 

Firefighter Costs (II 6453) — House 
103-53, rejected an amendment 
requiring the state to assume any 
costs incurred by cities and towns 
under the “firefighter presumption” 
bill. Admendment supporters said 
this is a slate mandate which should 
be funded by the state. Opponents 
said the bill shifts the burden of 
proof and cuts red tape and will 
actually save money for local 
communities. 

A Yea vole is for the amendment. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Casey voted no. 

The remaining roll calls are on 
proposed amendments to the $341.4 
million budget balancing package of 
spending cuts and revenue 
initiatives. 


Lt. Governor (H 6464) — House 
107-47, approved an amendment to 
the item cutting funding for the 
Lieutenant Governor’s office from 
$564,548 to $536,321. The amendment 
would cut the funding an additional 
$100,000 to $436,321, Amendment sup¬ 
porters said this is a reasonable cut 
which is symbolic and noted small 
cuts add up to serious ones. Oppo¬ 
nents said these small cuts are not 
the answer to the budget problems 
and said this cut will hurt the 
Lieutenant Governor’s office. 

A Yea vote is for the $100,000 cut. A 
Nay vote is against the cut. 

Casey voted yes. 

Service Bureau (H 64641 ■ House 
87-67, approved an amendment 
reducing funding for the Legislative 
Service Bureau by $232,500 from 
$982,500 to $750,000. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said this will cut 34 positions 
and still allow the bureau to operate. 
Opponents said the bureau does 
research for all members and 
claimed the cut would hurt the 
House. 

A Yea vote is for the $232,500 cut. A 
Nay vote is against the cut. 

Casey voted yes. 


Federal Relations (II 6464) - House 
128-14, rejected an amendment to 
the item cutting funding for the 
Office of Federal Relations from 
$656,073 to $328,036 and closing the 
office by January 1, 1990. The 
amendment would close the office 
by December l, 1989. Amendment 
supporters said closing the office a 
month earlier could save up to 
$50,(KM). Opponents said the amend¬ 
ment is unworkable because it 
makes the cut effective even before 
the bill becomes law. 

A Yea vote is for closing the office 
in December. A Nay vote is for 
closing it in January. 

Casey voted no. 

Labor Secretary (II 6404) - House 
138-19, rejected an amendment to 
the item reducing funding for the 
Secretary of Labor's office from 
$424,688 to $403,454. The amendment 
would further reduce funding to 
$212,000 and would abolish the office 
by January 1, 1990. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said this will save money 
and eliminate an unnecessary piece 
of the state bureaucracy. Opponents 
said the office is useful and protects 
the interests of workers throughout 
the stale. 

A Yea fote is for abolishing the 
office. A Nay vote is against abolish¬ 
ing it. 

Casey voted no. 


The Senate “Beacon Hill Roll Call” 
records local senators' votes on one 
roll call from the week of November 
6-10, 1989. 


Gay Rights <H 5427) — Senate 21-9, 
refused to reconsider its earlier 
approval of the “gay rights” bill 
prohibiting discrimination based on 
sexual orientation in housing, credit, 
employment and public accomoda¬ 
tions. Bill supporters said this land¬ 
mark bill will insure that gays can 
bring their cases to the Massa¬ 
chusetts Commission Against Dis¬ 
crimination. Opponents said this 
anti-family, immoral bill will hurt 
society and lead to gay marriage. 

A yea vole is for reconsideration of 
the bill’s passage. A Nay vote is for 
the bill. 

Senator Sal Albano voted no. 


_ WINCHESTER PAST AND PRESENT _ 

Some architectural detective work

In an awards competition where 
‘'excellence” was given as sole 
criterion for winners, a special hon¬ 
or has come to one among our com¬ 
munity. Recently, the Boston Socie¬ 
ty of Architects announced that 
Allen Charles Hill, project director 
for the William Pitt Tavern in Ports¬ 
mouth, was among the first reci¬ 
pients of its new Architectural Hon¬ 
ors Award. 

In company with six major 
architectural firms who also 
received awards, it was the sole 
award to go to an independent 
architect. 

The competition being open to any 
member for any building anywhere, 
the merit of any entry had to have 
been immediately recognizable, 
combining visual appeal with solid 
architectural design. The Pitt 
Tavern, remarkable for these fea¬ 
tures alone, possesses yet another 
attribute that set it apart in the 
competition. Not simply a design 
project, it was also a work of 
scholarship. 

Hill describes the Pitt Tavern pro¬ 
ject at Strawbery Banke Museum as 
a major piece of detective work. 
Originally built in 1766, by the 1950s 
when it was earmarked for restora¬ 
tion, it had suffered from many 


interior and exterior changes, and 
by 1982, when Hill first became 
involved, the inside was a shambles. 
The museum having decided to 
replicate the original appearance of 
the Tavern as far as possible and no 
one knowing exactly what that 
appearance was, the project was 
actually a mystery to solve. When 
Hill took on the project, the game 
was afoot. 

Some clues to solving the mystery 
were found in a few old photographs, 
the probate inventory with its list of 
furnishing, and considerable 
research into and examination of 
contemporary structures. Much of 
the mystery was solved, however, 
through internal evidence. 

After sorting out the 200 years 
worth of debris left in the building, 
the few original pieces that were left 
had to be fit in place. According to 
Hill, some were simple to fit, others 
extraordinarily difficult. The bar, 
for example, was a particular chal¬ 
lenge since no unrestored pre- 
Revolutionary bar or authentic 
reproduction existed. It had to be 
rebuilt through examination of the 
building's structure and fitting 
pieces that had been preserved 
through reuse elsewhere. The result 
is a structure, a locked room actual¬ 
ly, quite unlike our modern idea of a 
bar.

through examination of the struc¬ 
ture, paint shadows, paint layers, 
nail holes, and other details, slowly 
the other inherent dues were put in 
place and set the stage for the rest to 
be reconstructed. The entire project 
was completed in the summer of 
1987 and is open to the public daily 
from May through the end of Octob¬ 
er. In 1988 it won its first award from 
the American Wood Council. 

When asked why he specialized in 
restoration architecture, Hill 
replied, “1 enjoy it. It’s challenging. 
It lets me see and work on a lot of 
wonderful buildings. And I’ve built 
up enough expertise that I’ve 
become pretty good at it.” Hill’s 
credentials include degrees from 
Dartmouth College and the Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania, 10 years exper 
ience in several architectural firms, 
plus 14 years experience in business 
for himself. 

It was while working with a firm 
handling a rehabilitation project 
that Hill developed his keen interest 
in restoration architecture. ”1 real- 
ized,” he says, “it was a heck of a lot 
more fun working with good old 
buildings than with blank tracing 
paper.” When the office he was then 
working for ceased to exist, he wenl 
into business for himself and essen¬ 
tially has been doing old buildings 
for his own clients ever since. 

Not all his projects are like Ihe 
Pitt Tavern His strongest expertise 
is with churches, residences, and 
historical museums, dating from the 
early 18th century to the first World 
War. His involvement may range 
from full architecture services to a 
few hours consultation. While he 
prefers “complex projects in richly 
detailed buildings,” like the Met¬ 
huen Memorial Music Hall which is 
a current work-in-progress, small- 
scale work is also important and has 
ranged from a kitchen and family 
room addition on a Concord farm¬ 
house to a Victorian porch and a 
Mansard roof. He also works as a 
consultant and lectures on preserva¬ 
tion and architectural history. 

Winchester itself has benefitted 
from Hill’s expertise, especially 
through his active membership in 
both the Historical Society and Com¬ 
mission. While chair of the Commis¬ 
sion he essentially designed Ihe his¬ 
torical assets survey and involved 
Henry Simonds, without whom the 
survey may not have happened. 

Hill has lived in Winchester with 
his wife and two children for 18 
years in a house he laments is 
“devoid of redeeming architectural 
merit.” Nevertheless, he enjoys the 
architectural heritage of 
Winchester. 

“I happen to think.” he says of 
older buildings, “they're more 
humane than a lot of the stuff we’ve 
pul up in recent decades. They're 
pungent. They speak of time and 
place and situations. They have 
character. They help us connect out¬ 
side of where we arc light now.' 'Our 
historic buildings, he asserts, ure 
among the “family heirlooms” of 
our town. With the care of preserva¬ 
tionists such as Hill these heirlooms 
may be treasures we can hand down 
to many future generations.

the past, local youths have often 
been given a break if caught with 
alcohol, said McGee. The alcohol 
has been confiscated and the parents 
called, but arrests have not been 
made to protect a student’s record, 
he said. 

“The days of taking alcohol away 
and giving them a warning are 
over,” said McGee. “We’re giving 
them a fair warning now.” 

McGee pointed out that the 
increased enforcement is not just for 
high school students, but for all 
underage people caught with alcohol 
in their possession. He noted that 
such charges are on a person’s per¬ 
manent record, and can affect scho¬ 
larship and job eligibility as well as 
other opportunities. 

On the school side, Ritchie noted 
that students caught with alcohol or 
under the influence on school prop¬ 
erly or during a school event are 
given a three-day suspension. “The 
rule we have is appropriate. It’s just 
making sure everyone understands 
it," said Ritchie. 

Ritchie said he believes more talk¬ 
ing among students and adults 
should be taking place as well. 

“The path to success comes from 
talking to each other,” said Ritchie. 
“Nobody’s got the answer, but the 
worst thing is not talking to each 
other.” 

And according to police, Massa¬ 
chusetts laws are increasingly strict 
with regard to the treatment of 
underage people in possession of 
alcohol as well.

For those supplying alcohol to an 
underage person, the fine is up to 
$2,000 and/or six months in jail. 
Contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor (a person under 17 years old), 
a person will be faced with a fine of 
$500 and/or up to one year in the 
house of corrections. 

Use of fake identification to purch¬ 
ase alcohol or providing false infor¬ 
mation to obtain a liquor I D. or 
duplicate license from the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles will result in loss 
of driver’s license for six months to a 
year and a fine of $300. A jail sen¬ 
tence may also be imposed. 

Transportation of alcohol for an 
underaged person without a parent 
or guardian carries a fine of up to $50 
and license suspension up to three 
months. The exception is if the 
transportation is job-related, such 
as a person between 1R and 21 
employed by a liquor store.

The biggest discovery for most of us in the 
Danforth Museum’s exhibition of recent art from 
the Netherlands is the homage paid to Dutch art 
of the past. Hand in hand with the works’ 
distinctly contemporary look and use of forms 
and materials that have proliferated in recent 
years, is a singular reverence for the history of a 
culture that we know by the remarkable and 
moving works of painters such as Rembrandt 
and Vermeer; by the fascinating narrative 
paintings of Hieronymus Bosch; by the opulent, 
detailed still lifes of 17th century Dutch painters; 
by the Delflware patterns and dense surface 
embellishment of Dutch decorative arts; and by 
the rigorous abstract formal language of Mond¬ 
rian and De Stijl painters. 

Unlike American artists who react increasing¬ 
ly against what has been acceptable as art in the 
past, addressing their work more and more to 
political, philosophical and social concerns, 
these eight — mostly young — artists from the 
Netherlands appear to concentrate on absorbing 
and carrying forth the tradition of visual arts of 
their culture. 

Lest we be daunted by the diversity and lack of 
familiarity of the works exhibited, the Danforth 
makes them more accessible by providing a 
slide presentation, giving brief profiles of the 
artists, and making clear the link their work 
establishes with the tradition of Dutch art. We 
learn that the artists’ native landscape, 
reclaimed from the waters of Amsterdam and 
the south of Holland, continues lo be a visual 
influence in its low, manmade geometry, much 
as it was for Mondrian and de Stijl painters. 

We learn, too, that the interest in optical 
effects of visual perception has continued to be a 
major theme in the culture since the 15th cen¬ 
tury. When we see the preoccupation with illu¬ 
sion and symbols for illusion in the works of 
contemporary artists J.C. J. van der Heyden and 
Carel Balth, we cannot help but be reminded of 
the paintings of Dutch masters who gave us 
extreme close-up views and past panoramas at 
once, and who painted visual puns and ironies 
into their pictures as readily as they painted the 
velvety folds of a garment. 

The exhibition, entitled Vision and Revision: 
Recent Art from the Netherlands, was curated 
by Janie Cohen, who writes in her catalogue 
essay, “The history of Dutch art is largely a 
history of painting. References to the painterly 
tradition can be seen in the sculpture, video, and

mixed media work, as well as the painting in this 
exhibition. The representation of light; optical 
and perceptual effects; and the dialectical ten¬ 
sion between visual description and narrative, 
figure and ground, and abstraction and rep¬ 
resentation are issues considered by the artists 
here represented. They do not merely appropri¬ 
ate from their artistic legacy; they look to its 
traditions for sustenance as they attempt to 
create a meaningful art for today.” 

Indeed, it is a probing and intensification of 
specific aspects of traditional painting that con¬ 
stitute the dominating commonality among 
these Dutch artists. 

For sculptor Karien Vervoort the concentra¬ 
tion is geometric manipulation of solid form and 
of light. We are invited in the slide presentation 
to compare her works with the big light-filled 
interiors of 17th century painter Pieter Saenre- 
a dam's churches. A quiet solidity in both artists’ 
‘ works has light taking on angular substantiality: 
weight and edges and brittle substructure. Yet, 
for all its physical allusions, the light that is 
made to expand and contract, to break and turn 
corners, through its corrider-like containment, is 
also evocative in non-physical ways. The artist 
herself, using the architectural passageway as 
metaphor, describes the corridor forms in her 
work as "no-man’s-land,” and associates them 
with “memory, expectation and passage.” 

Light is central too, in a very different form, to 
the work of Roos Theuws. A video installation by 
Theuws in one entire gallery of the museum has 
the effect of mesmerizing and transporting 
viewers who experience its complete nine- 
minute cycle. The myriad reflections, refrac¬ 
tions and changing of light through two monitors 
of differing sizes in a soundless darkened room, 
slow down and transcend the material world 
with astonishing beauty, feeling and clarity. 
Theuws’s work is rooted in a religious and 
theological interpretation of light as symbol of 
spirituality — as expression of the divine. The 
text included in her wall-mounted sculpture, 
Untitled (So That I Can Build for Him a House) 
refers to the moment of immaculate conception, 
when divine spirit is given human form, and is 
taken from the original Latin inscription on van 
Eyck's Ghent Altarpiece. 

Painting itself is the subject of works by van 
der Heyden, Balth and Bart Domberg. The 
nature of illusion made manifest on flat surface, 
the inherent tensions between the two, and the 
historic exploration of that dichotomy, gives the

The amount of effort expanded by 
the committee members has been overwhelm¬ 
ing, and the response of the community has been 
superb. We’re looking forward to that continued 
level of response for the celebration activities.” 

Currently it is popular for communities to try 
to forge links between education and business in 
order to gain support for schools. That is exactly 
what will be happening in Arlington during 
Thanksgiving week. Ron and Iris Nigro, active 
community leaders and business people, are 
heading up the 125th Anniversary Homecoming 
Celebration Weekend Committee. In addition to 
the numerous social activities connected with 
the celebration, the Nigros have a stronger sense 
of mission. They would like to form an Arlington 
High School alumni association that would 
engender active support for the town’s educa¬ 
tional programs. In these tough times for educa¬ 
tion, the association would be a way for gradu¬ 
ates to support their alma mater. College alumni 
associations are very successful at enlisting 
alumni support. So the Nigros reason, “Why not 
start alumni support at.the local level?” Their 
approach makes a lot of sense to those who are 
struggling for ways to help the plight of schools. 

For example, an alumni association could 
found a Hall of Fame to honor graduates and to 
provide role models for current students. The 
Nigros are full of both ideas and enthusiasm to 
make the concept work for Arlington. 

The local paper, the Arlington Advocate, is 
also doing its part for the high school 125th 
celebration by providing a supplement to its 
Thanksgiving issue. The booklet will be packed 
with A.H.S. history, pictures, articles, reminis¬ 
cences, sports lore, ads, and information.

Discover Dutch art at Danforth

artists a link to one another as well 
as to their predecessors. 

Van der Heyden, at 61, is the 
“elder statesman” among Hie eight 
artists. He is known and respected in 
the Netherlands for a head-on grap¬ 
pling with issues of perception in his 
work. An intelligent reveling in the 
joys of looking and seeing character¬ 
izes his art, which also spans a wide 
range of styles and materials. Per¬ 
haps the most fully representative of 
van der Heyden's works — and of the 
entire show — is the many-tlines 
enlarged photographic rcproduclion 
of an eye, cropped, and checkered 
by its immense dot pattern. The 
work is also reproduced on the cata¬ 
logue cover under the words, “Vis¬ 
ion and Revision,” and has the effect 
of being their perfect visual 
equivalent. 

The science of optics and com¬ 
prehension of space through optical 
experience is key to the art of Ton 
van Summeren, whose two dimen¬ 
sional work grew out of spatial lim¬ 
itations he felt as a sculptor. With a 
cosmic and inclusive view, the artist 
presents altered photographic 
images of stars, tides and conti¬ 
nents, incorporating Latin text into 
the imagery. The universality of the 
Latin is altogether in synch with the 
spatial optics or van Sumincren's 
work. 

Hans van Houwelingen’s interest 
in visual effects takes the form of 
frequenlly-wittily presented illu¬ 
sions of materials and surfaces. 


Finding that “marble” is aclu.iliy 
contact paper poses questions ol 
representation and integrity of 
materials that involve viewer parti 
cipalion and subjectivity in "rnd 
ing” of the work. Passive obsorvn 
tion of van Houwelingen’s art i.; 
simply not an option; experience, 
thought and interpretation by 
viewers ore as much at its cot e as 
arc Ihe artist’s own. 

Finally, ceramic artist (initio 
Geelen combines Dutch decorative 
arts traditions with the rich abun¬ 
dance of imagery we find in rhi 
works of liosch and banquet 1 n*le 
still lifes. The sculpted works .uv 
l ife with surface minutia and make 
a grand bow to multiple convent inn: 
in Dutch art. 

Rich and provocative, the cut in- 
exhibition first challenges (tie 
viewer, then makes specific link ; 
with history, and finally emerges as 
a tolally absorbing, integral experi¬ 
ence of old and new, of brash and 
reverent, of playful and ponderous.

Winchester High's boys’ soccer 
season came to an end two weeks 
ago when they fell to the eventual 
Div. 2 North sectional litlisl — and 
possible state champion — Framing¬ 
ham North by the score of 2-1, after 
five sudden-death overtimes. But 
the impression of fun. sportsman¬ 
ship, and dedication this team made 
on their school and community will 
hopefully never come to an end. 

Before the season began, some 
outsiders predicted the team didn’t 
have the experience to stay competi¬ 
tive in the difficult Middlesex 
League. The team lost all 11 star¬ 
ters, including All-American Jack 
O’Callaghan and Vandy French, 
who had HU career goals. The lalenl- 
laden class in front of this year’s

— The huge turnout of boisterous 
students who always provided a 
home-field advantage that wasn’t 
duplicated by any of the other towns 
they played in. 

— Mr. Haskell for the cold fruit 
juice he would gener ously go lo the 
trouble of bringing lo every hot 
game. 

— Number one fun Frank Per- 
rone, for doing whatever the team 
needed, whether it be a ball boy, a 
seorekeeper or an inspiring fan. 

Congratulations are also in order 
for All-league selections Kiley Mur¬ 
iel, Dave Rodriguez and Joe Arms¬ 
trong. and Honorable Mentionselec- 
tions Mike Quecnan, Tim Haskell.

Unfortunately the stcrotype of the 
i average teenager is misconceived 
r by the adult society in any town 
including Winchester. With the 
i exception of the adult population 
" directly connected with teenagers 
most tend to believe that teenagers 
l are self-centered and egotistical 
r infants who are only good from time 
to time for a babysitting job or for 
mowing a lawn. 

^ The adults see the groups of teena¬ 
gers around town-yelling, scream¬ 
ing, laughing, having a good time. 
i The adults notice the students’ 
exuberance and boisterousness. 
They watch cars packed with leena- 
| gers speed around town. They spot 
’ girls lighting cigarettes. They spy 
boys walking along the train tracks. 
They hear gossip about High School 

► parties becoming out of control. 
They only listen to the stories about 
the teenager who passed out al a 

► dance. They only hear about their 


teenager neighbor who threw a par¬ 
ty when his parents were out of 
town. They are only introduced to 
the negative aspects of the average 
teenager. Bad news travels fast. 

For a teenager to be noticed by the 
adult society, he has to have done 
something unacceptable or insulting 
to the town’s adult population. Not 
all teenagers are labelled as being 
nuisances or delinquent. A few 
receive recongition. These one or 
two students are either athletic her¬ 
oes or geniuses. What about the 
remaining ninety percent of stu¬ 
dents in town? What more should 
they have to do to be recognized? 
Nothing. 

Let me introduce you to the flip 
side of the Winchester High School 
student that the elders in Winchester 
don’t really know. Students in the 
Winchester High School do an 
immense amount of work inside and 
outside of school to help causes and 
people other than themselves. One 
publically shared idea held by peo¬ 
ple across the world is that the 


children are our future. 

The children of our town realize 
that fact and arc taking action now 
to have a brighter future. Students 
no longer revolve their lives around 
what the latest fashion trend is. 
Students al our high school are 
attempting to help solve the growing 
problems occurring worldwide. Our 
generation is flooded with enviro- 
menlal, economic, social and moral 
issues. We must deal with them. 

Our town’s supposedly self- 
centered and greedy teenagers are 
working towards ending these omni¬ 
present problems. Such groups as 
S.A.D.D., Students Against Drunk 
Drivers, and the Drug and Alcohol 
Educational Program arc dealing 
with the town’s problems related to 
alcohol and drug abuse. The Peer 
Counseling program which involves 
students al the high school is an 
effort to diminish the student’s 
social difficulties and to have stu¬ 
dents help other students. 

The Roxbury Tutorial Program is 
an endeavor by Winchester's teena¬ 


gers to help youngsters in Roxbury 
who need educational assistance.

may times you say ‘thank you,’ and 
then say it more.” 

Panelists discussed why and when 
young children are vulnerable lo 
rejection from their peers.

The health benefits of eating fish

Much is being done today about 
the valuable benefits from eating 
fish and exploring disease¬ 
fighting factors in oils. The fish 
oil story all started with the 
Greenland Eskimos. These hardy 
people have learned how to 
adjust their lives to their environ¬ 
ment. They eat a great deal of 
fish, much of it very fatly, yet it is 
reported that they suffer virtual¬ 
ly no heart disease. Researchers 
discovered that' the fish con¬ 
sumed is rich in omega-3 fatly 
acids that have healing proper¬ 
ties. Protection from heart dis¬ 
ease is probably not the only 
benefit in a diet rich in fish. It is 
proclaimed that omega-3 fatly 
acids may help ease some of the 
pains of rheumatoid arthritis, 
migraine headaches, protect 
against breast cancer and possib¬ 
ly even minimize some of the 
complications of diabetes. 

Polyunsaturates include the 
omegu-3’s which appear to keep 
plaque from building up inside 


artery walls; it keeps the blood 
from becoming clotted, and it 
helps to lower blood pressure. 
Thus, it is capable of doing the 
heart some real favors. 

Dutch researchers have found 
that by supplementing the diets 
of non-insulin dependent diabe¬ 
tics with omega-3 fatty acids, 
they can actually improve the 
effectiveness of insulin on 
patients’ blood sugar metabol¬ 
ism. This statement was found in 
the Netherlands Journal of Medi¬ 
cine, vol. 29, no. 2, 1986, 

We don't have to eat as much 
fish as the Eskimos, but most 
experts agree that fish should be 
substituted for red meat and 
poultry at least twice a week. 
Generally, fattier fish (sardines, 
salmon, and mackerel) contain 
more omega-3 than other 
varieties. 

Most shellfish are also omega-3 
treasure chests, Much has been 
said about the cholesterol in shell 
fish but the experts say that 
omega-3 appears to be more than 
enough to counteract the choles¬ 
terol. A tablespoon of codliver oil 


is full of omega-3s but it also 
contains about 80 mg. of choles¬ 
terol. The American Heart Asso¬ 
ciation recommends that every¬ 
one should keep a cholesterol 
intake below 300 mg. a day. 

There are actually some non¬ 
fish sources of omega-3 that are 
entirely cholesterol free such as 
common dry beans, walnuts, but¬ 
ternuts, soybeans, tofu, spinach, 
broccoli, cauliflower, kale and 
some plant oils. 

For good taste and nutrition, 
fish chowder is a classic on a cold 
night when served with crusty 
homebaked bread. Try this 
recipe and you’ll enjoy a good 
meal: 

1 pound of haddock, cod, perch, 
or other firm-fleshed white fish 
3 cups water 

1 i cup apple juice 

2 tablespoons vegetable oil 
3/4 cup diced onions 

1/4 cup diced celery 
1/4 cup diced green peppers 
1/4 cup diced carrots 
2 cups diced potatoes 
2 cups skim milk 
2 tablespoons minced fresh 
fennel 


1 teaspoon minced lemon rind 

Garnish with paprika, chopped 
scallions, and fresh parsley. 

Place fish in a large saucepan. 
Add water and apple juice and 
bring to a boil. Then reduce heat, 
cover and simmer until fish is 
tender and flakes easily with a 
fork, 10 to 15 minutes. Remove 
fish from stock and set bath 
aside. 

In a large soup pot, heat oil and 
saute onions, celery, green pep¬ 
pers and carrots until soft, about 
5 minutes. Add potatoes and 
reserved stock, cover and bring 
to a boil. Reduce heal and sim¬ 
mer until potatoes are fork- 
tender. 

Remove any skin or bones from 
cooked fish, then add small 
pieces to soup. Stir in milk. Top 
with minced parsley, fennel and 
lemon rind, Heat thoroughly but 
do not boil. Garnish each bowl of 
hot chowder with paprika, 
chopped scallions and parsley.

Casey cites 
new rates 
for mortgages 

Representative Paul C. Casey (D- 
Win> recently announced that start¬ 
ing Nov. 9. the Massachusetts Hous¬ 
ing Finance Agency (NHFA) in 
cooperation with the Executive 
Office of Communities and Develop¬ 
ment (EOCD) made available 
approximately $38 million in 8.45 
percent mortgages to help qualified 
Baysfale residents buy or rehabili¬ 
tate their first homes. The low rale 
Is fixed for 30 years. The money is 
expected to benefit more than 400 
households. 

Of the funds, about $28 million is 
reserved for MHFA’s General Lend¬ 
ing Program. It is important to note 
that for the first 90 days of the 
program, 50 percent of these funds 
will be set aside for “priority bor¬ 
rowers” who are Vietnam Era Vet¬ 
erans, low-income, minority, or 
physically diabled people. The 
balance of the General Lending 
funds is available on a first-come, 
first served basis to borrowers who 
meet the Agency’s general eligibili¬ 
ty guidelines including income, cre¬ 
dit and home acquisition cost 
requirements, 

Another $6 million is reserved for 


the Neighborhood Rehabilitation 
Program while $4 million more is 
reserved for the New Construction 
Program. 

“Since 1979. through the use of this 
federal program, MHFA has funded 
mortgages for more than 20,000 low- 
and moderate-income households 
across the slate. I encourage all 
qualified first-time hoinebuyers to 
lake advantage of this important 
resource,” said Casey. 

To apply for any of the mortgage 
funds, borrowers must have an exe¬ 
cuted Purchase and Sale Agreement 
or an Accepted Offer to Purchase 
Agreement on an eligible property. 

Additional mortgage funds are 
available for qualified borrowers 
looking to purchase a unit through 
the Commonwealth’s Homeowner- 
ship Opportunity Program (HOP) 
which is jointly administered with 
EOCD and the Massachusetts Hous¬ 
ing partnership. HOP provides low- 
interest mortgages (as low as five 
and one half percent for the initial 
years of the mortgage) and homes at 
well below market rates. 

Targeted to losver-income buyers, 
HOP has been successful in reaching 
families with an average income of 
$27,000. This compared with the 
$33,000 income of homebuyers bene¬ 
fiting from MilFA’s other home 
mortgage programs. These aver¬ 
ages present a striking contrast to 
the $74,000 income needed to support 
a median priced home in the Boston 
metropolitan area today. 

For brochures about the agency’s 
various programs consumers should 
call MIIFA’s Office of Single Family 
Programs at 451-2766. 

Also available to the public is an 
8.45 percent mortgage booklet which 
lists certifying agencies and buil¬ 
ders participating in the Neighbor¬ 
hood Rehabilitation and New Con¬ 
struction programs along with a list 
of participating lenders. In addition, 
upon request, consumers will 
receive a “How To Buy A Home 
Guide” describing the homebuying 
process.

Albano against 
education cuts 

Slate Senator Salvatore R. Albano 
(D-Som), co-chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Education, today 
rejected calls for further cuts in the 
state’s education budget. Albano 
was reacting to the latest proposal 
by the House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee which would result in a total 
reduction in state education spend¬ 
ing of nearly $250 million in this 
fiscal year. 

The Senator said, "Money spent 
on education is an essential invest¬ 
ment in the future of the state. The 
Comonwealth cannot afford to make 
any more cuts in its education 
budget without placing its future in 
jeopardy." 

"With recent education reform 
programs we were making progress 
on problems like the high drop-out 
rate, increasing class size, and 
diminished local resources for edu¬ 
cation. Now all of our progress is 
being dismantled as we continue to 
slice the education budget. If we fail 
to devote resources to these prob¬ 
lems, they will only continue to 


worsen.” 

According to Senator Albano, 
"The Department of Education has 
already had to deal with massive 
cuts, reducing its state staff by near¬ 
ly 20 percent in the past year and a 
half. Any further cuts might result in 
the additional loss of more than $250 
million annually in federal educa¬ 
tion funds."

Barone 
at Air Force 
reinion 

Dr. William D. Barone of School 
Street recently attended the 72nd 
Anniversary Reunion of the 12th 
Tactical Recon Squadron at Charlot¬ 
te, N.C. 

This unit is the oldest active Air¬ 
force group in the country whose 
history dates back to World War 1, 
from June 1917 at Kelly Field in 
Texas to France and Germany in 
both Wars in addition to Vietnam 
and Korea. 

Pilots from the 12th were the first 
Americans to assist in the Battle of 
Britain. Before their own P-51 ’s 
arrived in England they flew the 
English Spitfires. 

After the invasion, they became 
the “Eyes” of General George Pat¬ 
ton's 3rd army and remained at 
Nurembrg, Germany as the Occupa¬ 
tion Airforce. 

Dr. Barone was Flight Surgeon for 
the 12th (Blackbirds) and spent his 
longest overseas assignment with 
this group. 

His military career consisted of 
many interesting assignments after 


graduations from the School of Avia¬ 
tion Medicine at Randolph Field 
Texas and Officer’s Training School 
of the AAF. 

Served as Asst, to Chief of Medi¬ 
cine at the AAF Hospital in Amaril¬ 
lo, Texas, Flight Surgeon to the 
Famous 19th Bomb Group (B-17s) 
that flew McArthur out of the Philip¬ 
pines, ath AF in England, the 12th 
Fighter Command from Africa and 
the 9th AF in England, France and 
Germany. 

Dr. Barone remained in the Air¬ 
force Reserve for eight years and 
did active duly at the Military 
Academy, Stewart Field at New- 
burg, N.Y. and Hanscom Field, in 
Bedford Mass. 

He was appointed Police and 
Sanitary Officer of troopship in con¬ 
voy to England in 1943. 

The 12th TAC-RSqdr (Birdmen) is 
now stationed at Bergstrom AFB in 
Austin Texas, they flew up to Char¬ 
lotte, N.C. with six of their RF-4's to 
put on a demonstration of their 
expertise. 

Pilot Robert C. Little of St. Louis, 
Mo., shot down the last German 
plane of the war in Europe. He later 
became chief test pilot for the 
McDonald-Douglas military aircraft 
manufacturer. 

Barone served as flight surgeon

for the 363rd and 358th fighter bom¬ 
ber groups in England and Germany 
as commanding officer of the 188th 
36-bed mobile hospital attached to 
these groups of P-51 and P-47s air¬ 
force units. 


While in England just south of 
London in May 1914, the first V-l 
“Buzz Bomb" was shot down by an 
English Tempest pilot 1000 yards 
form his hospital installation. He has 
a piece of its metal structure as a 


memorabilia. 

While he was in Nuremberg, the 
War Trials were being set up. Bar- 
one served as flight surgeon for the 
pilot of General William Donovan of 
the Office of Strategic Services who 
represented the United Stales Slate 
Department.

being closed bin that the Middlesex 
Fells Reservation in Winchester/ 
Stoneham/Melrose/Medford and 
Breakheart Reservation in Saugus/ 
Wakefield would absorb staff from 
the other six and serve as the new 
base of operations. 

That picture has now changed, 
however, since the MDC has been 
forced to reduce the MetroParks 
Reservations and Historic Sites staff 
to 50 percent of its full quota, and 75 
percent of those have been trans- 
iercd to the MDC public skating 
rinks. 

Marchelli said the MDC is now 
viewing all of the reservations as 


fully closed, and “there will be no 
on-sile staff or patrolling of the 
parks for maintenance on a regular 
basis,” 

He did say, however, that the MDC 
police would slill make patrols of the 
reservations. 

Public Programs Supervisor 
Joshua Kline, at Breakheart Reser¬ 
vation, confirmed last Thursday 
that staff at Breakheart and Mid¬ 
dlesex Fells have been told they are 
now considered closed, and to begin 
winterizing efforts of the two sites. 
Kline said that he and other slaff 
members at the reservations will be 
relocated as of Dec. 1. As of only two 


days prior, Kline had expected to be 
slaying. 

“Its to the point now that things 
seem to be changing almost daily,” 
Kline noted of the recent 
announcement. 

Because of the limited slaff, Mar- 
chelti said “in order to reduce peo¬ 
ple going into the units and dumping 
trash and vandalizing the parks, the 
MDC made the decision lo close all 
the reservations.” 

Despite being “closed " in the offi¬ 
cial sense, Marchelli said the MDC 
realizes people can still enter the 
reservations on foot, but all gates 
will now be locked and secured. The 


intent is to limit access so (hat 
petroling by reservations slaff will 
not be necessary. 

As an example, Marchetti said the 
parking area for the Middlesex Fells 
Reservation at the Sheep Fold lot on 
South Border Road will now be 
blocked off to allow only three or 
four cars to park there, instead of 
serving as a full lot. The gates will 
be locked to prevent car access, but 
residents can still walk in for fall 
and winter passive recreation. 

“II is the MDC's priority to pre¬ 
serve and protect the natural resour¬ 
ces under its jurisdiction,” Marchel¬ 
li said, The recent staff reductions 


have now made that impossible if 
the agency were to have to patrol the 
reservations on an opeartional 
basis, widely used by the public. 

Despite the reduced use in Ihe 
winter of the reservations, the MDC 
has in the past run public programs 
all year, and they have been popular 
with hikers and cross co untry skiiers 
in the winter. 

That kind of activity will still be 
possible, without the public prog¬ 
rams, However, as Leanne DelVec- 
cbioof the Public Information Office 
noted, there will be no maintenance 
of the trails.

“There is a genuine concern and 
apprehension among many of our 
citizens with respect to the fiscal 
direction in which the town is head¬ 
ing — exemplified by the solutions 
used to relieve the current year’s 
budget crisis and by some of the 
proposals under consideration for 
solving the fiscal year 1991 crisis,” 
said Lawrence Smith, chairman of 
the Alliance. 

“We fully support your individual 
and collective efforts to explore 
alternative and innovative solutions, 
which may minimize the need lo 
raise additional revenue from the 
real estate tax,” he added. However, 
Smith said he believes town officials 
“must tell the people of Winchester 
at what point these continuing short¬ 
falls can no longer be met without” 


an override of Proposition 

“Let us first be sure that our 
voters know that an ‘override’ is not 
a blank check,” said Smith. He cited 
a 1983 Boston Globe article in which 
Barbara Anderson called the over¬ 
ride “the heart and soul of the law.” 

Smith urged selectmen to 
“promptly include an override in its 
program to balance the 1991 
budget,” to rally support from other 
town boards and to designate a gen¬ 
eral override amount on the next 
ballot. 

“No one enjoys taking an unpopu¬ 
lar position on any issue, especially 
on the issue of taxation; but it goes 
with the territory of public service,” 
said Smith. He added that the 
Alliance would cooperate in finding 
a solution to the budget dilemma.

Although seated in a straight line, 
panelists at last Wednesday’s recy¬ 
cling forum formed a “loop,” repre¬ 
senting the continuous stages of 
waste paper in the recycling 
process. 

The forum was organized lo edu¬ 
cate Winchester residents about 
recycled paper and was sponsored 
by the Waste Study CommiUee, a 
group headed by Chairman Sharon 
Mastenbrook. 

“Collection (of waste paper i is 
just half — use is the other half,” 
said Mastenbrook. She called for 
increased attention lo the markets 
for recycled paper. 


Speakers included Anthony Celli. 
director of the Department of Public 
Works (DPW); Milton Shaffer of 
Paper Fibres Corp. of Roxbury; Bill 
Goodin, vice president of Haverhill 
Paperboard Co.; Joe Fulmer, pulp¬ 
ing materials manager, Scott Paper 
Co., Winslow, Maine; State Rep. 
Paul Casey (D-Win); and Ralph 
Earle, director of markets, solid 
waste division, Mass. Dept, of 
Environmental Protection. 


Celli said that he has seen 
Winchester make “a strong effort” 
to recycle in the last two years. 

According to Celli, from 19B8 to 
198!) Winchester residents reduced 
their waste output by t ,15(3 tons — or 
$75,000 in savings lo the lown. 


But Celli noted that often there is 
congestion at the newspaper stand 
and recyclers must walk to the glass 
recycling area. By rest ructuring the 
roadway and re-routing the traffic 
pattern, Celli says recycling will be 
a “one-stop'' process and he hopes 
residents will be encouraged lo 
recycle. 


“Convenience is critical to the

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Firefighters host state meeting

Members of the Professional Fire 
Fighters of Massachusetts gathered 
in Winchester for their monthly 
meeting last week. 

According to Winchester Fire 
Fighters’ Union President Kenneth 
Duffy, the state group meets each 
month to update members on cur¬ 
rent events in the legislature and 
throughout the commonwealth. Duf¬ 
fy said other topics of discussion 
often include staffing, safety and 
health issues. 

While the meeting is closed to 
non-union members, Duffy invited a 
number of town officials to speak 
prior to the luncheon. Duffy noted 
that the event marked the first time 
the meeting was held in Winchester, 
and was the first in the organiza¬ 
tion’s history to be held In a munici¬ 
pal building. 

Another first was an honor bes¬ 
towed on former State Representa¬ 
tive Sherman ‘'Whip” Saltmarsh, 
who was named an honorary mem¬ 
ber of the Winchester Fire Fighters' 
Union. Duffy also presented Salt- 
marsh with a plaque expressing the 
fire department’s appreciation for 
Saltmarsh's support of their profes¬ 
sion. Saltmarsh was presented the 
award for his “undying support of 
the firefighters and fire service.” 

In speaking to the group of more 
than 400 firefighters, Saltmarsh dis¬ 
cussed his involvement with the fire 
service throughout his years in the 
state legislature. Saltmarsh said he 
was involved in collective bargain¬ 
ing talks when he was a selectman, 
was a member of the Westside fire 
station committee and worked to 
decrease the number of hours work¬ 
ed by firefighters. 

“You as firefighters are not really 
bargaining with cities and towns to 
get your hours down,” said Salt¬ 
marsh of the current union. “Today, 
you’re fighting for your jobs.” 

Saltmarsh discussed the “credibil¬ 
ity gap,” and said he believes gov¬ 
ernment as a whole has lost its 


credibility. 

“The only way you are going to be 
able to help yourself is ... you as 
members of individual fire depart¬ 
ments have got to go out and help 
your cities and towns get funds so 
you can keep your job,” said Salt- 
marsh. 

Referred to by Duffy as “a man 
who came up from the ranks and a 
good source of advice,” Winchester 
Fire Chief Charles McNutt also 
spoke to the firefighters at their 
monthly meeting. 

“It seems like just yesterday I was 
sitting on that side,” said McNutt 
with a smile. “I want you to know 
I’m behind the union as far as the 
safety of the firefighters. Keep the 
men on the trucks and keep the 
trucks on the road,” he added. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer welcomed union members 
to Winchester. 

Maurer noted that last year, 
Winchester’s firefighters’ union was 
“the only group that came out publ¬ 
icly in support of the referendum” to 
override Proposition 2Vfe. 

Winchester firefighters, he said, 
“are not only interested in firefight¬ 
ing but in the concept of community. 
Firefighters as a group have a very 
strong sense of what a community is 
about.” 

Selectmen Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt spoke about the financial 
predicament of both Winchester and 
the state, and urged firefighters 
across the state to work with their 
local officials. 

“I will tell you from the perspec¬ 
tive of someone who is trying very 
hard to strike a realistic balance 
between the anger of our taxpayers 
who think they are already overbur¬ 
dened with the cost of government 
and the need to assure our firefight¬ 
ing force is held intact, that that 
challenge is formidable,” said 
Schmitt. However, he added, “We’re 
in this together.” 

Schmitt noted that towns like 
Winchester are faced with a difficult 
predicament: the need to increase 
revenue or decrease expenses. 


Citizens’ groups 
discuss override

Speaking for the Winchester Tax¬ 
payers' Association (WTA), Chair¬ 
man Michael Saraco said of Smith's 
presentation, “The only proposal I 
heard, which we cannot support, 
was an override.” Saraco pointed 
out that 62 percent of those Winches¬ 
ter residents who voted last March 
opposed a debt exclusion override of 
Proposition 2Vfe. 

“The Town Manager and select¬ 
men should be leading the town with 
efficiency,” said Saraco. “We must 
live within our means.” 

Saraco questioned the anticipated 
reduction in local aid for Winchester 
next year. Maurer’s budget is based 
on a reduction or level funding of 
such aid. 

Saraco urged selectmen to look 
more carefully at options for receiv¬ 
ing more local aid through the state 
lottery. However, Selectman Robert 
Deering later noted that Governor 
Michael Dukakis has placed a cap on 
lottery funds. 

Another option Saraco said the 
town should look at is private dona¬ 
tions, such as those received by the 
Jenks Senior Center. In return for a 
donation, donors would have their 
names put on a plaque in the 
building. 

“I think you’d be amazed how 
many people would give $100 to get 
their name on a plaque,” he said. 
“We need creative thinking. Never 
mind this hogwash ‘override.’ ” 

Saraco also suggested the town 
reinstall parking meters in two-hour 
parking areas, as well as look into 
purchasing land near the Wedge- 
mere train station so the town could 
place a parking meter at that site. 

“There are other ways of getting 
more income,” said Saraco. “I'm 
very much interested in increasing 
our revenue in other ways than 
through an override. Let’s be 
creative.” 

“I don’t envy your position,” said 
WTA member Anthony Conte. “If 
we don't bring our spending down to 
a substantial level, It’s going to be 
the same thing year after year,” he 
said. 

However, School Committee 
Chairman Edward O’Connell said he 
believes residents should have the 
opportunity to decide an override 
question. “The electorate is the 
Supreme Court of this town,” said 
O’Connell. “We should never fear to 
give the electorate the opportunity 
to make that decision.” 
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O’Connell noted that many people 
originally moved to Winchester for 
its strong reputation, particularly 
for the school system. “All of us 
realize there is a price to pay for 
that,” he added. 

“I would caution you very strongly 
not to regard 62 percent of the electo¬ 
rate as last year’s news,” said WTA 
member Ann Matarese. She said she 
believes there is a “problem of cre¬ 
dibility” with town government. 
“Tough times require tough deci¬ 
sions,” she added. Matarese said 
she would like to see selectmen 
rescind recent wage hikes to man¬ 
agement employees. 

Resident Alan Rogers urged 
selectmen to consider an override 
option as well as a “circuit break- 
er," which puts a cap on real estate 
taxes. Rogers said the measure 
would shift some of the revenue 
burden off the property tax onto the 
state income tax. 

He estimated such a measure 
would cost the state approximately 
$36 million per year. However, “It 
would be a way to address the real 
problems of people who are on the 
lower end of the scale, on fixed 
incomes,” he said. “I think many 
people could afford to pay more 
taxes.” 

Selectman Steve Powers noted 
that employee raises subject to col¬ 
lective bargaining are voted in by 
Town Meeting. “I think we’re all in 
this together,” said Powers. 

Selectman Robert Deering said he 
was concerned the School Commit¬ 
tee will not release a proposed 
budget program until December, 
which he said contributed to the 
credibility gap that exists in town 
government. 

“I do not think you add to the spirit 
of cooperation when you try to cast 
aspersions and talk on rumors,” 
O’Connell said of Deering's com¬ 
ments on the School Committee. 
“We don’t deal in rumors. We deal in 
hard facts.” 

“We're going to have to make 
some choices people are not going to 
like," said Selectman William 
O’Leary. “This is not a popularity 
contest... We’re all here because we 
care about the same thing. 

“This week is Thanksgiving. I 
think we have a lot to be thankful 
for,” said O’Leary. "Whether you’re 
(present at selectmen’s meetings) 
or not, we’re going to make these 
decisions. We need your help. Let’s 
not lose our perspective on what we 
have good in trying to solve our 
problems.” 


Schmitt suggested “firefighters 
and cities and towns establish a 
statewide joint labor-management 
health committee” to address prob¬ 
lems such as those outlined in a 
recent bill before the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives putting the cost of 
health care for job-related cancer 
illnesses on cities and towns. Instead 
of fighting on opposite ends, Schmitt 
urged both groups to work together 
to try to reach a consensus. 

“We may not succeed, but it sure 
seems like a better way to work on 
these problems than the process 
we’re using today, I think we might 
find out something else, too: that our 
objectives are really the same: pro¬ 
viding the best fire protection possi¬ 
ble to the people we both serve ... 
said Scmitt. 

Duffy said he was pleased with the 
meeting, and expressed his appreci¬ 
ation to town employees who lent 
their support to the event. In addi¬ 
tion, Duffy thanked firefighters 
from Woburn, Medford and Stone- 
ham who assisted in setting up and 
breaking down tables for the event.

Marchetti said the decision late 
last week to close all 14 reservations 
was made essentially "to protect 
them, since they will be unmanned 
and unsupervised.’’ 

“We think with the limited access 
and the MDC police patrols we can 
still guarenlee public safety,” he 
added. 

Marchet Li said the recent five per¬ 
cent budget cut devastated the 
Reservations and Rinks Units of the 
MDC and more cuts to the agency 
budget are likely. He added that the 
staffing shortage has been an ongo¬ 
ing problem.

Winchester Hospital 


gets clean bill of health

Although the health care industry 
is having a tough time overall these 
days, Winchester Hospital is doing 
fine, according to Hospital President 
Eugene Loubier. 

Loubier and Winchester Hospital 
hosted the monthly Chamber of 
Commerce breakfast in the Kings¬ 
bury Seminar Room at the hospital, 
Loubier discussed Winchester Hos¬ 
pital’s mission, and the affect of the 
closing of the Choate Hospital in 
Woburn. 


In terms of the local reservations, 
Marchetti said the public will now 
see no presence at the parks for the 
forseeable future. That condition 
will probably last at leasl as long as 
the public skating season, while 
remaining reservations staff serve 
as skate guards at the rinks. 

Kline noted that public sentiment 
could ultimately play a role in the 
fate of the reservations for the wint¬ 
er season, however. 

He said “I think there is concern 
among a lot of people over whether 
this is the best course of action.” 

Kline said the question has been 
raised by several resident he has 


“Winchester Hospital is a hospital 
with a vision and a mission,” Lou¬ 
bier told fellow Chamber members. 
“A good community needs a good 
school system, a good church sys¬ 
tem and a good hospital." 

Loubier said that approximately 
three years ago, hospital admini¬ 
strators and directors went on a 
retreat to discuss' the future of 
Winchester Hospital and the overall 
mission of the facility. 

“Our mission is to become the 
dominant hospital in the 17 to 19 
communities we serve,” said 
Loubier. 

“We’re not trying to be the Mayo 
or Lahey,” added Loubier. “We’re 


trying to be a very good community 
hospital.” 

Loubier said the health care indus¬ 
try is "a mature industry and it 
continues lo shrink.” 

But with as many as 1,000 employ¬ 
ees and a $25 to $28 million payroll, 
Winchester Hospital is keeping its 
head above water, said Loubier. 

"We are trying to stay away from 
tlie wolves who are at the door 
looking for cost containment," he 
added. Loubier cited various deve¬ 
lopments over the past few years at 
the hospital, such as the expansion 
of the obstetrics unit. According to 
Loubier, Winchester Hospital is 
home to an average of 190 to 195 
births per month. 

Loubier said that included in the 
hospital’s mission is a commitment 
to quality health care. He noted that 
Winchester Hospital's salaries for 
nursing staff are in the 80th percen¬ 
tile, and turnover of staff has gone 
from 30 percent down to the single 
digits during the past few years. 

“We are almost preoccupied wilh 
the quality of care,” he said. “We 
have a mission of high quality care 
even if it means deficit budgeting. 

Loubier said he believes Winches¬ 
ter Hospital’s reputation has had a 
strong pull for job seekers. "At a 
time when the Commonwealth of 


Massachusetts has had a most diffi¬ 
cult lime recruiting physicians 
(Winchester Hospital) has had phe¬ 
nomenal success,” he said. 

Loubier noted that Winchester 
Hospital, like many hospitals, has 
linked up with area schools and 
hospitals. “That lo me is the future 
of a community hospital — not to 
stand alone,” he added. 


As of Dec. 1, Loubier noted that 
Winchester Hospital will serve as 
the community hospital for Burling¬ 
ton and Woburn, since Choate Hospi¬ 
tal will close. 

Loubier said Winchester Hospital 
will make a bid on the Wilmington 
Health Center, and is making a bid 
in conjunction wilh Cummings Prop¬ 
erty for the Choate facility. 

“It’s a brand new world," said 
Loubier. “I think our strategy has 
sustained us," Loubier said he feels 
certain services, such as the rape 
crisis center, which is part of the 
mental health unit at Choate, should 
be continued in some form without 
worrying about "who's going to pay 
for it.” 

“We're not going to cure the 
world, but we’re going to make darn 
sure the services we have meet the 
needs of the community and not the 
hospital administration," he said.

Winchester and delivers it to paper 
mills for reprocessing. 

Shaffer told audience members he 
would encourage a renovation of the 
Winchester transfer station and 
offered his expertise in the project. 

Goodin stressed the need for a 
market for recycled products as 
part of the recycling loop. ‘'If we 
can’t sell any more, we won’t move 
it. It's a full circle,” said Goodin. 

Goodin's mill produces chipboard, 
which is an extra thick type of pap¬ 
er, from recycled paper materials. 
He noted that during the last 20 
years, he has seen a “tremendous 
increase in the raw materials avail¬ 
able to us.” 

Products such as: Prince spaghet¬ 
ti boxes; most Girl Scout cookies 
boxes; cereal boxes; chipboard with 
coating for printing; matchbooks; 
fire retardant products and tubes for 
rugs, are all made from recycled 
waste paper, said Goodin. 

Fulmer told audience members 
that Scott Company is the largest 
producer of tissue in the world. 

“The capacity is unlimited (for 
recycling paper into products,)” 
said Fulmer, “the limit is appropri¬ 
ate recycleable wastepapcr.” 

Fulmer noted that his company 
requires white papers, computer 
print-out paper and other types of 
paper that can be cleaned to pure 
white for their products. 

Without lowering their quality 
standards, Scott Company has 
expanded their use of recycled pap¬ 
ers and found them to be a low-cost 
alternative to using virgin pulp, said 
Fulmer. 

The pulp is washed and screened 
and then bleached to achieve the 
quality of color and texture for Scott 
Paper products, he added. 

Slate Representative Paul Casey 
updated the group on the current 
legislation pending at the Slate 
House on recycled materials issues. 

Although a bill that would have 
reverted the 5 cent return on cans 
and bottles to the slate recently 
failed, Casey himself is sponsoring a 
bill that would require all diaper 
manufacturers to produce a biode¬ 
gradable product by the year 1995. 

“Things are beginning to happen 
in terms of the environment, but 
funding is restrictive,” said Casey, 

The final speaker was Ralph Ear¬ 
le, director of markets, solid waste 
division, Massachusetts Depart¬ 


ment of Environmental Protection. 

"Recycling is a business ... If you 
don’t have a place to sell it, you have 
failed,” said Earle. 

Earle also noted that although 
biogradabilily is considered a solu¬ 
tion, it really isn’t. 

Earle explained that waste can 
either be: incinerated, placed in a 
landfill or recycled. If the product is 
incinerated, the biogradability issue 
is moot, said Earle. And landfills, 
said Earle, are currently dated by 
the newspapers found in them, 
which are sometimes more than 50 
years old. Recycling diapers is not 
affective because of a high ratio of 
plastic in them, added Earle.

This week 
in history 

40 years ago: 1949 

The Board of Selectmen, in an 
effort to relieve the traffic situa¬ 
tion in the downtown center, and 
in particular reducing the heavy 
northbound traffic between four 
and six o’clock in the afternoon, 
established a “No Parking” reg¬ 
ulation on the east side of Main 
Street last Friday, 

A four-door 1949 Nash Ambas¬ 
sador cost $1,975; a 1948 Nash 600, 
four-door, wi th one previous own¬ 
er went for $1,300; a two-door 1947 
Mercury cost $1,195 and a 1946 
Chevrolet, four-door, cost just 
$1,090 at Winchester Nash on 7 
Shore Road. 

A 20-ton motor truck crane was 
used by the Boston and Maine 
Railroad to expedite a track 
resurfacing job between 
Winchester and Winter Hill. After 
rails and ties had been removed 
the crane, with a bucket attach¬ 
ment, lifted out the old ballast 
and loaded it on dumptrucks. 

30 years ago: 1959 

The Board of Selectmen wrote 
lo the Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission (MDC) explaining their 
recommendations for further 
motor boating on Mystic Lakes. 
The communication stemmed 
from a late summer meeting 
attended by local officials. Motor 
boat enthusiasts from all over 
greater Boston had flocked to the 
Mystic Lakes to drive their boats 
and found a certain cove a conve¬ 
nient launching strip. The noise 
of the boats and the actions of 
many of the operators resulted in 
continued complaints from those 
around the lake. 

The new window at the Church 
of the Epiphany was dedicated in 
memory of the Reverend Dwight 
W. Hadley, formerly emeritus 
rector of the church. A large 
congregation, including friends 
and parishioners of the late 
rector, attended the services of 
morning prayer and dedication. 

Am incandescent lamp, so 
small it could be passed through 
the eye of a darning needle, was 
placed in production by Sylvania 
Lighting Products, a division of 
Sylvania Electric Products, Inc. 
The new lamp, the smallest 
mass-produced incandescent 
lamp in the world w’as expected 
to open new frontiers in many 
phases of microminiature trans¬ 
istor circuitry. 

25 years ago: 1961 

The problem of the proper 
upkeep of the Wedgemere Depot 
on the corner of Bacon Street and 
Mystic Valley Parkway was offi¬ 
cially transferred to the owner¬ 
ship and care of the town of 
Winchester that week. The town 
retained title to the property in 
two respects: accepting the depot 
and land as a gift for a small sum 
and taking the property as a 
tax-taking for default of taxes.

‘Look Who’s Talking’ is a film with 
three firsts: it’s the first film to 
feature a baby’s thoughts on the 
soundtrack (the voice of Bruce Wil¬ 
lis), the first that has a good perfor¬ 
mance by Kirstie Alley, and most 
importantly, the first of three films 
to signal the return of John Travolta 
to the screen. 

Mollie (Kirstie Alley) is a young, 
attractive accountant who’s 
involved with one of her clients, 
Albert (George Segal). Mollic’s life 
is fantastic, Albert's going to divor¬ 
ce his wife and marry her, plus she 
learns she's going to have a baby. 
Her life begins to fall apart when she 
catches Albert fooling around. 
Albert shocks her by telling her he’s 
in love with someone else. 

Mollie decides to still have the 
baby, but her dilemma is to find a 


father. While in a cab driven by 
James (John Travolta), she begins 
to to into labor. James, reacting 
quickly, races across town (in a very 
funny sequence) to the hospital and 
even coaches her through the birth. 
While this is going on, and even 
before, the baby’s thoughts are 
heard, 

Director Amy Heckerlig, who’s 
never attained the level of her first 
film, “Fast Times at Ridgemont 
High,” here has not only directed 
with a light touch, but has written 
some very funny lines and dreamed 
up some amusing comic situations. 

Kirstie Alley is a pleasant sur¬ 
prise. She seems to finally be relax¬ 
ed in a film. She plays Mollie as a 
gutsy, independent woman who, 
because of her situation, is extreme¬ 
ly wound up and worried. She 
always thinks of life’s worst scenar¬ 
ios. John Travolta gives an appeal¬ 
ingly relaxed performance, some¬ 
thing he hasn't done in recent films, 
like 19B4‘s “Perfect’’ or the little- 
seen (because it was so bad) "The 
Experts.” The rest of the veteran 
cast also has its comic moments.

Two years ago. on a cold, wet 
Thanksgiving Day morning, the 
undefeated Woburn High Tan¬ 
ners shut out the 4-5 Winchester 
High Sachems, 24-0, in their trad¬ 
itional football showdown. 

When the Sachem players 
came out of their locker room and 
out onto their home field at 
Knowlton Stadium, they were 
met with an overwhelming chor¬ 
us of boos.

1 Super 
Bowl berth, completely outnum¬ 
bered the Winchester fans and 
more than negated the home-field 
advantage, 

The first half turned out to be a 
shocker as the Sachem's stingy 
defense had two tremendous 
goalline stands and held the score 
to 3-0. 

Winchester was backed deep 
into their own territory due to a 
fumble on their first play from 
scrimmage. Woburn was unable 
to get a first down and had to 
settle for a field goal. 

Later, a positive Sachem drive 
stalled and they were forced to 


punt. Due to the length of 
Winchester's drive, the Tanners 
were pinned deep into their own 
territory, A time-consuming 
drive brought Woburn to the Sac¬ 
hem four-yard line with not much 
time left in the first half. On 
fourth-and-goal, the Tanners ran 
an option left with star running 
back Jim Duran getting the ball. 
Sophomore defensive end Mark 
Koffman (now a senior quad- 
captain) forced Duran to try to 
change direction where he was 
soon gang-tackled for a 15-yard 
loss. 

In the second half, however, 
Woburn was able to show why 
they deserved to be heading to 
Foxboro.

ing. The hill outside the McCall Jr. 
High cafeteria and the adjacent 
parking lot were covered with spec¬ 
tators who did not arrive early 
enough to get a seat, 

The game was featured in both of 
Boston's major daily newspaper 
sports sections and Channels 4,5 and 
7 all had camera crews and repor¬ 
ters covering the matchup. 

In addition to the renewal of the 
fourth oldest Thanksgiving Day 
rivalry in Massachusetts, there 


were also two other subplots which 
brought this game special attention. 
The 9-0 Tanners and the 8-1 Sachems 
were the second and third rated 
teams in Div. 1. The winner would 
face Brockton in the Super Bowl, It 
was also the final game for Sachem 
senior lineman Lenny Bellino and 
thus marked the end of the Bellino 
Era — a name which for over 25 
years symbolized Winchester High 
football excellence. 

The game itself lived up to all the 
pregame hype it received. Winches¬ 
ter jumped out to a 15-0 second 
quarter lead thanks to the fine run¬ 
ning of halfback Anthony Davis and 
an overzealous Woburn defense 
which committed some key personal 
foul penalties.

Learning to deal with the results of stress

There is tremendous concern 
today over Ihe physiological, psy¬ 
chological and professional dcbilial- 
ing results of stress. Too much of it 
for too long a period can cause 
severe illness. Since the early 1970’s 
much has been written about stress 
and its relationship to human beha¬ 
vior that is fast becoming well- 
known as the “Twentieth Century 
Disease." Stress connected illnesses 
result in many lost working days in 
the industrialized nations of the 
world. 

Defined, stress is a paradox inas¬ 
much as it is unavoidable. It is a 
nonspecific response of the body to 
any demand made on it. There are 
many factors which affect the indivi¬ 


dual’s reaction to stress including 
personal, physical, and social envi¬ 
ronments. It can be understood in 
terms of the anxiety and frustration 
resulting from continuously con¬ 
fronting overwhelming challenges 
that are difficult to meet. It becomes 
an emotional and altitudinal 
exhaustion. 

People whose attitudes toward life 
can be rated high on cha llenge, com¬ 
mitment and control remain mental¬ 
ly healthier than those who lack 
these necessary ingredients. Those 
who are able to transform events, 
appear to be more successful in 
reducing their level of stress. Not 
everyone wants lo reduce stress. 
Some individuals feel that they must 
experience stress in order to be 
effective. These people are risk tak¬ 
ers, selecting creative work. They 


are motivated toward leadership 
and make decisions easily. 

Experienci ng stress is a fact of life 
and it is inevitable. The trick is to 
learn to live with stress today to 
minimize its effects tomorrow. 
When you are toe-lo-toe with ten¬ 
sions of everyday life, try to fallow 
some quick and easy releases. 

1. ) "Go for a 10 or 15 minute walk 
when pressures mount to the boiling 
point," advises Herbert de Vries, 
Ph.D., former professor of the 
phsyiology of exercise at the Univer¬ 
sity of Southern California. 

2. ) Take time out for a cup of tea 
which can be tremendously soothing 
and relaxing. 

3. ) Groan once in awhile. Bottled 
up frustration boosts blood pressure 
with resulting headaches and can 
lead to ulcers.

4. ) Tears, also, help lo relieve 
stress, but it is better to laugh, 
diffusing tension and restoring 
perspective. 

5. ) Anticipatory anxiety often 
causes butterflies in the stomach, 
especially before making a speech. 
We have all fell this sensation when 
becoming the center of attention. To 
overcome the nervous reaction, 
breathe deeply and discharge the 
stress. 

6. ) Don't be afraid of failure. We 
all have to learn how lo use it 
constructively. 

7. ) Get a little assistance from 
good friends. The peer support sys¬ 
tem helps one through stressful 
situations. 

8. ) Head for the ocean to watch 
both surf and clouds roll by or go to 
the open fields or hills. A drive lo the 


country or a stroll in the park is 
usually as effective as taking tran¬ 
quilizers. These jaunts provide 
meditation that helps us to forget 
what caused the stress in the first 
place. 

9. ) Budget your time and energy. 
Learn how to allocate your time and 
resources to those things that are 
important to you, your work, your 
personal relationships, hobbies and 
inlcrests. 

10. ) Take the lime lo relax the 
mind and body. A good break at the 
right time can be more effective 
than forcing yourself to plod through 
tasks if you feel emotionally 
overloaded. 

11. ) Dr. Bet tie Youngs, a professor 
of administration at San Diego Uni¬ 
versity says, “When you are 
weighed down by problesm, you are 


the developing world. Last year, 14 
million children in the developing 
world died before the ages of five.

Often these deaths and disabilities 
could have been prevented through 
simple, low-cost measures.

Dr. Midha heads 
cardiac program 

Approximately 1.5 million Ameri¬ 
cans suffer heart attacks each year, 
only half of whom survive, Of those 
who do survive, a substantial num¬ 
ber enter some type of cardiac reha¬ 
bilitation program. Melrose- 
Wakefield Hospital of Melrose has 
such a program and it is helping 
immensely to improve the lives of 
people who have suffered heart 
attacks or who have had heart 
surgery. 

The MWH Cardiac Rehabilitation 
Program is headed by Dr. Salil Mid¬ 
ha of Winchester, who is also the 
director of the Hospital's intensive 
care unit. Midha is board certified in 
both Internal Medicine and Cardiol¬ 
ogy and is a fellow of the American 
College of Cardiology, He completed 
his two-year cardiology fellowship 
at Mount Auburn Hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge, which is a Harvard affiliated 
hospital. 

Besides Midha, the MWH Cardiac 
Rehabilitation Program includes 
board certified cardiologists Dr. 
Jack Berg and Dr. Allen Criss. The 
doctors are aided by specialized car¬ 
diac rehab nurses, physical therap¬ 
ists, occupational therapists, nutri¬ 
tionists and psychologists. Patients 
who have been discharged from the 
hospital after a heart attack or heart 
surgery are given a full evaluation 
by the attending physician or medi¬ 
cal director to determine if they are 
eligible for the program. 

The rehabi litalion program begins 
within days after the patient has 
been discharged from the hospital. 
Depending on the patient’s needs, 
supervised physical and psychologi¬ 
cal help is given for a period of 12 
weeks. The patient participates in a 
variety of exercises for 30 to 60 
minutes two or three times a week. 
Different exercise equipment used 
in the rehab gym includes a tread¬ 
mill, stationary bikes, ergometers, 
hand weights, rowing machines and 
a staircase. 

After the patient has successfully 
completed the rehab program, he 
then enters the maintenance stage. 
Patients may choose a home care 
program or may come into the hos¬ 
pital once or twice a week to partici¬ 
pate in exercise groups. This helps 
to keep the heart in shape and offers 
a type of support group environ¬ 
ment. Patients may choose to come 
into the hospital mornings or even¬ 
ings. 

Comments Dr. Midha on the car¬ 
diac rehab program, ‘‘This is an 
excellent program and is only one of 
a few of its kind in the area. One of 
the important things about the main¬ 
tenance part of the program is that 


strong communication is kept 
between us al the program, the 
patient and the patient's primary 
physician. This is so we can follow 
the patient’s progress and ensure 
that they are achieving and living 
happier and healthier lives."

When Paul Freeman’s wife Elea¬ 
nor became ill with cancer, Free¬ 
man arranged for early retirement 
from his job at Harvard University 
so that he could stay home and take 
care of her. 

Eleanor died soon after, but Free¬ 
man. 64, of Arlington, decided to 
stay retired and turned his efforts 
instead to helping other people in 
need. 

Today, Freeman is one of more 
than two hundred volunteers helping 
Minuteman Home Care to serve frail 
elders in Arlington, Winchester and 
14 other com munities. 

At a lime when budgetary con¬ 
straints are forcing cutbacks in 
state-funded services, the efforts of 
volunteers like Freeman are more 
important than ever, according to 
Joan Buller-Wesl, executive direc¬ 
tor of Minuteman. 

Minuteman uses its volunteers to 
deliver meals-on-wheels to the 
homebound. to drive elders to doc¬ 
tors’ offices and other medical 
appointments and to provide help 
with shopping and other errands 
outside the home. 

Volunteers shovel snow in the 
winter, rake leaves in the fall and, at 
all times of the year, provide com¬ 
panionship for isolated seniors who 
would otherwise be alone. It’s all a 
part of Minuleman’s effort to keep 
area elders at home and indepen¬ 
dent for as long as they can. 

More volunteers are needed but 
finding enough volunteers to serve 
the growing elderly population is 
nevery easy. "We are in constant 
need of more volunteers in every one 
of the communities we serve, and in 
some, like Burlington and Woburn, 
the need is especially great," said 
Claire Griffiths, volunteer coordina¬ 
tor for Minuteman. 

For Yuma Deackoff, 65, of 
Winchester, volunteering is part of 
her student work at the gerontology 
program at UMass/Boslon. She vis¬ 
its a frail elder at home and also 
serves as a volunteer ombudsman 
for residents of the new Wilmington 
Woods Nursing Home. 

A manager in the software deve¬ 
lopment field until her retirement 
last February, Deackoff said, "1 
decided I wan ted to work i n the field 
of the elderly - quite a switch for me.

Casey cites 
new rates 
for mortgages 

Representative Paul C. Casey (D- 
Win) recently announced that starl¬ 
ing Nov. 9, the Massachusetts Hous¬ 
ing Finance Agency (NHFA) in 
cooperation with the Executive 
Office of Communities and Develop¬ 
ment (EOCD) made available 
approximately $38 million in 8.45 
percent mortgages to help qualified 
Baystate residents buy or rehabili¬ 
tate their first homes. The low rate 
is fixed for 30 years. The money is 
expected to benefit more than 400 
households. 

Of the funds, about $28 million is 
reserved for MHFA’s General Lend¬ 
ing Program. It is important to note 
that for the first 90 days of the 
program, 50 percent of these funds 
will be set aside for “priority bor¬ 
rowers’’ who are Vietnam Era Vet¬ 
erans, low-income, minority, or 
physically diabled people. The 
balance of the General Lending 
funds is available on a first-come, 
first served basis to borrowers who 
meet the Agency's general eligibili¬ 
ty guidelines including income, cre¬ 
dit and home acquisition cost 


requirements. 

Another $6 million is reserved for 
the Neighborhood Rehabilitation 
Program while $4 million more is 
reserved for the New Construction 
Program. 

“Since 1979. through t he use of this 
federal program. MHFA has Tunded 
mortgages for more than 20,000 low- 
and moderate-income households 
across the stale. I encourage all 
qualified first-time homebuyers lo 
take advantage of this important 
resource," said Casey. 

To apply for any of the mortgage 
funds, borrowers must have an exe¬ 
cuted Purchase and Sale Agreement 
or an Accepted Offer to Purchase 
Agreement on an eligible properly. 

Additional mortgage funds arc 
available for qualified borrowers 
looking lo purchase a unit through 
the Commonwealth’s Homeowner- 
ship Opportunity Program (HOP) 
which is jointly administered with 
EOCD and the Massachusetts Hous¬ 
ing partnership. HOP provides low- 
interest mortgages (as low as five 
and one half percent for the initial 
years of the mortgage) and homes at 
well below market rates. 

Targeted to lower-income buyers, 
HOP has been successful in reaching 
families with an average income of 
$27,000. This compared with the 
$33,000 income of homebuyers bene¬ 
fiting from MHFA's other home 
mortgage programs. These aver¬ 
ages present a striking contrast to 
the $74,000 income needed to support 
a median priced home in the Boston 
metropolitan area today.

Also available to the public is an 
8.45 percent mortgage booklet which 
lists certifying agencies and buil¬ 
ders participating in the Neighbor¬ 
hood Rehabilitation and New Con¬ 
struction programs along with a list 
of participating lenders. In addition, 
upon request, consumers will 
receive a “How To Buy A Home 
Guide” describing the homebuying 
process.

If your children attended the 
“Goosebumps” Halloween program 
or the "Going Wild” summer prog¬ 
ram at the Winchester Public 
Library, then you are probably 
familiar with the unusual a rl work of 
David Strugnell.

Strugnell developed his artistic 
talents during four years at the 
Academic Royale des Beaux Arts de 
la Ville de Bruxelles in Belgium. 

Strugnell has been designing his 
creations for the children's room 
since he started work for the library 
five years ago. He says that they 
help him express his interest in 
children’s books and stories.

Diehl pens article 
in animal journal 

Local veterinarians have a lot lo 
be proud about when they sit down to 
read their journals this month, 
because one of their own has two 
articles in prestigious natioanl publi¬ 
cations. Dr. Stephen Zanotti of the 
Winchester Veterinary Group is the 
primary author of the articles. 

Zanotti reviews the emergence of 
heartworm disease in cats as a cli- 
nicl problem in the most recent issue 
of The Compenium.

He is currently practicing with the 
Winchester Veterinary Group, 95 
Cross Street, Winchester, 
Massachusetts. 

His partner, Dr. Jonathan Diehl, 
practiced in Wakefield for 5 years 
before opening the Wincehster Vet¬ 
erinary Group with Zanotti. Both 
Drs. Diehl and Zanotti are 1983 gra¬ 
duates of the Univeristy of Pennsyl¬ 
vania School of Veterinary Medicine 
and interned at the Angell Memorial 
Animal Hospital in Boston.

Committee postpone a vote on this 
measure until such time as a task 
force can be organized to probe the 
feasibility of the plan, its long-range 
possibilities and the effect it will 
have on the schoolchildren. 

Although the School Committee 
will not vote the measure until a 
second budget is prepared by Super¬ 
intendent of Schools Dr. Charles Mit- 
sakos and examined by members, 
Tuesday night’s spirited dialogue 
focused almost entirely on the issue 
of a school closing. 

“Re-examine the process and 
don't close a school,” said Linda 
Pickering of Mayflower Road. Her 
sentiment drew a round of applause 
from the standing-room-only crowd. 

School Committee Chairman 
Edward O’Connell noted that with 
local aid cuts and continual fiscal 
deficits, the School Committee must 
find a solution that will work best 
next year, five years from now and 
10 years from now.

School Committee members 
hosted some 300 guests Tuesday 
evening, as parents jammed the 
quarters — flanking the walls, sit¬ 
ting cross-legged on the floor and 
leaning against the windowsills.

A tentative solution to the looming 
budget deficit of fiscal year 1091 
(FY91) was proposed at the commit¬ 
tee’s last session: close an elemen¬ 
tary school and move sixth grade 
students to McCall Junior High 
School.

When parents got wind of the pos¬ 
sible plan — in particular those 
parents of Vinson-Owen Elementary 
School, which is the smallest school 
and the most likely to close — they 
rallied together and circulated a 
petition.

Selectmen unanimously approved 
a request by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce to allow local businesses to 
remain open For regular business 
hours on Sunday, Dec. 24. 

At their Nov. 20 meeting, the 
Board of Selectmen pushed aside 
blue laws to allow local businesses to 
remain open on what is traditionally 
a busy shopping day for last-minute 
gift buyers. 

Selectmen voted, “That the local 
business establishments which pro¬ 
vide goods and services to the gener¬ 
al public shall be allowed to operate 
on Sunday, December 24, 1989 from 9 
a m, to 5 p.m.” 

For store owners, the extended 
hours of operation the day before 
Christmas provide welcome 
business. 

“It's a very pro-business deci¬ 
sion,” said Catherine Alexander, 
executive director of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“I think for the business communi¬ 
ty to exist and grow, it needs to have 
a positive working relationship with 
town government,” said Alexander. 
“This is an example of the kind of 
thinking that has helped Winches¬ 
ter's revitalization become a 
reality.” 

Debbie Taylor-Smith of Sassy Cis- 
sie agreed. “It’s a very positive 
move from the standpoint of small 
stores downtown and the state," she 
said. Taylor-Smith said she believes 
the added hours will benefit the state 
through additional sales tax col¬ 
lected from the Winchester stores. 

According to Taylor-Smith, the 
day before Christmas is usually the 
busiest business day of the year. And 
for most businesses, the last day 
results in the year's profits.

and lown manager. According to 
Maurer, there are currently five 
staff positions, including the lown 
manager, assistant town manager 
and three clerical staff. 

The total budget in fiscal year 1990 
is $203,585, Maurer said. 

Maurer said the administration 
handles a variety of duties including 
purchasing and contract prepara¬ 
tion for the lown, as well as budget 
preparation. 

Comptroller 

Appointed by the Board of Select¬ 
men, the comptroller is responsible 
for the accounting records of the 
town, payroll, auditing various 
departments, preparing financial 
reports and operating the town’s 
computer system. 

According to Comptroller Joe Bon¬ 
ner, “A large part of the budget is 
mandated by various general laws.” 
Bonner's department includes him¬ 
self, an assistant comptroller, a 
professional/lechnical accounts 
payable supervisor, and two clerical 
staff. 

Bonner said his staffing level of 
five has remained the same since he 
look on the position it years ago. 
However, he noted that the depart¬ 
ment has taken on additional respon¬ 
sibility, including the operation of 
the data processing department. 

A reduction in personnel in his 
department would result in less 
timely analysis, something which is 
required more in recent years than 
in the pasl. 

Treastircr 

According to Town Treasurer Car¬ 
ol Thomas, the Treasurer/ 
Collector’s budget totals $155,438 in 
fiscal year 1990. The department 
includes Thomas, an assistant trea¬ 
surer and three clerical staff mem¬ 
bers, a staffing level maintained 
since approximately 1974. 

The office serves as the tax collec¬ 
tor, lown collector and parking 
clerk. 

Thomas said it would be difficult 
for her office to continue to function 
in a timely manner if her staffing 
level were reduced. “It seems some 
things would slide by,” she said. 

”1 think we lend to forget how 
many times you people leave your 
desks to answer questions,” said 
Selectman Judith Muggia. 

Thomas said the average time 
spent answering questions for the 
public is approximately six to eight 
hours per day between the five staff 
members. 

“I really feel we need the present 
level of staffing,” said Thomas. 
Assessors 

Board of Assessors Chairman 
Charles Shannon said the fiscal year 
1990 budget of the assessors depart¬ 
ment totals $121,509. The personnel 
includes a director of assessments 
and three clerical staff. 

However, Shannon noted that one 
of those positions is currently vac¬ 



ant. and has not been filled due to the 
town-wide hiring freeze. 

Shannon said his board would not 
favor eliminating the director of 
assessments in favor of an outside 
contractor. Selectman Robert Deer- 
ing said, “It wasn't too long ago we 
didn't have a director of assess¬ 
ments and the Board of Assessors 
did it,” 

Shannon said increasing regula¬ 
tions by the Department of Revenue 
take more time. Assessor Mark 
Lombardi Sr. questioned whether 
the town would be able to find volun¬ 
teer members who would donate the 
time necessary to do the job 
properly. 

Town Clerk 

The lown clerk’s office is the office 
of record for the town, responsible 
for filing, recording, certification 
and general information. According 
to Town Clerk Carolyn Ward, her 
office consists of herself, an assis¬ 
tant town clerk and 1.5 clerical posi¬ 
tions. The town clerk’s budget for 
fiscal year 1990 totals $147,925. 

“Almost everything we do is man¬ 
dated by state or local law,” said 
Ward. “While the services haven't 
been changed, the number of people 
requiring them has.” 

Ward cited absentee ballots as an 
example. In 1969, Ward said her 
office handled 19 absentee ballots 
during an election. In 1989, that 
figure was 177. She estimated that it 
lakes 18 minutes to process each 
ballot fully. In 1969, the total time to 
process the absentee ballots would 
have been six hours; in 1989, Ward 
estimated the time to be approxi¬ 
mately 56 hours. 

Engineer 

The engineering budget for fiscal 
year 1990 is $216,172 with a staffing 
level of seven. According to Town 
Engineer Jake Ciarcia, the staff 
includes himself, an assistant town 
engineer, a junior engineer, engi¬ 
neering inspector, draftsman/ 
transitman, engineering assistant 
and one clerical staff member. He 
noted the clerical staff is shared 
half-time with the Planning Board. 

“The Engineering Department is 
kind of unique,” said Ciarcia. “We 
are really basically serving all the 
departments who are serving the 
town.” 

Although his staffing level has 
remained the same since approxi¬ 
mately 1970, Ciarcia said the depart¬ 
ment has lost summer interns and 
temporary help. 

Ciarcia said he would not favor 
reducing staffing in his department. 
“You need so many people to do 
certain things (such as field work),” 
said Ciarcia. 

Conservation 

The Conservation Department, 
which implements the Massa¬ 
chusetts Wetlands Protection Act 
and the Winchester Wetlands by¬ 
law, has one part-time conservation 
administrator. Muggia asked Con¬ 
servation Commission Chairman 
Jerome Cura if the commission 
could function without an 
administrator. 

“I think I can honestly tell you the 
Conservation Commission could not 
function in a timely manner without 
professional staff,” said Cura. “The 
duties have evolved over the years. 
Past commissions had members 
able to give that kind of time.”

A Winchester man pleaded guilty 
Nov. 20 in Plymouth District Court 
to charges of giving a Bridgewater, 
N.H. police officer false information 
in connection with a theft and pro¬ 
viding an insurance company with a 
false report. 

Bridgewater Police Chief John 
Voelbel, who led the investigation, 
said Donald J. Demita, 46, of 
Winchester, was fined $250 for giv¬ 
ing a-false report to police and was 
told to make $750.17 in restitution to 
his insurance company. According 
to Voelbel, a charge for theft by 
deception, a Class A felony, was nol 
prossed (dropped). 

Voelbel said the investigation 
stemmed from an alleged burglary 


on Oct, 10. 1987 at Demita’s condomi¬ 
nium in the Whilleir.ore Shores 
Development in Bridgewater, N.H. 

Voelbel said Demita made a false 
report to his insurance company 
that claimed approximately $1000 to 
$1200 worth of tools were taken from 
his garage at (he condominium dur¬ 
ing the theft. 

Voebel said an incident which 
“raised a shadow of doubt on the 
subject’s integrity” occurred some¬ 
time after the alleged theft. “After 
the burglary was reported, we gave 
the area extra patrol time.” said 
Voelbel, Police noticed an extra lock 
on Demita’s electric meter, which 
Voebel said is applied when someone 
is suspected of tampering with their 
meter. 

Voelbel said Demita claimed the 
burglar tampered with the electric 


meter and then “plugged the switch 
back in.” said Voebel. “That shed a 
little more light on the case. It just 
didn’t make sense a burglar would 
do that kind of thing.” 

Voelbel said the discrepancy 
made him look more closely at the 
case, and that it was then that wit¬ 
nesses began to come forward with 
their testimony about the tools. 

“In this particular case, the build¬ 
ing was under construction,” said 
Voelbel. He noled that a number of 
witnesses came forward with testi¬ 
mony over the past two years, most¬ 
ly workers who had worked on the 
condominium. 

“We received seven statements 
from various workers in the general 
area that were very familiar with 
it,” said Voebel. Those statements 
included testimony that workers had 


never seen tools in the garage, said 
Voebel. 

Voebel said that as a result of the 
investigation, officials were able to 
convince Demita to plead guilty of 
giving a false report and make resti¬ 
tution to the insurance company, In 
turn, the felony charge of theft by 
deception was dropped. 

According to a report in The 
Enterprise , the Bridgewater news¬ 
paper. charges were not pressed by 
the electric company because no 
amount was drawn out of the meter. 
However, the special lock was 
installed. 

Voelbel said Demita has also been 
placed on a one-year probation. “If 
he has a clean record at the end of 
one year, he can apply to have the 
charges annulled,” said Voelbel. 


Board of Health votes to hike fees

According to Health Inspector 
Cheryl Bouchard, the Board of 
Health will raise many of its annual 
fees for licenses, inspections and 
permits to battle rising costs within 
the department and keep in line with 
neighboring communities. 

Health Director Joseph Tabbi 
proposed the increases and the 
Board of Health unanimously voted 
at their Nov. 21 meeting to raise the 
costs of the following permits: abra¬ 
sive blasting will be $25; burial per¬ 
mits will cost $ 10 ; day camp licenses 
will range from $30 to $100, this 


figure being set by Office for Child¬ 
ren; and persons requiring dump¬ 
ster permits will be charged $25. 

Food service permits will also 
increase across the board: retail 
food establishments of 0 to 1,000 
sq.ft, will pay $50; 1,000 to 2,500 
sq.ft., $100; 2,500 to 5,000 sq.ft., $150 
and retail food businesses of more 
than 5,000 sq.ft, will be charged $200 
per year. 

Annual restaurant permits will 
increase to $50 plus $1 per seal; 
in-house food service establishments 
(hospitals, nursing homes and 
schools) to $ 100 ; function halls, $100; 
and churches will increase to $35. 
Catering establishments will be 


charged on the same basis as retail 
establishments, In-house caterers 
will be charged $150 per year or $10 
per function, 

Swimming pool inspections for 
semi-public facilities will cost $150, 
Fees unaffected by the changes 
are animal permits, daycare 
licenses, funeral directors’ permits, 
ice cream vendors (trucks), mobile 
canteen vehicles, stable licenses, 
caterers and temporary caterers, 
Bouchard noled too, that these 
fees adjustments will go into effect 
in the next few weeks after legal 
publication of the new rates. 

Permit holders will be notified of 
the increases and mailed reminders 


prior to each renewal lime, said 
Bouchard. 

The recycling center, formerly 
known as the transfer station, will 
also raise fees. The Board of Select¬ 
men enacted an increase Sept. 11 
from $20 to $50 a year for a recycling 
center sticker and $5 per additional 
vehicle from that household. 

Residential slickers wil I be on sale 
beginning Dec. 1 and will be avail¬ 
able at the Health Department from 
8 a.m. to 4 p in. weekdays and alsoal 
the recycling center during normal 
operation hours. 

Residents who use the recycling 
center must have a new sticker by 
Jan. 1, 1990.

Resident assails town

lo improve drastically, according lo 
Mitsakos, lie presented his first 
budget — with no new programs and 
a 6 percent increase in other 
expenses to keep up with rising 
costs. But he added that with the 
town’s fiscal crisis, about $500,000 is 
the total the school department must 
consider as a potential deficit in 
FY91 — and an alternate budget. 

Mitsakos said the proposed plan to 
close an elementary school and 
move sixth grade students would 
provide the same services for stu¬ 
dents in a more efficient way by 
reducing overhead. 

The closing of Vinson-Owen would 
save approximately $300,000, said 
Mitsakos, reduce class sizes to 17 to 
23 students, eliminate split grades 
and retain the same programs. The 
resl of the cuts, some $200,000 would 
be made up in other areas of the 
budget. 

Mitsakos also clarified that the 
cost of moving students to McCall 
Junior High School would be about 
$ 60 , 000 . This figure is included in the 
overall plan and the net savings is 
still $300,000, he said. 

If such a plan is enacted, the four 
elementary school districts would 
be: west of Cambridge Street; Cam¬ 
bridge Street to the railroad tracks 
on the east and Pond Street on the 
north; the current Lincoln School 
district without districts 1 and 2 and 
the fourth district, Muraco, would 
remain essentially the same. 

“No matter which one (school) 
you (eliminate), it's going lo hurl,” 


said Mitsakos. 

He added too, that regardless or 
the upcoming decision of the School 
Committee, planning must begin to 
lake place immediately if such a 
plan can even be considered. 

Colin Simson, a resident of High 
Street, noted that with a move of the 
sixth grade to McCall, the closing of 
a school and rcdistricting will 
increase transportation costs. He 
called for a task force to review such 
considerations. 

O’Connell said a task force was 
formed Iasi year when a move of the 
sixth graders lo McCall was consid¬ 
ered for space reasons This group 
gathered and analyzed a large 
amount of information on Hie prop¬ 
osed measure. 

"A lot of the spade work has 
already been done." said O'Connell. 

Resident Michael Martino told 
members closing a school was "the 
easiest way" to solve the budget 
problem, but that the School Com¬ 
mittee must find other ways to trim 
costs. 

Squire Road resident Robert 
Duzan questioned if other options 
had been properly explored. 

Mitsakos noted that other alterna¬ 
tives could solve the deficit problem 
including creating more split 
grades, reconfiguration of McCall to 
accomodate some elementary stu¬ 
dents, cutting programs or cutting 
support staff. 

Resident Judith Cans noted that 
the energy of the crowd could be 
better directed, “Don’t shoot the 
messenger (the School Committee).

up a department of 46 members, 
including himself, five captains, 
seven lieutenants, 32 firefighters 
and one clerical staff member. The 
total fire department budget for the 
current fiscal year is $1,819,508. 

“We were reduced last year by 
almost 50 percent of on-the-scene 
firefighters,” said McNutt, citing 
the elimination of four firefighters 
and all call firefighters. 

McNutt noted that during the sum¬ 
mer months, the department oper¬ 
ated for the most part with the 
minimum standard of nine firefigh¬ 
ters per shift. 

Deering asked McNutt if his 
department could rely more on the 
ALS (Advanced Life Support) ambu¬ 
lance service lo keep firefighters 
available in the station. 

“I don't think ALS would appreci¬ 
ate you using them to lug someone 
down from the third floor," said 
McNutt. He noted that the purpose of 
ALS “is for advanced life support," 
not to supplement a town’s ambu¬ 
lance service. 

When asked about the possible 


closing of the Weslside fire station or 
laying off personnel at that site, 
McNutt said he does not think the 
action would save money. “If you 
lay off personnel, you have to bring 
(the rest) all down to one house,” 
said McNutt. "All you'd be saving is 
the heal and you’d be adding that 
tremendous risk to those residents." 

"When you live up on the West- 
side, you think we’re coming by 
scooters and pumping up,” said 
McNutt. "In medical emergencies, a 
few minutes makes a difference.” 
Building/zoning 

The building and zoning depart¬ 
ment includes a building 
commissioner/zoning enforcement 
officer, building inspeclor/zoning 
assistant, 1.14 professional/ 
technical members, and 1.57 clerical 
workers. The total budget for the 
current fiscal year is $153,212. 

According lo Building Commis¬ 
sioner Dominie Serratore, the 
department enforces slate plumb¬ 
ing, gas and electrical codes as well 
as local zoning and sign by-laws. 

Serratore's department supports 
itself through fees collected.

Resident Loretta Verrecchia 
pointed out that the task force 
formed last year to explore the sixth 
grade move had suggested the 
implementation would take one to 
two years. 

She added the process was being 
"rushed" and noted the children in 
fifth grade now arc on “an emotional 
rollercoaster." She said she felt the 
year the students were the oldest in 
the elementary school was an impor¬ 
tant psychological stage in their 
growth. 

"The kids feel cheated," said 
Verrecchia. 

School Committee member 
Michael Ronayne noted, “The town 
tells us to live within our means. We 
have a half a million dollar deficit to 
react lo now. We’ve been backed 
into this horific position.” He noted 
to that the policy stand of school 
committees in the past has been to 
close schools over eliminating 
programs.

Calcium Needs 
For Adults 

The Massachusetts Nutrition 
Resource Center calls to the atten¬ 
tion of seniors the importance of 
calcium in the daily diet. Adults 
often feel that they do not need to 
drink milk. However, milk and other 
milk products, such as cheese, 
yogurt and ice cream contain the 
essential mineral, calcium, a nutri¬ 
ent needed by all people throughout 
the life cycle. 

Why do we need calcium? Calcium 
is essential for building bones and 
teeth as well as for blood clotting, 
nerve stimulation, and muscle con¬ 
traction. When calcium-rich foods 
are not consumed regularly, the 
body draws on its stored calcium 
from the bones for its immediate 
needs. Over an extended period of 
years, this can deplete the bones of 
calcium, resulting in a condition 
known as osteoporosis or ‘‘porous 
bones.” Other factors, such as dis¬ 
ease, may also cause osteoporosis. 
Women are especially at risk for 
osteoporosis because hormonal 
changes during menopause increase 
their rate of bone loss. Having bones 
that are weakened may result in a 
variety of health problems including 
curved spine or hunchback, frequent 
bone fractures, and tooth loss. 

How can we get calcium in our 
diet? Milk and milk products are the 
best sources of calcium and also 
contribute protein, phosphorous, 
and some B vitamins to the diet. 
Fortified milk also contains vitamin 
D If you do not enjoy drinking milk, 
include other calcium-rich foods in 
your daily intake or use milk in 
recipes. For example, use milk or 
cheese in preparing foods like soups, 
breakfast cereal, pudding or custard 
or vegetables. Add nonfat dry milk 
powder to foods such as ground beef 
(used in patties, meatballs, and 
meatloaf), homemade cookies, 
breads, granola, and mashed pota¬ 
toes, to boost the calcium content. 

What if an individual has prob¬ 
lems tolerating milk? Some people 


enjoy the taste of milk but simply 
cannot digest it. After drinking a cup 
a or two, they develop stomach aches, 
feel bloated and gaseous, and exper¬ 
ience diarrhea. These symptoms 
may accompany lactose intoler¬ 
ance, which results from an inability 
to digest milk sugar (lactose). Cer¬ 
tain milk products such as cheese, 
cottage cheese and yogurt contain 
little lactose because the milk sugar 
has been altered or removed in the 
processing. Therefore, these pro¬ 
ducts are usually well tolerated. 

To decrease most of the lactose 
present in whole, skim, or low fat 
milk, Lact-Aid can be used lo break 
down the lactose. Lact-Aid can be

purchased at most drug stores and 
greatly reduces the discomfort from 
drinking milk. 

What about calcium supplements? 
Calcium supplements may be neces¬ 
sary if you are not able to include a 
sufficient amount of the recom¬ 
mended sources of calcium in your 
diet. However, caution should be 
used when choosing one. Several 
supplements, such as bone meal and 
dolomite, have been found to be 
contaminated by lead and other 
harmful substances, Safe supple¬ 
ments include calcium carbonate, 
calcium gluconate or calcium lac¬ 
tate, and they are available without 
a prescription from your pharmacy.

Be on guard against hypothermia

Thanksgiving Day with falling 
snow, icy road conditions and blasts 
of cold air from the North Pole made 
one wonder if life on Pluto might be 
similar. Perhaps reactions were 
greater because of recent Indian 
Summer days. Extreme cold can be 
dangerous because as warm¬ 
blooded animals, we humans must 
maintain a regular body tempera¬ 


ture of about 98 degrees Fahrenheit 
since the greatest hazard is the cold 
weather condition of hypothermia 
where the body expends more calo¬ 
ries than it has available and its 
temperature drops drastically. This 
can be fatal. 

A body exposed not only to cold but 
to winds and moisture as well, can 
have loo rapid heal evaporation to 
guarantee protection against the ele¬ 
ments. Dress in layers of clothing of 
different materials since no one - 


,-Christmas in November- 
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fabric can keep the body warm in 
wintry weather. Included arc silk, 
modern synthetics, wool, down, and 
leather. These elements do a good 
job of trapping body heat. Polyester 
is one of the best choices to handle 
this important task. If the winds are 
carrying snow or freezing rain, 
make sure your outer clothing is 
waterproof. It is sensible to heed the 
old saying that if your feet are cold, 
cover your head. It does not matter 
if the hair is impressively thick, it 
does not insulate you against the 
elements. 

The feel and hands, especially the 
toes and fingers, are most vulner¬ 
able to the cold. Mittens are warmer 
than gloves, Two pairs of socks are 
recommended with one inner for 
dryness such as nylon and one outer 
such as wool for greater warmth. 

Tight clothing restricts circulation 
so make sure that you steer clear of 
very snug jeans and stiff soled 
shoes. To winterize your body, take 
hot liquids to serve the purpose of 
providing warmth through hydra¬ 
tion. Keep your house temperature 


set no more than 72 degrees. 

Exercise is a fast way to warm 
you up. Alcohol dilates blood vessels 
and smoking cigarettes restricts 
blood flow. These increase the 
chances of getting a frost bite. When 
you shovel snow, dress properly and 
have a good breakfast before tack¬ 
ling the snow removal. 

If you do suffer frost bite on fin¬ 
gers, toes, ears, nose, and/or 
cheeks, do not rub the area affected 
because this can cause damage to 
the blood vessels. The best thing to 
do is to pul your hands in a warm 
spot such as your armpits. If you 
suspect frostbite, go indoors imme¬ 
diately. Aspirin improves circula¬ 
tion, also. Soak hands and feet, if 
necessary, in warm water. If your 
frost-bitten appendage continues to 
remain numb after a couple of 
hours, see your physician without 
fail. 

Taking precautionary measures 
during cold weather is the only sen¬ 
sible way to keep healthy and com¬ 
fortable in our rugged New England 
winter climate.

Schrock named 
Keyes professor 

MIT has announced the appoint¬ 
ment of Richard R. Schrock of 
Winchester as the Frederick G. Key¬ 
es Professor of Chemistry in the 
Department of Chemistry. The Fre¬ 
derick G. Keyes Chair was awarded 
to Schrock in recognition of his scho¬ 
larly contributions in the area of 
ogranometallic chemistry and 
catalysis and his contributions to the 
Department of Chemistry. 

Schrock is known worldwide as the 
discoverer of carbene and carbyne 
complexes that catalyze industrially 
important reactions of small hydro¬ 
carbons. Most recently his interests 
have expanded to include the area of 
polymer synthesis employing such 
catalysts.

Fairchild Distinguished Scholar at 
the California Institute of Technolo¬ 
gy (1986), and the first recipient of 
the American Chemical Society 
Award in Organometallic Chemistry

A study in contrasts

If you’re thirsty for contrast in 
your life, the thing to do is hop a 
plane in a pelting November rain¬ 
storm, fly six hours through bucking 
clouds with your knees in your 
mouth, then your tray and seatback 
returned to their upright and locked 
position, bump down in the desert 
where instead of scudding oak 
leaves and harvest fruits, you'll find 
cactus as muscular and swelled as 
Schwarzennegger’s torso, and sand- 
toned wallpapers with pictures of 
flamingoes on them standing around 
on one foot like weary waiters in a 
half-empty restaurant. 

Contrast is nice, because contrast 
wakes you up. 

The busdriver senses this when he 
goes on vacation, opts not to rent a 
car but takes cabs wherever he goes 
instead: accelerates not, nor does he 
brake. 

Contrast throws into relief the 
chief characteristic of a thing. 
Think: the liquid amber smoke of 
scotch next to the texture and savor 
of a steak; the heat of a fire against 
hands and toes numbed by raw wint¬ 
er wind. 

Out in the desert, bodies line up 
like wienies by the pool, oiled and 
beading with the heat. From a plane, 
maybe, or one of the hot-air balloons 
for which the region is famous, they 
look alike. Up close, not at all. Here 
are the men, who if they get fat with 


the years, get fat above the waist, 
barrel-chested and round-tummied, 
some with a fine golden halo of fuzz 
across the chest so their whole upper 
torso appears to vibrate slightly, 
some with calves rubbed bald by the 
years in long pants. 

How different they look from the 
women beside them, who grow their 
upholstery below the waist, as a 
rule, on thighs and hips. Women's 
bodies are all dips and turns and 
curves and hollows. They lie near 
the men, as different in appearance 
almost as to belong to a separate 
species. Yet in their adult stillness, 
snoozing in the sun like lions after 
lunch, how different both the men 
and women seem from the half- 
grown boy who darts among them 
like an insect. He springs to the 
splashing fountain on skinny legs, 
sucks in a huge breath through teeth 
as chrome-decked as a '57 Edsel, 
then dips his whole head into its icy 
pool. His skinny chests shudders. He 
pulls his head out and tosses it, 
spraying the langorous grownup 
with a chilling shower of drops. 

If you live in a warm climate, you 
must manufacture some of your con¬ 
trasts for yourself, buy winter coats, 
as they do in Florida, and stand 
stomping your feet at the bus stop 
and grousing over 50-degree cold 
snaps. 

If you live in the north, the con¬ 
trasts take care of themselves, as 


earth’s living garb softens and 
blooms, then withers and dies, sea¬ 
son by season and year after year. 

At the airport from which we will 
depart this Moderate Oven of a 
desert, other contrasts offer them¬ 
selves. There stands a gift shop 
selling Playboy, and beer steins, and 
plastic flowers wearing sunglasses 
that at button’s touch will wiggle and 
play plastic guitar. Hard by this, 
here stands a chapel, a tiny room 
carved out of the bustle, with read¬ 
ing materials and some chairs. 
There is a book, in which visitors can 
record their names and hometowns. 
In a blank space to the right, almost 
every one has added some senti¬ 
ment.

Dry desert gives 
way to windy plain, windy plain to 
the region of lakes, the lakes at last 
to the khaki rock-strewn hills of New 
England, where clouds hang low and 
moist, where instead of hawks, we 
have chickadees; instead of cactus, 
the bright doomed face of the hardy 
mum. 

So soon, so soon the sun dips low on 
these late-autumn hillsides. But our 
churches point their spires up into 
close and sheltering skies. And there 
is a beauty after all in the early 
darkness.

Ericson responds 
to selectmen’s 
request for input 

TO TIIE EDITOR: 

1 invite the attention of Winchester 
voters to the response I have made 
to the Board of Selectmens request 
for public input on the Fiscal Year 

1991 budget. 

To the Hoard of Selectmen: 

Congratulations! Your request for 
public input and your process for 
early review and discussion of the 
FY 91 budget to educate Winchester 
voters will contribute significantly 
to effective resolution of the Towns 
fiscal crisis. Your public hearing 
process seeks lo establish priorities 
based on Stale Law/ Charter/Town 
Bylaw and local tradition. The pro¬ 
cess also seeks lo define cos Is for 
each element of the Towns service to 
the public, This analysis will provide 
criteria for your financial decisions. 
The Board is filling a most impor¬ 
tant role - leadership. 

I appreciate this opportunity lo 
offer my personal views. I invite 
your attention first lo the topic 
"Priority for Services and Level of 
Services”. You have divided ser¬ 
vices into two categories; namely, 


services Supported by End User 
Fees and Supported by Revenues 
Raised thru Taxes. 

You have defined two End User 
Fee Services, Water and Sewer and 
Trash Disposal, as services that are 
essential at existing levels. You 
have made a number of economy 
moves in the providing of these ser¬ 
vices. You have recognized that 
Water and Sewer, particularly, is 
driven by outside influences such as 
MWRA charges. Since you have the 
authority to do so, you have squarely 
faced the financial issues and raised 
fees, in some cases very substantial¬ 
ly. I commend you for your forth¬ 
right actions even though I regret 
these costs are not financed thru the 
tax rate where they could be federal¬ 
ly subsidized via their tax 
deductibility. 

In the area of tax supported ser¬ 
vices the Board does not have the 
unilateral authority to raise 
revenues, The shortfall problem 
must be dealt with in an override 
referendum, authorizing Town 
Meeting lo go lo new limits. Conse¬ 
quently, in this context, the public 
discussion of programs and their 
costs/ objectives/ and priorities 
serves lo give your board a basis for 
making decisions on the revenue 
needs/ the level of revenue 
shortfall/ and the appropriate form 
of referendum question. 

1 am counting on this Board to be 
just as forthright about facing up to 
the real needs for tax supported 
services. In the case of Public Safety 
services you have gone on record to 
support it ut the level it was reduced 
to at the Spring Town Meeting. I 
urge you to take the same stand on 
other budgets that are firmly sup¬ 
ported as being necessary. 

When you address the revenue 
shortfall issue on Jan. 6, two items 
are essential: this board must take 
an unequivocal stund in support of 
the override proposition which you 
place on the ballot and that override 
proposal will be enough to meet 
proven critical needs for services.

A student’s view on teen drinking crackdown

On Nov. 15, 1989, WHS Principal 
John Ritchie and Police Detective 
Daniel McGee provided important 
information to students via two mid¬ 
morning assemblies. The assemb¬ 
lies called attention to the “new” 
zero-tolerance policy of the Winches¬ 
ter Police concerning under-age 
alcohol use. Simply enough, if you 
gel caught, you go to jail and the 
court system. The first assembly 
was for sophomores and freshmen, 
and the meeting went very well. 
However, when the juniors and 
seniors arrived, there was much 
chaos and many questions left unan¬ 
swered. While some school faculty 
felt that the juniors and seniors were 
“looking to blame someone, or look¬ 
ing for ways to get around the 
issue,” the students were merely 
trying to find answers. Many felt 
Mr. Ritchie and Det. McGee were 
“redundant” in responding to 
questions.” 

Many students, of all grades, fell 
that the plan of the authorities is too 
harsh. Junior Lily Palacios said, 
“With this distrust conveyed to us by 
the adult society it seems to be that 
all the peer organizations like 
S.A.D.D, and Drug and Alcohol Edu¬ 
cation that attempt to prevent drugs 


and alcohol in our peer society have 
been demeaned and considered to 
have failed. We were beginning to 
bring the problem to the conscious¬ 
ness of our peers and with (the 
authorities) intervention they pul a 
lot of us on the defense and may even 
have worsened the issue.” 

Senior classmember Beth Lundin 
said, “I think the school is going 
about this problem in the wrong 
way. And if we let it, we’ll probably 
lose more classmates ... This new 
law seems more ‘challenging’ to the 
students and it won't stop them from 
drinking alcohol. If anything it will 
be ‘more’ fun for them trying not to 
get caught.” 

The majority of students found 
that this new zero-tolerance plan is a 
good idea, but will still only slightly 
affect the students. Face the fact 
that kids are naturally sneaky and 
will do everything in their power to 
leave the authorities out of their 
weekend plans. 

Junior Lisa Kenerson said, 
“Teenagers feel it is their privilege 
to drink and when the police, laws, 
and courts take away their right 
they are upset.” But another pupil 
said that the new policy will “realize 
that it’s not worth the risk of getting 
drunk.” 

Some students said authorities 
have been rather “lenient” in the

past. “Winchester police are not 
thought of as incredibly capable" 
adds one student. "Wiil they use 
proper discretion in regard to decid¬ 
ing who will be arrested?" 

Many students felt that Det. 
McGee “should have been more pre¬ 
pared" to answer questions. When 
he did answer a question, it was 
quick and he told as little as 
possible. 

One student was quick to note that 
with this new proposal by the town 
police, the designated driver “may 
be less willing to transport kids who 
are incapable of driving their own 
cars," fearing thai they may be in 
jeopardy by way of the local authori¬ 
ties. Junior Josh Briggs also points 
out that “many stereotypes exist" 
and “drinking is a national pastime” 
among high school students. The 
new police policy does nothing but 
make this more of a national pas¬ 
time and more of a "challenge" for 
kids. 

Another pupil said, “If the town is 
going to present such a program to 
us, they should give us something in 
return." This brings up the well 
known topic of “there’s nothing to do 
in Winchester.” Some people believe 
that if students have nothing to do. 
they might as well go and get 
“smashed.” When will the town pro¬ 
vide something besides strict police 


policies for the teenagers of the 
town? 

Pupils also fell that authorities 
should focus on the “elementary 
school and Junior High before they 
get into drinking at the High School 
because that is usually where it 
starts." Lastly, one student blamed 
the “liquor stores that sell the alco¬ 
hol to minors.” 

It look a long time, but I he people 
of Winchester have finally realized 
that there is a drinking problem 
among the youth of the town. It is 
unfortunate that it took a tragedy to 
bring it to their attention. 

Detective McGee did admit that in 
the past, teenagers have been 
treated lightly because of lhe offic¬ 
ers’ “relationships with parents" of 
the kids, and that it’s “hard to lock 
up someone you know." This leads 
me to believe that his trusty officers 
have “slacked" off from their jobs, 
and those kids that were let go 
simply shouldn't have been. Where 
were the minds of these officers that 
took the beer but left the kids behind 
with a warning? 

Drinking is not about to cease. The 
new policy of the Winchester Police 
is just a threat to kids. And natural¬ 
ly, we won’t listen. The police have 
to prove that they mean business. 

Most if not all the students 
respected Mr. Ritchie for his

Youths object to police drug policy

Alcohol and drug problems 
have been prevalent in Winches¬ 
ter for a long time. This year the 
police have decided not to tol¬ 
erate the problems any longer. 
On Wednesday, Novemeber 15, 
certain police department mem¬ 
bers met with all of the Winches¬ 
ter High School students. The 
assembly allowed the police to 
announce that the rules concern¬ 
ing drugs and alcohol would 
become stricter the following 
day. Students then posed many 
questions on the details of the 
new situation, which is actually 
not new at all. 

The decision to tighten the 
rules caused a humongous stir in 
the High School that day. Since 
the assembly, many teachers and 
students have held discussions on 
the topic of drugs and alcohol. 
The students would like to say 
more about the new policy than 
the assembly allowed them. One 
social studies class took extra 
time to produce a letter that 


describes how they feel about the 
policy. Other students also have 
strong feelings about the new 
rules, but these two letters, one 
from the teacher, and one from 
the students, are an example of 
what kids are thinking: 

The following letter was com¬ 
posed by a social studies class 
which has been studying the com, - 
parable impact of alcohol in the 
1920’s and drugs in the 1980’s. 
Students had been encouraged to 
express their feelings by their 
principal and many of their 
teachers. The attached letter 
expresses the stongly felt senti¬ 
ments of many of them. 

We try to encourage students to 
participate in the political pro¬ 
cess. Since they are unable to 
vote writing a letter to the local 
newspaper is one way of partici¬ 
pating in the debate on meaning¬ 
ful issues.

This year’s malch-up between the 
Winchester Sachems and the 
Woburn Tanners was a classic 
defensive struggle with Woburn 
emerging victorious, 7-6. The game 
was dominated by turnovers, sacks 
and mud. The Sachems came up 
short on the score although they 
displayed their strongest defensive 
effort of the year. 

There were a total of eight punts 
and three turnovers in the first half. 
The Sachems suffered from poor 
field position and untimely turnov¬ 
ers throughout the half. The defense 
did a tremendous job of shutting 
down the Tanners. The credit goes to 
the entire defense, but especially the 
secondary which was led by 
cor nerba ck/split end Jim 
McGeehan. 

With the offense unable to effec¬ 
tively move the ball, the defense 
made the big plays. The secondary 
held Woburn quarterback Wayne 
Pandolpli to only two completions 
out of 15 attempts. Steve Tartarini 
and Tim Bianco made excellent 
tackles and pressured Pandolph 
throughout the game. 

Their best effort came on 
Woburn’s last series of the first half.

Winchester took possesion on 
Woburn’s 44 with just under a 
minute left in the half and McGee¬ 
han took over the game. Quarter¬ 
back Chris Umscheid fired a 24-yard 
pass to McGeehan. The Sachems 
suffered two penalties effectively 
removing any possibility of a Chris 
Edmands field goal. Umscheid over¬ 
threw McGeehan who almost made 
a spectacular catch in the end zone 
on the next play. 

Almost may only count in 
horseshoes but in football, when the 
player makes a spectaular catch on 


the next play, no one minds. With six 
seconds left, Umscheid found 
McGeehan in the endzone and some¬ 
how McGeehan found the ball in 
tight double coverage for a truly 
amazing touchdown reception. 

The Sachems took a 6-0 lead to the 
locker room. On the ensuing conver¬ 
sion attempt, the snap was outside 
and high. Holder Tom Russo didn’t 
think he could get the ball back on 
the tee, so he rolled out and threw to 
Joe Vozzella for an apparent two 
points. Two of the officials signalled 
a score but the referee called an 
incomplete pass and he prevailed. 

On the last play of the half, Pan¬ 
dolph broke free on a draw play and 
scampered for a 57-yard gain.
